4 doms- their KING. and Liberty , ( Mercies-never

mounted on a very Fleet Horſe, had not cunningly paſſed the Coach, 
( into which they had in vain diſcharged very many Shot ) and 
after he found that he could not wound the Coach-man, becauſe 
his Coach-Whip did fright: che. [prighely Hotſe, wounded the Po- 
ſtillion, and diſabled the foremoſt Coach-Horſes : Wherenpon the 
reſt coming up, one of them with a Blunderbuſs wounded the 
I ord Primate in the Coach, and others of them called to him to 
Come forth, Vile D O G, who had betrayed CHRIST and Hi 
CHURCH, and to receive what he deſerved for his Wickedneſs 
againſt the KIRK of SCOTLAND; and reproached him 
with Mr. James Mitchell s Death.

Cap, 
ſhewed them his Gray Hairs', mtreating., Fhat zf. they, would not 
ſpare: his Life, they would at. leaſt ullow him ſome little! time for 
Prayer ; they returned him no other az{wer, but That GOD wonld 
not bear ſo, baſe a DOG as 'he was; and. for'Quanter ,' they told 
hint, That the Stroaks,, which they. weve then giving,, were thoſe which 
he was to expect. . Notwithſtanding ok. alt: which, and of a Shot 
thar pierced, his Body, above. his Right Pap,: and of, other Stroaks 
which cur.his Hands, whilſt he'was bolding them jup. ro.

If you 
will conſult either the Old or New Teſtament, (for it is the Baſis of Re. 
ligion,) for no Prieſt, no Religion ; S. Paul rells us in Heby. 7.12. The 
Prieſthood being changed, there is made allo of necellity a change of 
the Law; and conſequently the Prieſthood being aboliſhr, the Law and 
Religion are quite gone. | 
But I know it well be ſaid, that a Prie# ordained by authority de-

« walk, as they pretended, to Marybone, about ten or eleven a Clock m the Evenin 
happened in Se-boe-tields tocome up ty a parcel of honeſi poor men, who'gfter their 
labour were rcfrcſhing themſelves with a pot of Drink, and innocently fi ap roge- 
ther at the door of ati Ale-houſe : when they came near, Dwval took. upon him to 
exarnine ther, asking Who war there ? to which being anſwered, Honeſt men, he per- 
ſited to inquire it they were rhe Watch 3 and they ſaying they were not, he replied, 
then you ar: Roguts ; Upon which one Fenkjns, tomewhat ſcurriloully, return'd a 
fooliſh ill-bred' Phraſe, Mine Ar — apon you.

A Man and four Women were Indictzd for St:aling of Goods ; bcing met with 
them .in a ſuſpicious 1nanner in the Ficlds, very early one morning, by certain honetk 
men, they ſczz'd them, arid on inquity found they had robb?d a woman that was a 
Quaker, who would not proſecute her ſelf, but got a Friend to be board to &o it ;

and his moneys gone 3 the which he declaring to the Porter of the lan, the noiſe 
of the Robbery ſPread wide, ſo thatit coming tothe Ear of the Priſoners Land= 
lord, heacquaints the ſaid Porter with the laviſhneſs of his Tenanty who giving

Ner:h would be here to hold the Aſſizes the 1&th Inſtant, ex- 
preſſed a very great defise'to ſpeak with his Lord(hip for diſcharg- 
ing of his Conſcience, in depoſing ſomewhat which he had not 
belore diſcloſed ; with which his Lordſhip being made acquainted, 
was pleaſed that night at his Requeſt to go to him ; before whom 
he did by many repeated Afſeverations, upon the words of a dy- 
ing man, declare, That in all the great buſineſs of the Plot he 
ſpoke nothing againſt any perſon upon Oath, or otherwiſe by 
way of Actliden, but what was true ; and only complain'd that 
he had been too timerous, and rather leſſened his Evidence in 
fome particulars. 

After ſome ſhort time, the company were deſired to withdraw ; 
and none being left with him but che Lord Chief Juſtice, Cap- 
tain Bedlow's Wife, and the Judges Clerk ; My Lord gave the 
ſaid Mr. Bedlow his Oath, and his Clerk took a pretty long De- 
poſition in Writing, the Contents whereof are yet ſecret ; only 
thus far we know he made Oath, That whatſoever he had declared 
to the King and Council, and the Secret "Committee, and at the 
feveral Tryals upon Oath, were all true, upon. the word of a dy- 
ing man, He told the Judg he expeted no Crown of Martyrdom 
for Lying, as the Papiſts did, but what he ſaid was ſincerely true, 
as he was ſhortly to appear before the Great Fehowah, the Maker 
of all fleſh, where he ſhould ſtand with a clear Conſcience as to 
all matters of the Plot, wherein he had given Evidence, He 
faid moreover to the Judg : My Lord ! ſome will not believe the 
Plot, or pretend it at leaſt, My Lord ! I ſpeak the more, be. 
cauſe I know not but that I may dye this night : He very often 
ſaid to my Lord Chief Juſtice with great earneſtneſs, My Lord! 
I pity the King ! I pity the King ! His Lite is in danger! they 
will Poyſon, or cut Him off! they are going towards it | they are 
Carrying on the Plot ! the Papiſts will kill Him! When my 
Lad was going away, he called him back again, took him by 
the hand, and beg'd him to preſent his moſt humble Duty to the 
King, and to tell him he was His moſt Loyal and Dutiful SubjeR, 
and to beſeech Him to take care of Himſelf.

Wedneſday night he had a ſevere Fit, through the violence of 
which, he ſpake not for the ſpace of 14 hours, or thereabour, 
Thurſday in the eyening his ſpeech returned to him, and he took 
ſome refreſhment, and asked thoſe about him what day of the 
Month it was ? and what hour of the Day, exaily ? One ſiand- 
ing by, asked him if he were ſatisfied in his Conſcience as to what 
he had ſworn and aQed in the publick buſineſs he had been in- 
volved in? His Anſwer was, That as he hoped for Salyation, all 
that he had Sworn about the Plot was juſt and true, and that he 
had rather omitted, than augmented any thing he had piven in 
Evidence. This he ſpoke the night before he dyed, and after he 
had been in a Trance ſeveral hours. 

Friday the 20th of Auguſt Inſtant, his Speech failed him a- 
gain, and returned no more ; and about Two of the Clock that 
afternoon he expired. 

Yeſterday being Sunday, after he had been publickly expoſed 
in Merchant-Taylors Hall, in this City, to the view of all (peQa- 
tors ; his. Corps was carried thence about Six of the Clock in the 
Evening, and buried in the Mayors Chappel, called the Gaunts ; 
the Funeral was attended with a very numerous Company of Citi- 
zens, both Men and Women. Mr. Mayor, and others of the beſt 
Quality being preſent, ſeveral Gentlemen of the Council, and 
others bearing up the Pall. The Church was hung with black. 
Mr. Palmer, a Reverend and Learned Divine of this City, Preached 
an excellent Sermon at his Funeral, on Rom. 14. v. 112, 13. 
So then every one of us ſhall give an account of himſelf to God. Let 
us not therefore judg one another any more, but judg this rather, that 
no man put 4 fiumbling-block , or an occaſion to fall in his brothers 
way, There were Eſcutcheons fixed to the Hearſe, with this In- 
ſcription in black Letters in a Field-Argent :

: | "Hat, Whereas theSum of Five hundred eighty four thouſand nine hun- 
dred ſeventy eight Pound, Two ſhillings, Two pence, was raiſed by 
an At of Parhament, - for the fpeedy building of Thirty Ships of 
War, and thereby.appropriated to the faid Uſe ; By which A it 
was particularly dire&ted, that the Treaſurer of the Navy ſhould keep all 
Moneys payed to him by vertue of the ſaid Act, diſtinCt and apart trom 
all other Moneys, and ſhould Iſſue and Pay the ſame by Warrant of the 
Principal Officers and Commillioners of the Navy, or any Three or more of 
them ; and mentioning and expreſſing, that it is tor the Building, for the 
Guns, Rigging aad other Furniſhing ot the ſaid Thirty Ships of War, and 
--ono other Uſe, Intent, or purpoſe whatſoever ; He the ſaid Edward 
&+ymour, on or about the year One thouſand ſix hundred ſeventy ſeven, 
len; then Treaſurer of the Navy, did, contrary to the ſaid Act, and con- 
trary to the Dury of his ſaid Office, lend the Sum of Ninty thouſand Pound 
( at Eight per Cent, \) parcel of the faid Sum raiſed by the ſaid AC ( be- 
ing yo in his hands) for and towards the ſupport and continuance of 
the \rmy then raiſed, after ſuch time as by an ACt of Parliament the ſaid 
Army qught to have been Disbanded, whereby the faid two ſeveral Acts 
were Eluded, and the faid Army was continued and kept on foot to the 
great Diſturbance, Hazard and Danger of the Peace and fatety of the King- 
dom; And the Nation: was afterwards put to a new Charge of raiſing and 
paying the Sum of Two handred chougod Pound for rhe Disbanding of

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Secondly, 'Lhat Whereas an AQ} of Parliament had paſſed for Raiſing of 
Maney by a Poll for Enabling His Majeſty to enter into an Adqtual 
Wi again the French King, and the Maney raiſed by vertue of the ſaid 
A, was thereby appropriated to the faid Uſe, -and to-the Repayment 
of ſuch Perſons as ſhould furniſh His Majeſty with any Sums oft Money, 
or any Stores neceſſary tor the ſaid Service. 

And Whereas certain Eaſt-land Merchants were deſired by His Majeſties

Officers to furniſh and ſupply great quantities of Stores for The Navy ; 


and as an Incouragement thereanto, were aflured, that the Sum of Fourty 
thouſand Pound, parcel of the Moneys raiſed by the faid A&t, was at that 
time aQtually in the hands of the ſaid Edward Seymour, ( which he did 
acknowledge fo to be) and did promiſe the ſaid Sum ſhould be payed to 
the faid Merchants in part of fatisfation tor the ſaid Stores, which they 
did furniſh upon the Credit of the ſaid Affirmation and Undertaking, 
He the faid Edward Seymour did on or about the Year One thouſand fix 
hundred ſeventy eight, iſſue our and pay the faid Sum to the Victuallers 
of the Navy by way of Advance, and for Proviſions not then brought 
in, contrary to the true Intent and Meaning of the ſaid A&t ; Whereas, 
the ſame by the Proviſion of the ſaid At, ought to have been payed to 
the Eaſt-land Merchants, who had furniſhed His Majeſty with Flax , 
Hemp, and other Neceſlaries for the ſaid Service ; Of which ſaid Deceipt 
and Injuſtice the ſaid Merchants did complain in the laſt Parliament. 

Thirdly, That the faid Faward Seymour being Treaſurer of the Navy, 
and then and ſtill having a Salary of 3000 /. per Annum clear for the ſame, 
did, during the time that he was Speaker of the late long Parliament, 
receive out of the Moneys Appointed tor ſecret Service, the Yearly ſum 
of 3000 /. over and above his faid Salary, which was conſtantly payed 
to him, as well during the Intervals as the Seſſions of Parliament ; and 
particutarly, during the Prorogation of Fifteen Months. 

Fourthly, That on or about the Eighteenth Year of His Majeſties Reign, 
and during a War with the States General of the United Netherlands ; 
He the ſaid Edward Seymour, being then one of the Commillioners tor 
Prize Goods, did, Fraudulently,Unlawtully, and in Deceipt ot His Majeſty, 
Unlade a certain Prize Ship, taken trom the Subje&ts of the ſaid States, 
without any Order or Authority tor the ſame, and did Houſe the Lading 
and Goods of the faid Ship, and Lock up the fame without the preſence 
of any Store-keeper, and did afterwards ſell the ſame, pretending the 
ſame to be only Muſcarado Sugars, and did Account with His Majeſty for 
the ſame as ſuch; Whereas in Truth, the faid Ship was Laden with Co- 
chineal and Indico, rich Merchandiſes of a very great Value.

Since the Diſcovery of the late Plot, it is well known what care has been 

taken to give orders to ſeveral Juſtices of the Peace in their ſeveral Stations 
to watch the Deſigns and Proceedings of the Papiſts, and to take care of the 
Publick Tranquility in their ſeveral Counties.

Eminent and Worthy Proteſtant, and a Gentleman of great Honour and Value 
in his-Country, and now to be lamented with an equal forrow to thatw hich 
bewaild the fall of Sir Ed;zona-bury Godfrey, fo liketo his ; the ſaid Mr. Pye, 
could not but think it a Scandal to the Governmeat,and a great negle of his

Mr. High-Sheriff. R. Colledge, It is deſired for the fatisfaftion 


of the World, becauſe you have profeſt 
your ſelf a Proteſtant, that you would 
tell what Judgement you are ot. 

Colleave. 1 ear People, Dear Protelt ints, 
and Dear Countrey-men, I have been Accuſed and Convited for Trea- 
lon ; the Lawsadjudge me to this Death, and I come hither willingly to 
{ubmit to it: I pray God forgive all choſe perſons that had any hand in 
it. I dodeclareto you, whatever hath been ſaid of me, I was never a Pa- 
piſt, or ever that way inclined ; they have done me wrong, I was evera 
Proteſtant, I was born a Proteſtant, I have lived ſo, an4 fo bv the Grace 
of God I will dye, of the Church of Ezzlazd, according to the beſt Refor- 
mation of the Church from all Idolatry, from all Superſtirion, or any chivg 
thar is contrary to the Goſpel of our Bleſſed Lord and Saviour. 

I do declareI was never in any Popiſh Service, Prayers or Devotions 
in my life, ſave one time about ſome 17 or 18 years ago, as near as [ re- 
member, I was out of a Curiofity one Afternoon at St. T:»2-ss Chanpel, the 
Queens Chappel, ar St. James's ; except that one time I never did hear any 
Popiſh Service, any thing of the Church of Rowe, Maſs or Prayers, or 
any thing elſe, Private or Publick. I know you expeCt that I (hou'd fay ſome. 
thingas to what I dye for : It hath been charged upon me,when I was apyre- 
beak and brought before the Council, ſome of the Council, the Secreta- 
ry, and my Lord Ku//;m2worth, and Mr. Sexzovr, they told me there was 
Treafon, {worn againſt me: truly they ſurprized me when they {aid >.

If rthele men will 
not keep things private for their own party, how could I truſt them ? 1 
take God to witneſs, and do freely acknowledge, I have fought my God 
with tears ſeveral times to inform me, it {o be 1 had with any word tranl- 
oreſt at any time.

So the occaſion of my coming to Oxford I do fay was voluntary, the 
Parliament men laſt Parliament at, weſtminſter, and ſeveral Lords dined 
together the day before they ſat; the laſt Sefſions of Parhament at Weſtminſter 
they ſent for me tothe Su» Tavern behind the Exchange,” and when I came, 
the Duke of Monmonth and ſeveral Lords were , and I believe above

As for wht Arms Thad, and 
what Arms others had, they were for our own defence in cafe the Par 
piſts ſhould make any 'attewpt upon us by way of Maſſacre, or any 
Invaſion or Rebelion, that we (:ould be ready rodetend our ſelves ; God is 
my Witneſs, this is all I know -If this bea Plot; this I was in,but in no other, 
bift never knew of any numbers or times appointed for mecting;but we have 
laid one to another that rhe Papiſts hada deſign againſt the Proteſtants, 
when we did meet, as I wasa.man of generat converſation; and incaſe they 
ſhould riſe we were tias { but then they ſhould begin the attempt upon us. 
This was my bufineſs,and is the buſineſs of every good SubjeCt that loves the 
Laws of his Country and his King, For England can never hope to be happy 
under thoſe blood-thir men; whoſe Religion is blood and murder, which !

Yet, whatever Apprehenſions 
I had of Popery, and of my own ſevere and 
heavy ſhare I was like to have under it, when 
it ſhould prevail, I never had a Thoug] 
doing any thing againſt it baſely, or inhu- 
manly ; but what could well conliſt with the 
Chriſtian Religion, and the Laws and Liber- 
ties of this Kingdom.

Ohn Derry was Tryed for Killing Thomas Robinſon, in the Pariſh of St. 
Bartholomew the Great 5 which upon Evidence appeared thus : the 
Priſoner and Deceaſed working together (being Printers by Trade ) 
upon ſome Words paſſing between them, the Priſoner ſtruck the De- 

ceaſed with the handle of a Priaters Ball, drawing Blood by the ſtroke 
which happening on the 27. of June laſt, helived till the 23. of Auguſt, and 
then dyed ; but no former Malice appearing, and the Doctor and Chyrur- 
gion giving Teſtimony,that they verily believed theDeceaſed died.a'natural 
—_ not being any ways occalioned by that ſtroke, the Priſoner was ac-

X John Knight, Jobs Paybody, and Thomas Edmunds, were Tryed upon 
two Indictments; for ſtealing two Horſes, one from Sir Adam Brown, 


and the other from one Mr.Tapin near Darkinin Surry 5 which being painly 
proved, they yere all found guilty of the Felony. 


Hugh Jones, Sidny Vandelo, Edward Williams, Charles Dod, and Charles 


Roberts, were Tryed for Robbing Richard Littleton of a Caſtor, and foug 
Shillings in Money, taking it from his Perſon in the Pariſh of St. Michae! 
Cornhill, on the 27. of September the laſt, which being proved againſt them, 
and that Sidney Vand:lo, one of them, had run the Proſecutor into the Body, 


and that they were notorious Pick-pockets, they were found Guilty of the 


Felony and Robery. 

Elizabeth Hare was Tryecd for Clipping divers Halt-Crowns, Shillings, and Six-pen- 
ces, of the Lawful and Currant Coyn ot this Kingdom. Upon Tryal, the Circum- 
ſtances were thus : The Priſoner having a Maid-Servant living with her ſome time fince 
the ſaid S-rvant ſwore, That {he ſaw her Mitiriſs Clipping divers times in her Cloſer, 
as alſo found Clippings there; with Files, Shears, and Aqua Fortis : And further, That 
ſhe had taken a Bond on' her, to conceal her Secrets, It was alfo alkdged , That the 


had formerly Clipped, and had been Convidtcd of it : And that divers Inftrumncnts,and 
ſom Symptoms of Clippings, were upon ſcarch tound in her Houſe, Agaii:tt which 
Oe That it was done in Malice, &c. But in Fine, the Jury having received 
r arge from the Court, they found her Guilty ot the High-Trcafon, | 

Jonathan Parſons, Joſept Roberts, and Robert Thomas, were tryed for 
ſtealing a Gelding, valued at 10 pounds, from one Jobn Newman of Hamp- 
ſtead, on the 26th. of Auguſt laſt z which Horle was fold to another perſon, 


by Joſeph Roberts 3 but upon refuſing; to toll him, the Horſe and Money 


were ſtopped, and the true owner found 3 but it appearing that Roberts - 


and Thomas had no hand in ſtealing the: Horſe, or that they knew he was 
ſtole, but ignorantly upon the word of Parſors, that he came honeſtly by 


him, received him into their cuſtody, they were acquitted, and Parſons 


only found guilty of the Felony 3 but being tryed on another Indiiment, 


for _— divers filver Tankards, from Mr. Page of St. Bartholomew the 


' Great, and there being no home proof againſt him, he was acquitted. Ro- 
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R.bert Barrier, was indifted, arraigned and tryed, for robbing the 
houte of Nicholas Ra»ſden of Chattam,on the fourteenth of September laſt,and 
taking from thence a filver, Tankard, a large filver Cup, and three Dram- 
cups, as alſo 50 ſhillings in money with which, according to the Evi- 
dence, he was ſeized as he was coming for London by water, his Plea 
was, that they were givin him in heu of a Legacy of 15 pounds; but that 
not appearing, and he having been formerly tound tardy, the Jury brought 
him in guilty. 


John Thomſon was tryed for ſtealing a long laced Scarf, valued at 3 
pounds, from Mary Haburley in the Royal-Exchange, on the 18 of Seprem- 
ber laſt 3 againſt him it was proved that he took the Scarf, and he being 
purſued, dropped it 3 but he pleaded that he was far from the Exchange 
when he was taken, and that it-was impoſhble for him to get ſo far off in 
ſo ſort a times but the proof being plain, he was found guilty of the 
Felony. 


Thomas Athins was tryed for ſtealing a Tankard from Elizabeth Green 
in Foſter-Lane, on the tenth of Seprember laſt : the circumſtances as 
upon Evidence they appeared were thefe 3 the Priſoner watching his 
opportunity, when the Proſecutor nad turned her back, ſnatched the 
Tankard from oft the Counter, and fled, but being cloſely purſued he 
dropped it, yet he alledged in his defence, that he had it not, but the Pur- 
ſuers miſtook the man,” and laying hold of him, permitt<d the Felon to 
eſcape 3, but thoſe Allegatiors being confuted by vther Evidence,who ſwore 
politively to the Stealing and Party, hc was found guilty of the Felony. 


John Smith and Wilkam Smith 1016 ryed for oo——i_g the Houſe of the 
Right Honourable the Ear) of Li»ſy ac Chelſy, of Laced Curtains, Mantles, 
Silks, and divers other Goods, to the valve of 50 pounds, which Goods, ac- 
cording to what in Court was ſworn by the Evidence, were found in the 
cuſtody of the Priſoners at a Bakers houſe near Newgate, to which the for- 
mer Sith pleadcd that he had beer tryed and burnt in the hand the laſt 
Scllions for the ſutd Robbery; but it appearing, that although he was burnt 
in the hand for ſtealing a Parliament Robe from the ſaid Earl, yet this 
Robbery was committed fince, fo that his allegation rather augmented than 
extenuated the Crime, and the latter not being able to give any account 
of his Life and Converſation, they were both found guilty, 


gr Piſer was tryed for killing Suſaz Roberts, by running over her 
with the hinder wheel of his Coach at the turning of Rxſfel Street, on the 
tenth of Septenbey ; but it oppearing that he did 1t not wilful, for that he 
gave the Children warning to ſtand up, and a Coach crofling him, that he 
could not keep further from the wall, and that as ſoon as he heard the peo- 
ple cry out, he alighted, and run back his Coach 3 upon direQons received 
trom the Court, he was found guilty of Man-ſlaughter only. 


William Williams was tryed upon three Inditments 3 firſt, for raviſbing 
Sibila May, a woman of about eighty years old 3 ſecondly, for robbing her, 
in taking a Ring from her perſon; and thirdly, for robbing her houſe : up- 
on the two latter Inditments, the proof being plain, he was found guilty, 
but upon the former acquitted, the party raviſhed not being able to ay

Chriſtopher Moor was tryed for breaking open the Houſe of William 
Reeves, in the Pariſh of St. Clement Dares , and ſtealing thence divers 
Suits of Cloaths, to the value of 20 pounds ; which faQthe confeſt betore the 
Juſtice, upon his commitment, and not upon his Tryal being able to deny 
it, by Lie he had one of the Suits upon his back, the Jury found him 
guilty of the Felony and, Robbery. 


Peter Crown was tryed for Killing John Hilton upon Tower- Hill, on the 
tenth of September laſtz the which upon Evidence appeared thus, viz. the

© Bernard Diſon was tryed for High-Treaſon, for clipping divers Half- 
Crowns, Shillings and Six- pences, of the Lawful Coin of this Realm ; the 
Evidence againſt him was, That he living with an Oy/-Maz in Watling- 
frreet, had obſerved to have Shears, -and other Inſtruments not perti- 
nent to his buſineſs 3 but above all, the Maid of the houſe ſearching for old 
rs ane theStairs in theCellar,found a bag withClippings in it,and there- 
with acquainted her other fellow-Servant, who told his Maſter, and upon

When there, beſides ſeveral Anſwers and Confeflions he made to the Sheriffs Offi- 
cers and others, he deſired the Afﬀiſtance of a Miniſter ; one being ſent for, asked 
him ſeveral Queſtions, viz. If he had Repented him, of his Sins? What Hopes he 
had of a future State?? and what Religicn he died of ? To which he anſwered very 
readily and properly ; and as to his Religion, That he __ he was a true Catho- 
lick of the Church of England, a Proteſtant Catholick, or ſuch like Words. 

The Miniſter again ask'd, If he had confeſs'd all the Outrages that he had done? 
for that without Confeſſion and Repentance, there was no Remiſlion to be _ 
ed ; that he would do well to disburthen his Conſcience, whether he did kill the 
Man, &c. To all which he anſwer'd, That he was in the Company when he was 
kill'd ; That they were Four in all which had at that time been ſeyeral bours upon 
the Road, Two of which were ſince taken and mags ; That the Man who killd 
him, viz. one William Hancacke, is yet alive, and, as he ſuppoſed,in Warwick Gaol ; 
That the Conftable, or he that was killd, come up, and rook hold of Harcocks 
Bridle, who then diſcharged a Piſtol, and kild him ; That he himſelf was very

That he had once Hopes the King would have been fo mercitul to have granted 
his Pardon ; That he had offended God in one thing, in ſpeaking of two or three, 
by reaſon he would fain have ſaved his Lite, tho in truth he knew nothing of that 
kind againſtany man,or was any ways Guilty more than putting off ſome Filings or 
Clippings that were melted down, which he conceived the Law did not reach to

retty good Parents himſelf, none of his Family having any Spot amongſt them ;

hut even in this Lite we reap the Harveſt we Sow, 
and the Meaſurcs we meeted unto others, are returned 
upon our ſelves. An inftance of this fatal Truth, the 
Death of Sir Thomas Armſtrong doth ſufhciently verity. 
Nor certzinly could any Perſon that in like manner ever 
ſuffered the ſentence of the Law, leſs Murmur or Re- 
pine ar the Juſtice of the Almighty therein, then himſelf. 
The Bloody Extravagancics of whole Lite, and Debau- 
cherics, of whoſe Principles and Practicies having fo 
much deſerved the ſame; and which have been ſo No- 
rorious to all the World, "hat all good Men long fince 
rejeted him, and none bur ſach who intended to make 
uſcofhim,as the Mountebank of his Poyſon,would admit 
him their Sociery. And this amongſt others might have 
been one reaſon that made him eſpouſe thoſe Parties 
and Deſigns thar brought him to this untimely End. 
But as he is gone to another Tribunal to anſwer thoſe 
Crimes he hath been here Guilty of, I ſhall not again 
Arraignhim : my preſent purpole is only to acquaintyou 
ofhis Behaviour ſince his Apprehenſionand Confinement; 
and this ſome Men perhaps may expect to be according 
rothe rules of his former Life and Converſation in a Ro- 
mantick Bravery, as if he intended to outvie the great 
Conqueror of Mankind, and meet him with an unap- 
palled Courage.

"The Priſoner had very lictls to fay for himſelf, only that he was in Drink : think- 
ing by one, to Excuſe another Crime ; and that the Words that had paſſed berween 
them, had provoked him into an Extraordinary Paſlion: in the Heat whereof, he 
had rathly perpetrated a Crime for which he was extreemly forry: and for which 
he was not only ready to beg Pardon of God Almighty, but of the Relations of the 
Gentleman he had Slain. But this was not looked on as any thing of a Defence, 
but rather an aggravation of the Fa&t. So that the Petty Jury without ſtiring trom 
the Bar, brought him in Guilry of the Indiftnent and Murder. aforeſaid ; whereupon 
he immediately received his Sentence: anda Rule was forthwith Ifſued forth for his 
Exccution on Friday the firſt Day of Auguſt next - enſuing, at the publick Market-Crof 

in the City of Nourwzch. In expetarion of which Sentence, he was remanded back to 
| Gaol, where ht now Edfitinues. Whence it may be obſerved 'as a Warning to others 
how fall into the like Crimes : how juſtly. the Judgment of God purſacs the 
Criminal : and- more eſpecially for thoſe Crimes which"are Committed upon his own - 
Day, Which he hath fer apart for himſelf, and for-.his Worſhip. Under a due con- 
ſideration whereof, it is hoped the Priſoner will conſider. his Condition, and prepare 
for. the Sentence againſt him. Eſq ir2 Beddingfield, was a Gentteman of great Worth 
and Loyalty, and well beloved by all the Gentlemen : it being atreſted in his behalt 
divers Perſous of great Eminency- ugon the Tryal, that he was free from the Vices 
of the Age, «nd never given to Quarre!s or Contentions-; inſomuch that he is extreem- 
ly Lamented by all the County, and none bur acquieſſe in the Sentence as juſt upon the 
Priſoner : tho he be likewiſe one ot a very Goo Family, being the ſecond Son of an 
Andtient Baronet in that Country, and a Perſon of known Worth, Loyalty and Integri- 

But the beſt of Men may oiten meet with unhappineſs in their Relations Grace, 
Cidom running in the Veins of Generation: whence this may likewiſe be as a caveat 
to others how - Hu bring Grief on thegrey Hairs of their Parents,and put all Men uponre- 
membringand ferving their Creator in the days of their Youth, beforethe Evil days come, 
and the Years draw on wherein there is ne Pleaſure: to haſten which days upon our ſelves 
is doubly a Sin : and that Perſon who is guilty thereof, eſpecially Crime of 
Murder may be looked on not onlyas Murderer of another but of himſelf, and at one 
ſtroke hazards his own Soul and Body at the expence of anothers Blood.. From which 
Crime may the Grace of God be 1o prevalent upon us that we may nat fall therein; 
nor t the beſt of us be ſecure ſince, if we give way to our Paſſions and leave the con- 
dud of Gods Grace and Spirit, the Devil takes Advantage : and having the Rule and 
Sway over us, many times leads us into the paths of Deltruction ; and then leaves us 
Miſcrably to expett his juſt Judgment upon us, and the Terro:s of an evil Conſcience * 
to Rack and Torment the Criminal.

of Salvation, .and that St. Peter being once appointed Head of the Church, the 
Pope as his Succeſſor, derived. this Power from him, and that all: Eccleſiaſtical 
dignities muſt of neceflity hold of him and the Biſhops &c. ovght to be of his 
Conftituting, Infinuating how Gregory the Great, had the whole Power of Eccle- 
Gaſtical Aﬀaires in his hands, and that Chriſtian Princes .intermedled not therein, 
when the ſent St. Awouſtine and his Monks into this Nation, who Eſtabliſhed the 
Komiſh Religion, and labjected the Eccleſiaſticks to the Sea of Rome, 1n fine, it al- 
together apprared to jultite the Romiſh Religion, and plead for the Popes Supre- 
macy, magnifying the Pontifical Prelaces, and juſtifying them in their Uſurparion, 
and LRmua. 3p Mhy 

To this the Prifoners Council made reply, that he hoped what had been pro- 
ved, would not extend to make his Client guilty of publiſhing the Books(which 
he could not deny were ill and not juſtifiable) for as much as it did not ap- 
pear, he had expoſed any of them to ſail, ro which it was replied, that he 
had confeſſed he had Printed them, and it could not be Imagined he deſigned 
ther for waſt Paper, or to diſpoſe of to: any other end, than to diſperſe them, 
or that they might be diſperſed, and that ſuch things were of ill conlequence, 
nor had this been the firſt Libel the Priſoner had Printed, as had appeared up- 
on Evidence, when little or no other defence being made, -the Right Honoura- 
| ble the Lord Chief Juſtice, gave the Charge, fully ſumming up the Evidence, 
and minding them eſpecially, of what the Priſoner had voluntarily confeſſed , 
| laying open the dangerous effets ſuch Libells might produce ; declaring, thar 
upon the Evident proof they had before them, and the confeſſion of the Pri- 
ſbner which had been ſworn, they could no leſs then find him Guilty, where- 
upon laying their Heads together, without going from the Bar, they gave in 
their Verdict, that Nathaniel Thomſon was Guilty of the Treſpais, &c. And con- 
tinued in order, to receive the Judgmeat of the Court.

As the Priſoners paſſed through Rumſey, Wincheſter, Farn- 
ham, and Guilford, one would admire to ſee the very great 
n:.mbers of the Militia, with the Deputy Letutenants, and 
Gentlemen of thoſe parts, that were rcady to guard them, 
and take off the Fatigue of ſuch as were on the march. 

Within doors none butCommuſſion Officers were trult- 
ed to watch by them, and beſides thoſe, the Lord Lumley 
and Sir William Portman took their turns to watch in Per- 
ſon . nighc and day, from the time of the taking of the -14 
late Dt ke, until they had delivered him fafe at Whitera, 
from whence he was conveyed to the Tower.

Gen- 
tlemen, [ find here are a = many Auditors, who are very intent, as if 
they expetted ſome formal or prepared Speech, but aſſure your ſelves, we 
came not to make neither ſet Speeches z nor formal Declamations, nor to follow 
a couple of puffing Trumpeters z for, Lord, we have ſeen thoſe things Twenty 
times before : No, we come to do the King's buſineſs ; a King who 1s ſo Gracious 
as to ule all the means poſhble to diſcover the Diſorders of the Nation, and to 
ſearch out thoſe who, indeed, are the very Peſt of the Kingdom: To this end, 
and for this purpoſe are we come to this City. But I find a ſpecial Commiſſion 
is an unuſual thing here, and reliſhes very ill z nay, the very Women ſtorm at ir, 
for fear we ſhould take the upper hand of them too ; for by the by, Gentlemen, 
I hear it is much in faſhion in this City for the Women to govern and 
bear ſway.

Who was Tryed at. the King's- Bench-Bar, 
Weftminſter ; For High Miſdemeanour: And 
found Guilty of Writing and Publiſhing 
Two Seditious and Scandalous LIBELS 
againſt the Government, on AMonday the 21th. 
of June. 1686. 


Amuel Johnſon having been Arraigned, upon an Information, for high 
Miſdemenours, in Writing, Printing, and Publiſhing two Scandalous 
and Seditious Livels, &c. And thereto pleading Not Guilty ; was, 
by a Rule of Court, brought again to the Court of Xing*s-Bench, 
Meltmi:ſter ; on Monday, Fune the 21th. in Order to take his Tryal : 

When as a Fury of Knights and Gentlemen, of the County of Surry, being 
Sworn the Information was read ; the Subſtance of which was, That he, 
the Priſoner, hx, in the Partth of St. George's Sruthw mh, on the 25th. of May, 
In the 5%00d Year offhiis Wajeftres Rep, 417... fy and” Ay Pub- 
iuhed two Pernicious, Scandalous, and Sedirtouus Livels, to raiwe and itir u 
Sedition and Rebellion 1n his Majeſties Liege-SutyeRts, &c. * The title of One 
being, A Tumble and Hearty Addreſs to all the I'roteſtants 11: the Preſent Army, 
And the Other, Viz. The Opinion is this, That Reſiſtance may be uſed, i» caſe car 
Religion aud Rights ſhould be Invaded. Both of which were therein ſpecified 
at large ; tending to withdraw them from their Duty and Allegiance, and to 
excitc and ſtir up the Souldiers, &c. to Mutiny and Rebellion, &c. Atter this, 
rhe Information was, by the King's Council, opened to the Fury, as to the 
Nature and Circumitances, together with the evil Conſequences that might 
attend ſuci boid and dangerous Attempts: whicn being rcndred largely and ex- 
atly as to the Particulars mentioned in the faid Information, wherewith the 
Priſoner was Charge1, they proceeded to call their Witneſſes to prove the Fact. 

And Firſt, Mr. Belamy, at the 7hree Bruſhes in Southwark, being Sworn, 
gave Evidence, That coming acquainted, ſometime ſince, with the Priſoner ; 
and about a Fortnight before Whitſuytide laſt, diſcourſing wuhhim, the ſecond 
of theſe Libels was mentioned ; and ſoon aiter, he {cat him a Box wirh ſome 
Rhceams of them in it, to be diſperyd ; and gave him notice, that he had a ſe- 
cond Papcr in the Preſs ; and withal, a Caution not to Publiſh thoſe he had 
{ent betorc, till te hal received that;whvich proved to be the former Libel before 
mentioped. And further, That about ſix or cight Months before that, the Pri- 
ſ-ner had ſent him other Libels to diſperſe ; and being ſhewed the Libels men- 
tioned 1n the Information, he depoſed they were the ſame that had been ſent 
him. His Man likewiſe gave Evidence, That he had received a Box nailed up, 
but could give no Account of what was 1n it, as to Particulars. 

Ana Whitny, ſometimes Servant to the, Priſoner, being Sworn, gave Evi- 
dence, That by her Ma" -'s or Miſtriſs's Direction, ſhe was not certain which, 


ſhe 


{he took.3T orter, an! cauſed him to carry a Box, wherein one of the Libels men- 
tioned { //7z. the ſecond ) was incloſed to Mr. Belamy ; and that ihe had, by the 
like Order, carried other Papers looſe, ſome of which were the Addreſs, &c. 
And being asked by the Priſoner, how ſhe icnew that ; her reply was, That ſhe 
knew it, inſomuch that {he had read the Title, and very well remembred it. 
The Porter that carried th2 Box gave Ev dence that the Maid had hired him 
to carry a Box to the Three Bruſhes, and that ſhe went with him, and paid 
him according to Agreement, and that he took it up in Spirrle-felds. After 
this, The. Metlſenger, who ſearched the Priſoners Lodging with the Right 
Honourable the Earl of S»»derland's Warrant, being Sworn, gave Evidence, 
That he found a Paper in Writing upon a Table or Shelf, which appeared in 
Court to be part of :1e Copy, or the ſame with the Paper, Intituled the Opini- 
on, &c. He Sweart1i,z upon Sight thereof, that it was the ſame he found in 
the Priſoners'Lodging : -Fhen was the Book of the Veſtry, or Pariſh Afﬀairs 


of St. Pauls Covent-garden produced, wherein the Priſoner ſometimes paſt had 


given an Acquittance for Money received as an Aſſiſtant Curate, &c. which 
being compared with the Paper, ſeemed not to differ in the Hand ; but no 
other Evidence appeared in that Caſe, then that the Book had been always 
kept in the Veſtry, and for the moſt part under Lock and Key ; and it being 
put to the Priſoner, he did not greatly deny it ; when for a further Confirms- 
tion, John Darby a Printer, and his Wife were Sworn, The former Depoſing, 
that he had Printed a Book for the Priſoner from the Manuſcript, and that 
Hand was very like that of the Libel produced in Court, but he had never 
ſeen him Write, and therefore could not be poſitive, that that Manufeript 
was his own and; as for his Wife, her Evidence was, that the Priſoner pay- 
ing her ſome Money, ſhe had given him an Acquittance, but that, as ſhe con- 
ceived, he wrote all but her Name, for going up Stairs, he ſoon returned with 
an Acquittance, which ſhe Subſcribed. One Mrs. Caleford and her Husband, 
who appeared to be concerned in the management of the Libels,were called ; but 
the former only appeared and an Information, being Exhibited againſt her, ſhe 
pleaded Neil T his being. w-1. materially was given in Evidence for the 
King, tiie riloner had leave io make his Defence ; wks after tome Diſcourſe, 
-2t pertinent to the matter alledged ; that he had been connned, and had not 

14 opportunity to prepare for his defence, as not having leave to go to his 
Council; to which the Court replied, that he had leave upon the Motion-made 
en iis behalf, to ſend for Council, and that they ought not to be refuſed com- 
ing to him : Then he urged leveral other frivolous matters ; which being over- 
ruled by the Court, he proceeded to intimate, that he hoped, that ſeeing he 
was Indicted for a Seditious and Scandalous Libel,&c. the Fury would conſider 
whether thoſe Papers they had heard read, were ſo or no, but was told, that 
the Jury ought to conſider it only as to the matter of Fact,whether he was Guil- 
ty of Writing or Publiſhing them,&c. and that the reſt lay in the breaſt of rite 
Court to conſider : Thereupon he urged, that though they might be ſent, 
yet it was no publication as it was layed in the Indictment, becauſe the Box 
was Nailed. But being tully anſwered in that point,and looſe Papers appearing 
Itkewile to be ſent, the Council for the King ſummed up their Evidence to the 
Fury, none appearing on the behalf of the Priſoner, After which the Court gave 
the Charge, putting the Priſoner, as well as the Jury, in Mind of the great 
MM: chick that ſuch Libels might occaſion : And minded him likewiſe, that it 
was within a ſmall matter ot- High Treaſon, and right have been raiſed to 
that degree, were not the Laws, and thoſe who maraged them tender of 
Lite, Gc. After the Charge was given, the Jury withdrew , and feturning 
within a quarter of an hour, brought in the Priſoner Guilty of the high Miſde- 
meanour. |

Evidence of 7 homas I nfthouſe, and his Witc, and a 
Third Perſon, That the Woman was found By- 
ried in ker Cloaths.in tae C/efſe by the Pord-jide, 
agreeable ro the Priſoner's Confeiſtion, and thag 
ſhe had ſeveral Bruiles on her Head, occaſioned 
by the Blows the Marderer had given her to keep 
hcr under Water : and upon Reading the Priſo- 
ner's Confeſhon before the Lord Mayor of York f 
atteſted by the Clerk, who wrote the Confeſſion , 
and who ſwore the Priloncr's owning and ſigning 
it for Truth, he was found Guilty , and Senren- 
ced to death, and afrerwards ordered to be hang'd 
in Chains. .

go down Stairs, and warm half of it for him , which ſhe did, 
and in the mean time he might put the Mercry into the remain- 
ing half which was left alone, wlich ſhe drank, when the came 
up Stairs again ; upon which ſhe immediarly fell very fick, and 
vomited, and died within three or four days afterwards; ſhe 
taxed her Husband with it preſently, and told him, that he had 
poyſoned her ; upon which he replied , That he knew nothing 
of it ; but withal , would not drink any of it bimfelf. The 
Chyrurgion , who difle&te& her, gave his Opinion , and ſaid, 
That the Liver was diſcoloured, and the Stomach expoliated, 
and very black in four or five places ; which diſcolouration muſt 
be effeCted by ſome Corrofive Matter thrown into the Stomach, 
and muſt proceed from Poyſon.

Barber, Jon Pitfozd, William Jones and 
John Andzews , were all four tried for robbing one 
Mr. Nicholas Salt cy of Sroak in Buckinghamſhire. On the 5th of July 
Inſtant the Houle was broke open, and the Goods taken away 
was 7 Gold Rings v-lue 56 z. a Scarf with a Gold Fringe value 
187. one Silver Tankird val.s /. a Silver Salt val. 5 {. two Gold 
Watches valuz? i5 { four Spoons val. 4o s. two Silk Petticoars 
fringed value 77. a Stript Silk Gown val. 7. a Tabby Mantua 
Gown val. 817. two Flower'd Waſtcoats val. 67. a Silk Perticoat 
val. 5 /. and ſome other Goods , beſides 39 s. 6 d. in Money. 
The Evidence was Mr Salter, and others, who declared that his 
.Houſe was broke open by the Priſoners; and purſuing them the 
ſame morning within five hours after the Robbery was commit- 
ted, they were all raken in M:daleſ-ox. Barber was taken in 
St. James's Park, the other three in Piccadilly, with the Goods in 
their Cuſtody, every one having ſomewhat in his cuſtody that 
Mr. Sa/*:r owned to be his Goods; particularly the Fringed 
Scarf was found in Barber's Breeches, and ſome Piſtols were 
found upon the reſt, which-Mr. Sa{tcr's Servants ſwore were 
taken out of the Houſe , and the Houſe was broke open ; all 
which was very plainly and direQ!y evidenced. 

The Priſoners being asked what rhey could Gay in their de- 
fence ; Barber ſaid chat he found the things he had upon the 
Road; but could not prove it, only alledged rhat he was at Wick- 
ham that night, but could not prove it. The other three denied 

-the £&; ſcying that they had nothing to ſay, nor no Evidence 
to call on thzir ſides ; So the Court direied the Jury, and told 
them, That if a Burglary b: commirted in one County, and the 
Goods brought by them into another County, and found upon 
them, it ſhall be accounred Felony in ſuch Offenders. So they 
were all found guilty of Felony. 


Sir Richard Paniell, Baroner, was indifted and tried 
for the Murther of William Pickerim: on the firſt day of February 
laſt. The Matter of Fa& appeared upon Evidence thus: Mr. P:&+ 
tering being an Apothecary, ther: was ſome Monies due to him 
from Sir Richard Manſell; and in order to be ſarisfied, and to 
come to an amic ble Account, they agreed to meer at _—_ 
Coffee-houſe in Fuirr's Rents, where being mer, they did not 
long continue, but for more privacy went dewn into Gray:- Inx 
Walks; and being in the High-walk, they could not accommo- 
date the matter a!rtho!:gh Sir Richard offer'd Mr. Pickering to 
give him ſecuriry by his Bond to pay him in a reaſonable time, 
as ſoon as his Rerurns came out of the Countrey ; yer Mr. Ficke- 
ring would not be contented; but would have his Money pre- 
ſzntly, and b-gan to be angry, and to reply upon Sir Richard af- 
ter a morole munner, giving him very Scurrilous Language, 
which was altogether unfit to give to a Perfon of Quality, 
which provoked Sir R::hard to draw his Sword upon him, upon 
which Mr Pickering witkdrew himſelf from Sir R:chard, and 
Sir Rickard followed him ; which Mr. NN perceiving, he 
(to prevent the danger that mighr come upon him ) leapt over 
the Wall dowa into the Lower Walks, and broke his Leg thorr 
oF; Sir Richard followed him,bur did him no other hurt;upon this 
Mr. Pickering was removed to his place of Abode, and there he 
RE of the ſaid Wound till the 1 3th of February, and then 
died. The Surgeons gave their Opinions that the Wound was 
the occaſion of his death, &c. Sir Richard being asked what he

the Houſe ore, that was accounted an ill Woman. She 
was acquitred. - 


Clizabeth Smith, 2 poor Woman , was tryed for ſteal- 
ing a Nag, price 81. out of a Field at F:/bam, the Goods of 
William Lewer, which Horſe was found in the Cuſtody of the 
Priſoner in Pic-ad:{ly ; She could give no account how the came 
by the Horfe, only ſaid , That a Man give her the Horſe, 
bur ſhe could not produce him ; She was found guilty of Fe- 
lony. 


Elizabeth Ingham and Pary Cllis, were both tri- 
ed for breaking th: Houte of the Right Honourable Feb 
Lord Lovelace, on the i 37h Inſtant. and taking away ſeveral 
Pewter-plates, a Fire-ſhovel and Tongues, and other Goods : 
The Watchmen found igbam in the Houle berween Twelve 
and One a Clock in the Night; ſhe got in at the hole where 
the Coles were wont to be ſhot down in the Ceil:r, but none 
ſwore that it was broke open by the Priſoner; and Ingham had 
been a Servant to the Lord Lovelace formerly ; and ſhe told the 
Watchman, that ſhe had took it'for her Devr. She aid upon 
her Tryal; That the hole was open , and ſhe went in thereat ; 
there was no Evidence againſt Ell, fo ſhe was acquitted, bur 
Irgham was found guilry of Felony, to the value of 10g.

Elinor Dykes alias Freeman, . was tried for Robbing

ſelves into the Houſe, and took Thirteen Guineas more ; bur 
Newman could not ſwear poſitively , that the Piifoner was con- 
cerned with them; and he denied it, and ſaid char he aw 
Newman buy T wenty one Ounces of Clippings of one Townky, 
and thereupon the ſaid Newman's Houſe wes ſearcher Ir did nox 
appear that the Priſoner had any hand 'n the Rubbery. He was 
acquitted. 

John Jackſon was indited for ſtealing from one walter 
Riagail ( on the 12h of June laſt) 6 Pewter-platcs , value 4 5. 
a Pewter-diſh, value 2 5. The Priſoner was patliag through 
Mr. R:4all's Houſe being the Deg-Tavern in Drury-Lare , and 
the Skull-ry-door ſtanding open, he took rhe Goods, which he 
confeſt, being ſtopt with the Plates in his Cuſtody ; he was 
found guilry.

ſeveral Papers, which Mr. S:ephenr preſently marked ; and the 
Libel was in his Pocket likewiſe; one of the Pa 
an Alphabet of Letters, dire&ing a Founder how and what Let- 
ters to make ; other ys contained Queries in Law,how far a 
man might a& in the diſperſing of Unlicens'd Papers and Books, 
withonr coming under the cenſure of a Criminal ; There was

another Paper, mentioning how he could any Perſon to 
any private Pamphlet, in Writing , and , &c. he 


denied to tell his Name to Mr. Stephens, offering him Monies ; 
as alſo to Mr. Recorder at firſt : he could give no account where 
he had the Book , therefore in Law he was the Author of it ; 
he was heard to ſay, That he intended to ſer up a Prefs, which 
he ſaid he did not intend to uſe to any ill end, nor to afffont 
ehe Governmenr. 

William Smith, alias Franklin, alias Babbington, 
and Blarch @mith his Wife , were tried for ſtealing from 
Samuel Morris (-on the 27th day of June) 5 Ells of Holland va- 
lue 42 5. and a Holland Sheer, &'c. The Priſoners came to 
Mr. Morris's Houſe to drink, and took their opportunity to con- 
vey the Goods away ; the Woman went away firſt with the 
Goods, and the Man was going afterwards, but was ſtopt by 
Mr Morris ; he was found guilty of Felony ; bur ſhe being his 
Wife, what ſhe did was in obedience to her Husband. So the 
Law acquitred her. 


Alice Smth and Elizabeth Dmith were arraigned upon 
two Indictments ; the firſt for ſtealing two Holland Smocks 
vilue 5 5- three other Smocks val. 9 s. and ſome other Linnen, 
from Ann Hunt, Widow. The ſecond for robbing Henry Wat- 
ſo of divers Goods of value ; to both which Indi rs they 
pleaded guilty. 

Elinoz Roath was tried for robbing one Samuel Stringer 
of eleven Guineas , two Half Guineas, one Twenty Shilling 
Pi2ce of Broad Gold , and 40 7. in Money. The Evidence was

value of 1501. The Matter of Fa&t was thus ; Mr. Bernard be- 
ing on the i 5th of 7x1 laſt at Briſtol Fair, and leaving the ſaid 
Puplet at home , to look to his Aﬀairs here at London, and a 
younger Apprentice, in the interim of which time Margarez 
Sunmer was Mr. Bernard's Servant, and he was brought to be ac- 
quainted with Seward and Rowland, through, and by the means 
of one A4—— who was a man as bad as they ; they all went ro 
the Tavern, and cauſed the ſaid Prplet to drink himſelf into a 

ood humonr , and then Seward borrowed 5 7. of him vpon a 
orſe he prerended he had in Town , bur really he had none; 
then after this they all went with him ro Richmond to the Wells, 
and at that time he lent them more money ; after this, they 
finding him yielding to their Deſigns, they rold him thar they 
would hire a Calaſh, and that he ſhould ride in it with ewo 
Gentlemens Wives, whoſe Husbands were out of Town, to Ep- 
ſem Wells, and they would ride by to atrend him ; to effect rhis, 
they told him that they ſhould want money to pay for the Ca- 
L:ſh, and ro bny them fine Cloaths, and Perriwigs, which he lent 
them, and paſſed his word for ſome Perritvigs ro a Barber near 
Temple-Bar, where he left 3o 1. in a Bag which he left behind 
him ; which ſaid money Mr. Rowland took away, and rhe Epſom 
Journey was put by; this money they borrowed of him, and 
they encouraged him ſo to do, by telling him that Mr. Seaward 
was a Gentleman of a good Eſtate in Reverfion, in #7/ſbire, 
which was falſe, and that he would honeſtly pay him ; and as 
for Mr. Rowland, he was a Gentleman that had Threeſcore 
unds per anon, and receiv'd it by 15 7. a quarter, and then 
he would pay him whatever he lent him ; and that Seaward 
would ride to Salisbury in Wilts, and there (ell his Reverſion to 
repay Mr. Puplete what he had borrowed, but this was not per- 
formed : Then they come to the laſt ſhift, which was to perſwade 
Mr. Puplet to get all the money he could of his Maſter's, and 
with that to go into Flanders, and there he might get into pre- 
forment,and buy a Commiſſion. Mr. Peplerr being lo tricked our 
of ſo much money, and not knowing what to doto get it, and 
make up the Caſh againſt his Maſter's return from Br:/?o!, was 
perſuaded ro comply ; upon which he raiſed ſeveral Sums, ſome 
of which were in Guineas, the reſt in Silver, to the value of 
about 1600 1. in all, and with that he was ſhiprt off from Har- 
wich; this was the ſum of the Evidence againſt the Prifoners. 
They by their Counſel pleaded, that they never allured nor in- 
ticed Mr. Puplet, ' neither did they know the money was his Ma- 
ſter's ; and that he was as forward as they in the whole matter, 
which was declared upon oath by ſeveral Witnſles on their ſide ; 
that did them no kindneſs, for the Jury were pleated to conti- 
der the bad Conſequences of ſuch baſe Prattices as thele ; fo at- 
ter a long hearing, the ſaid Sraward and Rowland were found 
guilty of a Miſdemeanour, but the Maid, w4z.

refuge to comfort him in this his diſtreſs. Afrer ſeveral Prayers, he defied the 32d Pſalm 
might be ſong ; accordingly it was At my departure out of the Cart, he gave me a paper, 
written with his own hand and ſubſcribed Franev Newland, in which is very pathertical 
good Counſel to his Friends, and all other young Perſons : He detired me to publiſh it in 
priar, it began thus-- | : 

Tho 1 am come hither , publickly co dye, for a barbarous Murrher, I declare (as I 
hope for mercy from God) that Thad not my hand in this murther. Indeed 1 was an Eye 
witneſ,but knew nothing of the quarrel, nor was any way concerned in ir.Neither was any 
other perſons, except Fame: Philboy, and Daniel Taly. Notwithſtanding there were ſeveral 
ſ»ords drawn inthe Streer, no one injared the deceaſed, that I ſaw ; but on the contrary 
ſeveral would have parted them had they not been prevented by Taly, which was my only 


ies oorvowned alt <4 f "RE ade LASERS - : 
Notwithſtanding I publickly ſuffer death, no one wiſhes berter ro my Comm 4; 


I heartily forgive all who have injured me, as I hope all do me, whom I have injured, 
I wiſh all People, and eſpeciilly my Friends and Acquaintance, that my unfortunate End, 
may be a ſufficient means ro prevent them from any thing, which may in the leaſt cauſe 
them ro depend on others mercies. 

It is not for me now to inſiſt upon this, fince 1 am at peace with all the World. I ſhall 
ſay ſomething to detain all people from idle quarrelſome company, iwhich andoubredly is 
the inlet to all other miſchief, and misfortune, as by me plainly appears. I ſuffer (I hear- 
tily belizve) a moſt jaſt reward, for my paſt finful life and converſation. I not long fince 
thought my ſelf as far from this untimely end, as any of my acquaintance ; and therefore 
I hops, that ſince in this caſe I am able to ſay but very little, that the very Example it ſelf 
may deter them, from their fiafal wicked courles of living z which undonbredly will be 
a5 ſeverely punithe, if not in this World, in the next, rhey may ſhortly expe& it, which 
will be far worſe, unlels they unfeignedly repent, which can never be too ſoon, tho it 
may be too late ; for aflure your ſelves nothing can be half ſo great a Terror to a man, 
chat when leaving this World, to find himſelf alrogether unfit for another, and examining 
himſelf finds, that he groans under an immenſe burthen of fin 4 which he c:n no way ger 
rid of. The ill conſequence of which, I am not able to deſcribe, but muſt leave rhem 
further ro confider of ir- : 

Tho I blefs GoJ, that fince my diſmal ſentance, I have ſo much refleted on my paſt 
life, rogether with the good advice I had of feveral people, that that which I thought for- 
m=7ly moſt dear and pleaſant: ro me, is now ſo odions and unpleaſant; that were I now at 
my liberry and accidentally ſhould meer with any of my former acquaintance, I ſhould 
ceriinly think them allDrunk,werethey never ſoSober. And I pp ey/on the contrary, 
woul2 rhink me mad. Yet I amo well pleaſed and ſatisfied with this my misfortune, that 
r2ther than I would give my (elf over to my former courſe of life, where I to live, and 
on my death-bed to undergo the Agonies and Ter;or which fince my featance 1 have 
Cone, 1 would firſt chuſe to undergo the cruelleſt Death that can be afflicted.

A True Account of the Robbery and Murder of John Stockden 
in the Pariſh of St. Giles's Cripplegate, and of the Diſcovery of ihe \urderers, 
the Wife of Thomas Greenwood, who was near Neighbour to Mr. Stockden,

R. Stockden was Rob'd and Murder'd the 1 3th. day of Decemb, 1695, 
and therefore, before I give the Relation of it, I muſt tell my 
Reader, that he might have had a Publication ſoon after the bar» 
barous Fatt was committed, if I had not then been confin'd to 

| my Bed (in which I continued above a Month ) at the other 
end of the Town. And after I was by God's bleſſing brought home, I was 
rot in a condition for many Weeks to go abroad as formerly, nor to dil- 
patch any great buſineſs- Some of the Neighbours deſired that an Acconnt 
of it might be brought to me, to be made publick 3 but one of Mr. Stockdens 
near Relations did not conſent to it, ſo that the Talk of it was over long 
before | heard of it; and for this Reaſon I had wholly laid aſide the Publica- 
tions if two of the right reverend Biſhops and many others, had not oblig'd me 
to it, who being ſatisfied that the Matter of Fact is true, hoped by Gods Bleſ- 
ling 1t might havea good Influence upon the Minds of thole that peruſe it. 

However it comes late, yet the Perſons whoſe Names I have Occaſion to 
mention as witneſſes, are all alivez_and thoſe that will take the pains to ſpeak 
with them, may be further ſatisfied, they being very honeſt Perſons, 

That great Diſcoveries have been made by Dreams, none can doubt, 
who read the Life of Sir Henry Worton, our Engliſh Chronicles (particular- 
ly the Murder of Waters, and the Diſcovery of it by a Dream, recorded by 
Sir Richard Baker in his Chapter of Caſualties in the Reign of King James I,) 
and other Hiſtories: And I have converſed with many credible Perſons, who 
have foreſeen things in their ſleep, which have very exaCtly come to pals. 

On the 123th. of December before- mentioned, there came three Men to 
Mer. Stock«ens Houſe in- the Evening, and called for Drink, where they ſtay- 
ed till it was very late, pretending that they had appointed a Countryman 
to meet them there: Mr. Stockder, who was krown tobe a ſober Man, did of- 
ten deſire them to be gone, tho? they ſpent freely: But they ſtayed till Mid- 
night, 2nd as Mr. Srock4en ſat in a Chair, one of them cryed Come, which 
he, poor Man ! might think imported the welcome News of their Departure, 
but it proved to be a fatal Watch-ward to him, for they immediately ſeized 
' upon him, and upon Afary Footman his Kinſwoman and Houſe: keeper : They 

bound her and thruſt an Hankercheif into her Mouth, and held a Piſtol to 
her, with Threats to kill her, if ſhe made the leaſt Noiſe, At the ſame time 
two of them ſecured Mr. Stockden from crying out, by ſtrangling him with 

a Linnen Cloth; and becauſe he ſtrugled with them, they took a Piſtol from 

him that held the Woman, againſt bis Conſent, and track the Lock of it 

into his Forehead, of which he died : One of them immediately ran up into 

'the Chamber, to Tearch 

ble Quantity. They then fled, and had great Advantage to eſcape the Watch- 

men, knowing that is was but a little after that one of them had cried the 

Hour of the Night; which is a Cuſtom that gives no ſmall Advantage to 

Theeves, who are ſecure till the Clock ſtrikes. again, if they ſhun the Pla- 

ces where watchmen uſually ſtand, . which is no difficult Matter. 

A little after the Murder, there came a Woman into the ſtreet, and ſaid, 
that ſhe believed one A4aynard to be one of the Murderers, becauſe ſhe 
was informed that he was full of Money, both Silver ard Gold ; upon 
which there was a Warrant againſt him, but he could not be found : Soon 
after this, Mr. Stockden appeared to Elizabeth Greenwood in a dream, and (hews 
ed her a Houſe in Thames-ſtreee near the George, and told her, that one of 
the Murderers was there : She went the next Morning, and took one Aſary 
Buggas an honeſt Woman, who lives near her, to go with her to the Place, 
to which her Dream direfted; and asking for Maynard, was inform'd that 
he lodged there, but was gone abroad : But God did not ſuffer him to be 
ſafe in any Place; for after that, Mr. Stockden ſoon appeared again as formerly 
to Mrs. Greenwood, and then repreſenting. Maynards Face, with a flat Mole 
on the ſide of his Noſe, (whom ſhe had never ſeen) ſignified to her, that a 
Wyar-drawer muſt take him, and that he ſhould be carried: to \'emgate in 
a Coach. Upon enquiry they found one of that Trade who was his great Inti- 
mate (for which reaſon I forbear his Name) and *twas believed he would 
take him for a Reward : Mrs. Foorman made an Agreement with him, and 
engag'd to give him Ten Pounds, upon which he undertogk and eftectcd it - He 
ſent to Maynard to meet him, upon extraordinary Buſineſs, at a publick 
Houſe near Hockley in the Hole, were he played with him, till a Com 
ſtable came, who apprehended and carried him before a Magiſtrate, who 
-ommitted him- to Newgate, and he was carried thither in a Coach.

| he was informed, That Mrs. Mary Stout, the Mother of the deceaſed, profecuted rhe 

ſaid Writ, that ſhe ſent the fame to him; and that the Infant, the Appellant, was a 
perfe& Stranger to him, when he delivered it into his hands : Butthen, toextenuate 
the matter on his own behalf, the Reaſons he alledges in his Examination for ſuch his 
delivery, are, That the Appellant came with the Mather, Unele, Aunt, and one 
Mr. Wodford, an old Acquaintance of his, for the Writ ; and that Mr. Wodford in- 
formed kim of the Reality of the Appellant, and his Relations ; and delivered him 
a Note under the Hand of William Cowper, oY RY the fame, Thar the In- 
fant was the Plaintiff in the Appeal ; that one of the Women was his Motizer,” and 
that the other Man and Woman his Uncle and Aunt ; which, together with the 
ready Anſwers they gave to ſuch Queſtions as Mr. Toller asked them, induccd him to 
believe chem to be the real Parties ; as in his Examination he ſets forth. 

' Mr. Toller ſays further, That on the 26th of the ſame Month of April, he deſired 
the Infant, his Mother, Uncle and Aunt, to deliver him back che Writ ; but they 
declared, That the Infant with advice had burnt the ſame. 

Mr. Toller, in his Examination, gives this account, Thacſome ſhort time before his 
Receipt of the Writ, he received a Leiter from Mr. 7ili:am Cowper, to know whe- 
ther any Writ of Appeal was come to his hands, againſt Mr. Spencer Cowper : To 
which he anſwer'd, we was none: That ſome ſhort time after ſuch Writ was come 
to his hands, he received another Letter from Mr. William Cowper, to the ſame cffeR 
of the former: To which Mr. To/ler anſwered, There was; and ſent him the Con- 
rents of the ſaid Wric. That after ſuch Writ came to his hands, Mr. Spencer Cowper 
ſent him a Letter, ro know whether he had received any Writ againſt him: To ' 
which Mr. To/ler info. med him, He had. So that by Mr. Toller's own Examination, 
a peif:t Correſpondence is owned; and an Intelligence from time to time, and 
fron one party to another, is given. HDY 

That upon the laſt day of the ſame Term, Mr. Toller's Examination was Reported 
to the Court of King's Bench z who, upon the hearing the ſame, were of opinion, 
That he was guilty of an high Miſdemeanour, and was in Contempt of that Court ; 
and thereupon was committed to the Marſbalſea, and fined 200 Marks, 

That Mrs. Stet having received no farisfaftion for the Blood of her Daughter, by 
the Under-Sheriff's being ſo fined, did pnoon the now Lord Keeper for a,New 
Writ ;z the time being clapſed then for the Suing out of another of Courſe; at which 
time alſo, there was a croſs Petition preferr'd in the Infant's Name, praying, That 
no new Writ of Appeal ſhould ac Sued out in his Name. And the SubjeRt Matter 
of both Petitions being debated before the now Lord Keeper, the Maſter of the 
Rolls, the late Lord Chief Juſtice Treby, the Lord Chief Baron Ward, and Mr. Ju"/..e 
Pow! z upon ſuch Debate, it not then appearing by any politive P:oof, that che .,+ 

ll:es in the Writ, nor any of them, were privy tc the DeſtruQion of the Writ: 
t was therefore thought hardly Reaſonable, that a New Writ ſhouli! be granicd 
which was a great Cauſe of Mrs. Stours Petition being rejcacd.

Caſe a ſuitable Remedy might have been found : As, ſuppoling the Writ of Appeal 
had been' accidentally burnt when in the Sheriff's Cuſtody, as it rezily was, when 
it was out, in reſpe& to have a Diſcovery of ſruth, the Court, which firſt gave 
the Writ (ſhe was adviſcd by Counſel learncd in the Law) Cuuid ſupply the 
. loſs of it. 

Had ſhe imagined, that all the Appellees would have fo much as inſtanced their 
total Ignorance? as to the Deſtruction of the Writ, ſhe could have much better 
prepared her ſelf to have given them an Anſwer—$he could have fet forth how 
the Infant, his Mother, ard the Appellees Atorney, went in a Coach with Four 
Horſes, ro the Under-Sheriff at Hertford, and there took the Writ of Appeal from 
him, and from thence brought it to London : She could have informed the Court of 
2 more particular Intelligence, lately confirmed, concerning the Deſtruction of the 
Writ, by whoſe Order, and at whoſe Chamber, the ſame was burnt : Which mat- 
ters, if yet Exatnined, will ſufficiently Evince, whether the Appellecs, or ſome one 
of them, were privy or not to the Deſtruion of the Writ. 

There was an ObjeRion againſt Mrs. Stowr's Petition, That the Writ of App 
was never well Sued out, (the Infant nor his Mother, not knowing of the ſame. tl ; - 
afierwards.) But to that, beſides the Proofs Mrs. Stout could have given to the con» 
crary, ſhe was and is ſtill adviſed, That her being duly admitted Guardian, by the 
free Conſent of the Infant, (tho' ſubſequent in time to the Suing out of the Writ) - 
the ſame in Law is very Autherrick, and makes the ſame well ſued our. And it is 
preſumed, that no Perfon will ſay, That the Lord Keeper, ard the other Judges did 
all agree to the contrary, upon debate of the Matters before them. 

It was mightily inſiſted upon by the Counſel for the Appellees, at the hearing of 
both Pericions, as if Mrs. Stout ſhould cauſe her felf ro be admitted Guardian to the 
Infant, only to prote& her Eſtate from the Inf2nt, and that wichout the privity of 
the Infants Mother, or any of his Relations : Bur ( beſides the very Admittance ir 
ſelf, which is purely for Proſecuting the Appeal, and for nothing «iſe ) Mrs. Srour 
was always ready to diſcover the Title of her Eſtate; and never but declared, That 
the Infanc had no right thereto. And as to the Infant's Mother's not knowing of 
Mrs. Stout's Deſigns, 1t is very eaſily anſwered, for it.is not only Sworn, and the 
Aﬀdavits filed. in the Kings-Bench, That Mrs. Stout wrote to the Infart's Mother, 
what her Deſigns were : Bur alfo, a particular Account is in thoſe Afﬀidavits ſet 
forth, How willing the Infant's Mother was to ſend her Son to Mrs. Stout, Order- 
ing one of his Uncles to carry him to her, for Mrs. Stout to do with him as her 

s required ; and withal dire&ing ſuch Uncle to deliver her Son to Mrs. Stout, 
and to-none but her, and to do according to her DireQions. 

It hath commonly been Reported, as if the Profecution in this Appeal, hath beet 
purely Vexatious, Begun by a Budy of Quakers, and Eſpouſed by a FaQtion at Here= 
ford, againſt Mr. Cowper's Intereſt. But whoever the Fomenters, or Spreaders abroad 
of ſuch Reports are, they would do well to conſider, if it were their own Caſe, 
co have an only Child murthered, and her Kgputation rendered Infamous to Poſteri- 
cy, whether Nature and Duty would not oblige them to uſe all means to-make 2 
Diſcovery of the Cauſe thereof? And whether they would not think it hard, to have 
their own Endeavours refle&ted on, and their utmoſt Diligence accounted tro be the 
Cauſe of a Party ? 

It hath alſo been Reported, and perhapsby ſome of the Appellees may be objeRed, 
That the very Method, in the Proceſs of this Appeal, Hath Malicious, in © de- 
laying the Suing out of the Writ, until the time was almoſt Elapſed, rhereby ro 
keep the Appellees in an hneafie Suſpence.

HE Caſe, or rather Hiſtory of a Caſe, that happened in the County of Herr- 
ford , thought good to report here, tho' it happened in the Fourth Year 
of King Charles the Firſt, that the memory ofit may not be loſt, by Miſ- h 
carriage of my Pers, or otherwiſe.

The Coroner's laqneſt on view of the Body and Depoſlitions of 
Mary Norkott, Tohn Okeman, and Agnes his Wife, inclin'd to fiad Jeber Norker: Felon * 
de ſe: for they informed the Coroner and Jary that ſhe was found Dead in her Bed, the 
knife ſticking in the floor,and her Throat Cut. That the Night before ſhe went to Bed 
with her Child. 
Plantiff. In this appeal, her Husband being abſent, and thet no other Perſon after 
ſach time as ſhe was gone to Bed, came into the Houſe, the Examinants lying in the 
. outer Room, and they mult needs have ſeen or known, if any Stranger had come in ;— 
Whereupon the Jury gave up to the Coroner their VerdiCt, that ſhe was Felon de ſe; but 
afterwards upon rumor among the Neighbourhood, and their Obſervation of divers

Ther*tfore if ſhe did nor Murther her ſelf, they muſt be the Murtherers: To that end 
further Proof was made. 

Firſt, that ſhe lay in a compos'd manrer in kec Bed, the Bed-Clothes nothing at all 
diſtur>'d, and her Child by her in Bed. 

Secondly, Her Throat cut from Ear to Ear, and her Neck broken ; and if ſhe firſt

'alifo another fream of Elood on the Floor at the Beds feet, which Ponded alfo on the 
Floor to another great quantity, but no continuznce or communication ot Blood of 
cither of theſe two places, from one to the other, neither rpon the Bed ; fo that ſhe 
bled in two places ſeverally ; and it was depoſed, turning up the Matt of the Bed, there 
was Clotts of conjealed Blood in the ſtraw of the Matt underneath.

they were preſent, would mor: livelily ſet out the horrid Cruelty of thoſe unmerciful Men 
who run away with the Ship, aid left them in that milerabie and wretched Conci ion, 

This diftretſed Company b:ing thus 1:fe, withour any thing to eat, did remain fo from Sa- 
turday morning the 17:6 of September (i!l Thurſday evening the 22th, 

But tho' the Barbarity of cheir fellow Seamen Iztt them in (uch unſbeakable. Eiſtrels, yet it 
pleaſed God wonderfully to biting about Means for tl.e Prefervation/ ot a ſew &t them to be 
Wirnelfes of fo horrid a Villany; for there happened tocome two Boats to (He (aid Ifland,which 
theCaptain did hire with the P:omilſe of 5co Pieces of Eight to purſue his Ship, and was on 
Mun4ay the 19th within 4 or 5 Miles cf t er,but by a {udden Storm was forced athoar ,and both 
thole Boa's [taved to pieces, only himſelf with 5 Mzn in the Yaul e'caped that Ship-wrack, 
Bur it peated God non? 6! them 1-»{t their Lives, but all came by L:nd to a Creek or Cove, 
whither the Caprain with much coil and Cifhiculty got in the Yaul; the Number was now 
by theſe Archren-rs encreaſed to 42 Men, and no Boat or Velſel bur the Yaul, which could 
not carry in the Sea above Ejizte or Ten. The Atcheeners feem'd moſt atraid of the Natives,

w':iiit they were about it they were attack'd by 200 of the Natives, all arm'd with Swords,

Mr. Samuel! Nixon Chirurgeon, in his Letter to the Owners from Batavia, Nov. 27th, 16g?, 
writes thus : 
Do declare that I never ſaw in any of bis Maj«@y*s Ships, or any other where T bave ben, better 
Vittnals or Vittualling, nor never ſo mach care taken, nor kindneſs ſhewn, both toward Sor! an 
Body, as was by the Commander,both to well and fick; for thi" it pleaſed God to bleſs m with ſo braith- 
ful a Paſſage, that we never bad any Man lay dewn three days together, yet bath the Captain often 
circumvented me in ſending Broth or other freſh Proviſions to fick Men from bis own Tabie, and hath 
ſundry times ordered Fow's to be RilPd expreſly for them only, and hath alſs ſeveral timer :n 15e Forage 
rven.of bus Fowls to the whole Ships Company, and never kil'd a Hogg, but a great 514t war pin 
them ; and the ſame by bis Parſnivs, Carrots, Pumkins, &c. allowing for the ſize Men Wat.r prowe 
with Fruit, Sugar and Spice, ſuch as [ thought fit. Inſomuch that 1 am ready to grove Oath, 1 bave 
beard them ſay ſundry times, that they never ſaw (0 good Victuziling, mor a Commander ſo hind and 
careful of his Men. 

Aliſo be ſo busbanded the Brandy allowed for them that they had Drams always when we', and at the 
lurning oxt of the Watches. Ant the Ships Company drank all Beer until near the Soutbern Tropick, 
and to the Eaſtward of th: Cape, aud then Beer and Water to the wery laſt, giving the Seamen ſome- 
times flrong Beer.. As for Abuſes I never ſaw any or leſs ſtriking in any Ship where I bave been, the 
whole amounting to the puniſhment of four or five Perſont, and that for grea: Faults, as Thievery, SC, 


Mr. Abraham Parrott Chief-mate, in his Letter to the Owners, gives the ſame account of 
Vittualling and Prniſhments, &c. adding, That after the Seiſure of the Ship it was freely diſcourſt, 
Wilkam Griffech the Trampeter had taken pon bim to bave ſhot the Captain. 
And now to return, to give fome Account of the procedure of thoſe who ran away with 
the Ship, taken from Three who by force were with them the whole Voyage, and gavs Evi- 
dence upoh Oath; thereof,at theirTryal, wiz. Fobn Weſtby, Robert Amſden,and 1i!liam Saunders ;; 
the Captain only giving Evidence thact the Priſoners were aboard the Ship when it was run a- 
way witlal. 
After they had ſ:ifed the Ship, an! turned aſhoar the five Perſons before-mentioned , titey 
ſaiked about 5o 1 exgues to Sea from the Tlind, and then tarn'd awzy in the Long Boat Mr. = 
brabam Parro thee Chiet Mate.

This being done, they began to divide the Clothes and Moneys of thols whom they had fo 
l-fr and tun'd aſhoar, and ſome time after divided the Pieces of Eight belonging to the Own- 
ers, weighing to each'Man his Proportion by the Stillyards, which came to about Fiftezn hun- 
dred Pieces of Eight a Man. 
When they came near the Caſt of New- England they agreed to deſtroy all the Journals and 
Writings aboard, which they did by putting chem into a Bagg, and finking them with Shor, 
laying, They ſbould net riſe wp againſt them. . 
Atter this, near to Block-]land, they Ciſperſt themſelves into ſeveral Sloops, taking with them 
their Moneys, &c. and were not contented with that, but fired five Guns through the Ships 
bottom, and ſunk h:r in dzep Water, with the Cloath, Lead, Iron, and other Commodities a» 
board , all which, as well as the Ship, were thereby irrecoverably loſt. | 
Nowichſtanding their ſeparating themſelves ihto ſeveral diſtant Parts, Divine J«ſtice has pur- 
ſued them, and they have all been taken but one,who is ſuppos'd to be kill'd, and were broughe 
to their Trial on the 21/t of Fane laſt at the Old-Baily, where what they ſaid for themſelves, 
as to the Matter of Fact, ws trivolous and inconfiſtent, but enJeavoured to extenuate their

ewo Cans of good Beer ard Water ; and when they Crank Water, there was a Cack with a 
S<aitle of Hole cut ac the Bung enough to piit a Cup in ani drink when they pleas'd, lth d 
fait co the Main-maſt vpon the Miin-deck, fiill'd as often as there was occaſion. All» 
chat they had 28 pound of Biead fer Week every Meis, until Fobn Liozd defired the Cap. 
cain to Jet tim put two bags of Bread about 55 pound each, { which his Mets alone 
had ſaved out cf their Allowance) into the B:ead-roum, which was done accordingly. Thac 
then they were at no Allowance tor a Fortnight or threes Weeks, but had the Bread in an open 
Cx k in the S:eerage, to car when and what t:icy plead, until they lett it greatte up and Coan 
vs Jer eney eat, and then wa; retrencht ro 25 p.und per Week every Met:, and never ki; by 
tis order or Knowledge. - Al'o that they had Drams Morning and Evening when fair, an: as 
oi en as the Watches was chang d when wet, -never letting them go to their Hamocks wer 
wi:houta Dram, to be ture of which he did not lutfer the Steward to give it them below, bur 
conſtantly tits own Servant at his Round houſe Coor. Alſo that every Meſs had on Sundays a 
Can of {trong Bzzr; and when aboutthe Cape in cold raw weather, they have often had, both 
M2rning and Evening, Burgoo, and lometimes Fouwls tor the whole Ships Company., with a 
vey particu'ar r=gard to all ſick Men. 

I he lame Account FJobn 1-Fby, Robert Am/dem , and IWilliam Saunders upon Oa:b con- 
frmd ; except that Mr. 1/:#b5 and 4m/den laid, they onc? heard or {aw that one Meſs 
bad bur Sixtezn pound of Biead one Week, which.the Captain faid he never hea:d 
any Complaint of, tor it ke bad, he ſhould have as readily redreſt it as he did the only Com- 
plaint was ever made him of Vidtuals, which was by /f:{{zam Griffath, who breught him a 
piece of Pork very fnall, which he order'd his Servant to take from him, and give Gr ffcrb a 
picc: from his own Table in exchange for it ; the truth of which was confirm'd by the Wit- 
ne!ſz+. and cxnnot he deny'd by che Prifoners th-mſelves , unleſs they will run the hazard of 
2ing 1rom Man's Jadgment to the moſt tremendous and eternal Judgment of Gud wi:h guile. 

As tor Cnaſtilement , he did acknowledge that Ham Edgel! and Weabere!l had been 
puniihed ; Ezell becaule that he being a Quarter- Maſter, working in the Lazererra,did break 
op2n a Box, and ſtole about a dozen pound of white Suger ; the next Cay the Captain de- 
manded at once all Keys of Cheſts, and did find the Sugar in his Cheſt : which Felony he 
thought fit pablickly to punith, eſpecially in him, who being a Quarter-Maſter, might havethe 
opportunity ot the fam? Fat in Goods of far greater value, and that it might prove exempla- 
ry to the whole Ships Company. 

Edward Ham purely for the weltare of thoſe who complain againſt it, becauſe that he after

Sration, and at laſt, having gor 
Acquaintance with the Surgeon of a Regiment, 
he pretended to praftice thac Art, which brought 
him in no ſmall Profic ; but being Viciouſly in- 
clind, liv'd at ſucha rate, that his Incomes 
could not anſwer his unn=ceflary and exorbi- 
tant Expences, which caus'd him to rack his In- 
vention, how to ſupport his profuſe way of 
Living; this made him liſten to bad Advice, 
and ta turn a deaf Ear to that wholſome Coupe 
ſel, which they who knew his Parents frequett- 
ly gave him.

Homas Lane, a Foot Soldier, was In- 
4 diRcd for afſaulting of Mr. Richard 
Hemmings: and Mr. Samuel Baker on the 
15th of September laſt. The Evidence de- 
clar'd, That Lane was ſtanding upon Low- 
don-Bridge, and that he came to Mr. Hems- 
ings, and pulling out his Nakedneſs 
offer'd to put it into his Hand, and withal 
unbutton'd theEridences Breeches, and put 
his Hand in there, but Mr. Hemmings put 
his Hand away: He the rather bore with 
the Filchineſs of the Aﬀtion, becauſe Mr. 
Baker, the other Evidence, had told wr. 
Hemmings, that Lane the Priſoner was ſuch 
a kind ot a Perſon, and therefore debgn'd 
to apprehend him, Which they did. He 
(aid in his defence, that he had been at 
St. Thomas's Hoſpital, and coming over the 
Bridge, he went to make Water, and that 
the Evidence's Hand (lipt upon his Naked- 
neſs, and fuch like trivolous ſtuff ; ard 
withal cndeavour'd to ſay, That the Evi- 
dence allaulred him. But the Matter ap- 
pear'd plain againtt him ; and he had little 
Elſe to ſay, but that he had been ſu many 
Years in King William's, and the preſenc 
Queen's Service, and never us'd to do fuch 
Things. After which the Recorder gave 
his Charge to the Jury; the Verdict being 
omitred, till the reſt of theſc obfcene Trials 
Were over. 

Fobn Williams was Indicted for Aſſault- 
ing Thumas ones, and Fobn Fones, in Sept. 
laſt. The er: {ecutors each ſcverally declar'd, 
that the Vriſoner upon the Exchange, put 
his hand into thcir Breeches, and likewiſe 
kad his Nak<edneſs out, which he offer'd 
to put into their hands: He was a Youth, 
and bring carri-d before Sir Richard Lewet, 
he contcls'd,}hie had firſt been {-duc'd to that 
Practice, by one Fiſb, in May-Fair laſt ; and 
that he had done it about four times. He 
endeavour'd to deny on his Tryal, all he 
had ſaid before the Juſtice, and faid the 
Proſecutors threatned him if he did not 
own it, but all appear'd frivolous and he 
had no Evidence to Gall. 

William Huggins was IndiRted for Af. 
faulting Richard Hemmings, and Thomas 
Jones, upon the Exchange, the gth of Seper. 
laſt; the Proſecutors declar'd, that walk- 
ir 2 upon Change, withdelizn to dere ſuch 
wicked Perſons ; they Were fate upon one 
of the Benches, and the Priſoner eame to 
them fſcverally, and offer'd ro pur his 
hand into their Breeches, pulling out his 


Nakednefs at the ſame time ; upon which

they apprehend<d him, and he ſaid, at that 
time, that he had hear'd there were ſuch 
ſort of Perſons in the World, and he had 
a mind ro try. He had Counſcl of his fide, 
and call'd ſcveral to his Reputation, who 
all ſaid he was a very honeſt Man, as to his 
courſe of Lite ; otherwiſe, that he was em- 
ploy'd as a Porter: He ſaid, that he had 
been Carrying 6 Pourd of Coffee into 
Leaden- Hall-ftreet : That he had been mar- 
ried about a Year to a young Wife, who 
was big with Child ; and that he always 
ſcem'd very fond of her: He deny'd the 
Fat, and ſaid he never uſed any ſuch 
Practices; but none of the Evidence ſpeak- 
ing as tO what he was indicted for, the Mat- 
ter was then left to the Jury. 

Ch. Marriot was Indicted for Afaulti 
of Robert Bokins, Richard Hemmings, a 
rwo others npon London-Bridge. They 
declar'd he came tv them feverally, and 
pull'd out his Nakedneſs, and unbotton'd 
their Breeches, and after they had Appre- 
hgnded him, he confes'd that that day ſe- 
ven-Night, he was pick'd up by a Gentle- 
man in Black, with whom he Commirted 
an Indecent Aion, and ſaid the Gentleman 
offer'd ro Commit Sodomy. with him ; 
but he refuſed that. He confeſſed the 
ſame before Sir Robert Beachcrott, but 
deny'd all upon his Trial, and ſaid he was 
coming that way, and had no ſuch deſign, 
bur it was very plain againſt him. 

Pau! Booth was Indicted on the ſame ac- 
count, for Affaulting Robert Bokins, John 
Butterman, and one Taylor upon the Ex- 
change. TheEvidence was much the ſame ; 
all which appcar'd plain againſt him. 

Benjamin Butler, was Inditcd for affaul- 
ting Thomas Grantford, and another in 
the fame Manner upon the Exchange : He 
confe(s*'d rhe Fat when taken, but denv'd 
itupon hisTrial, making very lame and tri- 
Vial excuſes, which all avail'd him nothing. 

Jobn Blithe, Indicted on the like account 
for Aſlaulting Robert Bokins, and Thomas 
Grantford, the Evidence was much the 
{ame as the former, he Conteſi'd it when 
taken, and had very little co ſay for himſclt; 

Tame: Brooke Pleaded Guilty to bis In- 
CN which was much the ſame with 
the reſt. 


The Tryals being over, rhe Jury fonnd 
them 'all Guilty of the ſaid Indi- 
ments.

Sins againſt God, and of all the heinous Crimes commuted againſt 

the Queen, whole Forgivene's I moſt heartily implore ; as I ſhall heartily pray for 
Her Majeſty's long Lite, and happy Reign over Her United People, and Succefs 
againſt Her Enemies, with my parting Breath. . : 

This is all the SatisfaQion I can polhibly make injur'd Majeſty. I Declare, in the 
next place the Reparation I would make, were it in my Power, to thoſe of Her 
Majeity's Subjets, I have wronged in any Kind; and particula:cly the Righe 
Honourable Robert Harl:y, Eſq; whoſe Pardon I heartily beg, for baſei'y Berraying 
my Truſt : Which Declaration, though of its ſelf ſufficient to Clear the {aid Gentle- 
man, yet for the Sake of thoſe whom it was my Misfortune not to be able to 
ſatishe ia my Lite-time, I do facredly proteſt, That, as I ſhall anlwer ic before the

For which 
Inſtance ot his Love, to be preferr'd before Lite it felt, I blefs and magnitic his Holy 
Name, with unſpeakable Joy and Comfort, at my Death, nothing near fo Ignomi- 
nious as would bave been ſuch a Lite.

there any Fundation in the principal Indi&tment for ſo doing : The Words, 
Aud to be otherways puniſyd in their Perſons and Goods, by the Pains [1 E 
Pendlties] of Law, Ak no Alternative for a difterent Puniſhment from 
the Pains [z.e.

When I bad faithfully perfarmi'd my Du'y m 
both theſe Capacities above Two Tears, and in all that time bad receiv'd no Mc- 
ney from bim, but upon ſome Occaſions bad lent bim ſevera! Sums out of my Pocket, 
at laft I was ſomewhat urgent wwith kim for Mcnez 5 amd then be told me plainh, 
That 'T did not know him as yet; for, as be ſaid, he had cheated all Perſons 
that he ever had dealt hh” and therefore I muſt not expe& to ſpeed better 
than they had done.

But SirJohn, inſtead of complying, told me, | was a treacherous Villain, and 
had undermin'd him in his Eſtate, and therefore was not fit to live ;, and that 
the Leaſe ſhould be of no uſe to me; for that he would find out a way to pre- 
vent all my Deſigns, and put a _ to all my Proceedings , for he knew how to 
do my Buſineſs to all Intents and fes; and bid me get out of his ſight, or 
elſe he would knock me down unmediately : So I left bim in a great wy and 
Paſſion. Soon after this, he adviſed one Mr. Good, a Miniſter in tbe next Parijb, 
with the ſaid Larimore and others, to make a forcible Entry upon my Church im 
Chilton, which accordingly they did, by breaking it open ,, and I indifled them 


for 
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for « Riot upon that decount, at the next Seſſions at Buckinfſham: And then I 
defired ſeveral of the Farmers to give me a Meeting, in Ordey to prevent a Suit 
in Lew, if poſſible: When they came to me, I to'd them, That be John Croke 
owed m2 a great Sum ot Money tor ferving the Cure at Chilton, which they 
all knew to be true; and that he refus'd to pay me ; and therefore unleſs they 
would find out ſoine way for me to be paid, I muſt put my Leaſe in Suit, and 
force them to pay their Tithes to ine, or compound with ihe for them. . They 
reply'd, That it would be unjuſt in me to make them pay their Tithes over 
again, which they had bought of Sir Jobn Croke, and had taken their. Farms 
ithe-free. Ireply'd, If they would let me fee their Leaſes, I would not inſert 
any of thoſe Perſons Names in my Bill, whoſe Leafes bore Date before the 
Outlawry and Extent , but all thoſe whoſe Leaſes were made ſince that Time, 
were lyable to wy Dor Tithes to me, or elſe compound. with me for them. 
But they reply'd, That they would conſult Sir Jobn Croke about the Matter, and 
let me know his Anſwer in a ſhort time. | 
So when they bad diſcours'd with Sir John, they told me that be ſaid,, They 
needed not to feat what I could do to them by vertue of the Leaſe, or upon 
any other account: For, as ſoon as I ſhould begin the Suit and demand the 
Tithes, he was fally refolv'd to do my Buſineſs ſo effe&tually as ſhouid ſtop 
all my Proceedings. | \ L\Mgd 
So when I ſaw I cotild not prevail to get my Money citber fromSir John Croke 
or the Tenants, I was forc'd to exbibit my Bill in the Exchequer for Tithes againſt 
Larnnore, Mayne the Con/? able, Thomas Bexmily, Nicholas Sanders, and others ;, 
which 1 did in Michaelmaſs Term 1667. as may __ 7 the Records of . the 
Excbequer : And when the ſaid Larimore, Mayne, the reſt abovenamed 
were ſerc'd with Subpona's to anſwer my ſaid Bull, Sir John Croke, ſoon after, 
vis, Wedneſd:y September the 16" 1668. entred upon this :Conſpiracy with 
Larimore to take away my Life, as will full appear 7 Mz. Brown's Euidene e in 
the Tris!,, which ſbews hos they wofecuted they ice, bow Fuftice was done, 
en4 my Reputation as well as _= ſecur'd by my Acquittal: IT ſball only mention 
farther, the Incouragement I bad from my Lord Chief Baron to proſecute ſeveral 
of” the Cenſpirators. He himſelf was pleas'd 11 dirett the Proceſs fer ſpecial Bail, 
77 order the Under-Sberiff to d 5co L S-curity of each ;, and, upon a mo- 
tion at the Exchequer by Sir Richard Croke and a eminent Council, that leſs 
mig be accepted, poſitively inſiſted upen the ſaid Order. But all ended in their 
bearty Submiſſ:on to me, and a reaſonable Compoſition with them: Larimore paid 
me 30 1. Thomas Croxton 441. Thomas Beamfſly 20L mat 15 L Nicholas 
Sanders 121. In all 1211. The others were ſecurd by their Poverty, and 
Sir John Croke loft bis Commiſion. | 
Thus T have given a Brief Account of all that I know or believe to be the ground 
of the Dierence betwixt Sir John Croke aud my ſelf which occaſion'd the wicked 
Attemp: on my Life , and I aver it to be & true one upon the Word of a Chriſtian 
and a Miniſter, RorerT HAWKINS.

Lar. He was within when I came there, and I aſked him as aforefaid. 

Hawk. Did your Father ſay no more to you, than what you have related ?

Lar. He faid no more, but that you had robbed him. 

Hawk. My Lord, and you of the Jury, is it likely, that when the Father 
had ſeen me commit a Robbery in his Houſe, and the Son _— in -immedi- 
ately upon it, that the Father would not aſk of him which way I went? 

Hawk. (My Lord) I have done with him at preſent, 

Lar. Sen. My Lord, pray let Foan Beamſly be called next. 

Clerk, Cryer, call Joan Beamſly. 

Cryer. Joan Beamſly : She an{wer'd, Here, Sir. 

Joan Beamſly, lay your Hand upon the Book, look upon the Priſoner. 
The Eyidence that you ſhall give ſhall be the Truth, ec. 

Foan Beamſly. May it pleaſe your Honour (my Lord) upon Friday 18* of 
September lait paſt, about an Hour and half before Sun-ſet, as I was going to 
Milking in the Street (near Larimore's Houſe) I met Henry Larimore the youn- 
ger, and being (at that time) much troubled with the Tooth-ach, I told him 
of it, defiring him to help me to ſome hot Water, for I believed that might 
vive me eaſe; Larimore replyed, that if I would go with him to his Father's 
Houſe, he would help meto ſome; ſo going both together, weſaw this Mr. Haw- 
kins (that is now the Priſoner at the Bar) run out of Larimore's Houſe, with a 
great Bunch of Keys in his Hand, and run down Larimore's Yard into a Cloſe 
of Beans and Weeds, and there hid himſelf; and when we came into Lari- 
morz's Houſe, I there heard young Larimore aſk his Father what Mr. Hawkins 
did there, Larimore told his Son that he had done too much there, for he 
had robbed him. When my Lord Chief Baron Hale heard how theſe three 
Witneſſes agreed in their Evidence, he ſaid, Here is enough ſworn (if belie- 
ved) to hang twenty Men. BUT

Hawk, Wher? is the Warrant upon which you broke open my Houſe ? I de- 
ſire 70 ſee it.

Faylzr. (My Lord) when the Conſtable delivered Mr, Hawk; to me, on 
Sundgy morning, he 1214, that Mr. Hawkins w3s a notorious Picklock, and that 
he was contident he could pick every Lock about the Priion, and therefore he 
adviſed me to watch him narrowly, and load hin well with Irons. 

Thomas Beam!!y being Sworn, his Evidence being the ſame in effect with the 
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Conſtable's, for Brevity's ſake I omit; but I craved leave to a(k him a Queſtion

Hawk, Beamſly , Pray what Diſcourſe had you with Mr. Wilcox upon the 
19 of September (preſently after my Houſe was broken up) concerning the 
time when , (as your Brother pretended to you). he loſt the Ring and Five-

about that. 

Hawk. Did you not ſay to Mr, Wilcox, that your Brother Larimore told 
you that he had loſt the Stone Ring, and Five-Shilling Piece of Silver, which 
(as he pretended) was found in my Houſe before the difference began betwixt 
me and your Brother ; and moreover that your Brother ſaid he had an Intent 
to ſearch for! the ſame a Month before?

1. That Larimore told Beamſly that he had loſt this Gold Ring and Five- 
Shilling Piece of Silver (now in Queſtion) before there was any difference be- 
tween Larimore and my elf, which began in Michaelmaſt Term 1667. this 
was proved by Mr. Wilcox, | 

2. And that Larimore confeſs'd (upon his Oath) before Sir Fobn Croke, 
(upon the 19** of Sept.) when I was committed, that he loſt-the (aid Ring 
and Piece of Silver about a Month before, which muſt be about Aug. 19. This 
was proved by Mr. Browne, Faulkner; and others. | 

3. I can prove that Latimore told Sir Richard Migore, (when he went fot his 
Warrant to ſearch) that he did {uſpe& ſeveral Perſons for robbing him of this

They both being Sworn, Mr. Dodfworth Croke 
ſaid as followerh ; taking the Ring in his hand , turned it up and down, and 
looked very narrowly upon it within and without, and put it upon his finger 
and pulling it off ſeveral times in the face of the Court and Country, he 
then informed my Lord, that he was confident, that this was Larimere's Ring

My Lord, Mr. Hawkins paid me honeſtly for the Boots : but as ſoori 
as he began to demand the Tythes of Larimore, and did ſue for them, 
then they lay at me Night and Day, to have ie charge Mr. Hawkins with flat 
Felony, for ſtealing the ſaid Boots out of my Shop; but I told them, that I 
laid them in my Shop-window for him, and did bid him take them as he came 
back, and he paid me for my Work; and therefore I cannot ſay he ſtole ther. 

L. C. B. Who were they that deſired you to charge Mr. Hawkins with the 
ſtealing of your Boots ? | |

L. C. B. Call them, for Pl here all, if I fit till Night. _ | 

Then Larimore call'd Dodſworth Croke, William Croke, John Stop, Thomas 
Welcb, Samuel Salter, and William Sanders, all theſe being ſworn; the Suin 
and Subſtance of their Evidence was to this effec. tus 
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That they had heari John Chilton ſay that I had ftol'n a pair of Boots 
from him, to which Chi/con (being then upon his Oath) ſaid, that Mr. Hawkin; 
1:4 no otherwiſe than what before I have ſworn ; and he farther added, that 
he neve- {aid thatT had ftol'n any thing from him, for he had no reaſon for it. 

L. C. B. Did this Larimore deſire you to charge this Mr. Hawkins with 
Felony, and. when did he defire yon to do fo? 

Chil. My Lord, Larimore, and the reſt that T have named defired me to 
charge Mr. Hawkins with flat Felony, for ſtealing the faid Boots, as ſoon as he 
demanded the Tyrhes of Larimore; and they would have forced me to fetch 
a Warrant from a Juſtice of Peace to ſearch for them, and did farther threaten 
me, in caſe I would not do it that Sir FoEn Croke would indi& me at the 
Aſlizes as one acceflary to the ſtealing of my own Goods.

Yes, my Lord, and he ſaid, that he would make me ſwear that 
Mr. Hawkins had ſtole my Boots, and for that end did ſerve me with a Subpang 
to be here—Here Larimore the ſecond time interrupted Chilton, and ſaid, (My 
Lord, this Fellow , pointing at Fobn Chilton, 1s hired by Mr. Hawkins to 
{wear this. | 

Chil. Replied, No My Lord, I am not hired by Mr. Hawkins, to ſwear, 
bur [ akichews been hired, or born out, if I would but ſwear-that Mr. Hawkins 
ſtole my Boots, by one Croxſtcone. 

L.C. B. How | what 1s-that; hired, or born out to ſwear, by whom, 
and how, tell me the ſtory ? kl 

Chil. My Lord, I am not hired to ſwear by Mr. Hawkins, but if I would 
{wear that he ſtole my Boots out of my Shop, I might have been born out in 
ſo doing. For Tho. Croxſtone of Weſton on the Green in the County of Oxon, 
told me upon Monday , It being the 8** of March, 1668. thar if I would 
but ſwear what he would have me againſt Mr. Hawkins, vis. that he ſtole 
iy Boots, he would bear me harmleſs ; bur I replied, that it went againſt my 
Conſcience to do. it ; I added farther, that, if I ſhould be ſo wicked as to ſwear 
it, Mr. Hawkins can prove the contrary by Mr. Will;am Croke and others ; ro 
which Larimore replied, that I need not fear what Mr. Croke knew in that 
caſe, for he is one of us, and will not juſtify any thing that may tend to our 
prejudice ; I farther told him that I durſt not doit, for if Iſhould, Mr. Hawkins 
wight make me fly the Country, as Smart did I b:eler. To which Croxſtone 
replyed, that if [ would ſwear it, he would bear me out againſt the- ſaid 
Mr. Hawkins as far as an hundred Pound would go; and if that would not do, 
as far as five hundred Pound would go. 

_ L.C. B. How! bear you out to ſwear, what Croxſtone is this that would do 
fo? This 1s not Iikely to be true. 

Tho. Croxſtone ſaid, (My Lord) I faid no ſuch thing,

Chilton run in, and,faid, As I live and breathe, my Lord, Croxftone did ſay, 
if T would fwear that Mr. Hawkins had ſtole my Boots, he would bear me out, 
as I ſaid before, and if I made any doubt of it, he would give me Bond to 
make good his Promiſe. | 

L.C. B. (aid, This is ſtrange. | | 

Croxſtone. (My Lord) I ſaid I would bear him out in ſpeaking the Truth, and 
no otherwiſe. | 
| Hawk. My Lotd, may I be heard? 

L. C. B. Yes, you may go on. 

Hawk. I thank your Honour. My Lord, pray let me alk Mr. Croxſtone two 
or three Queſtions.

Upon which my Lord Chief Baron fajd to Croxftone, Come, you did ill to ſo- 
licit Perſons' to ſwear theſe things which you knew were falſe; and he farther 
added, That this made not for the King, but rather for the Priſoner at the Bar. 
After all this, a rude Fellow (Tho. Welch) came in, and ſaid, My Lord, I 
did hear Chilton ſay, that Mr. Hawkins had ſtole a pair of Boots from him.

My Lord, I think (with Submiſſion to your Honour and 
the Court) I am not bound to anſwer to this Charge, becauſethere is no In- 
ditment exhibited againft me for itz nor is Noble himſelf here to proſecute,” or 
can Boyce ſwear.that I pick'd Noblz's Pocket, or that Noble ever'told Boyce I did, 
as he himſelf ſwears.

My Lord, I am bold to appeal to your Honour, whether it be a fair Pro- 
ſecution in Larimore, to ſtir up Chilton, falſly, to charge me with ghany in 
itealing his Boots, when I had not only a right in them, but alfo leave from 
him to take them, and paid him for his Work, which Larimore himſelf knows. 
Nay, my Lord, if I had never paid Chilton for his Legs, the Tops being mine, 
by Law it had not been Felony , but a Treſpaſs, ' becauſe I had leave from 
him to take them, and a right in them the-Tops being mine.

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2. By his continual tormenting and vexing me with his falſe Arreſts, and 
illegal Indi&ments. 

5. By his copſtant endeavour to diſſuade my Friends from any ways re- 
lieving me or mine in my greateſt Wants and Necefſlities, adviſing them to 
ſtarve us. 

My Lord, and this Jury, if you are not fully ſatisfied in any of theſe Par- 
ticulars that I have alledged, I am ready to prove them; but if this be gran- 
ted, they are, no doubt, ſufficient Arguments to prove the Malice of his Heart. 
Again I fay, that it is no ways probable that Larimore was robbed, at all, and 
of this Opinion are moſt of his Neighbours round about him, as may appear 
by this Certiticate, which followeth. 


WE do bumbly certifie, that Henry Larimore of Chilton in, the County of 
Bucks, Labourer, is a notorious Anabaptiſt, an Enemy to the Church of 
England, and a perfet Hater of all Miniſters of the ſame, but in particular, 
inveterate and malicious ag ainſi Robert Ha Clerk, late Miniſter of the 
Church of Chilton, aforeſaid: for that be doth not only ſeek and deſign utterly to

And that this is falſe muſt needs appear by what Mr. Good and Larimore 
have already ſworn in open Court, viz. That Mr. Good pawned the five Shil- 
ling Piece to Larimore at Buckingham Seſlions laſt, (which Seſſions were held 
upon the g** and 1o*® of Frly, 1668.) which is near nine Months after the 
Difference began. 

And moreover, Larimore confeſſed upon his Examination before Sir Jobn

and tive Shilling Piece of Silver out of his Houſe, upon Friday the 18** of 
September, 1668. preciſely an Hour and half before Sun-ſet; all which times 
being compared together, can no ways be poſſible; for which I dare appeal to 
all that hear it. Nor is it likely, in caſe he could prove that he was robb'd, 
which I am confident he never can , that I am the Perſon that robbed him, 
as may appear upon theſe Conſiderations, amoneg(t others.

Or that in all that time I could tind no better 
Place to conceal a Ring, and tive Shilling Piece, than in a little Baſket, with 
two or three Eggs, which all that time was hanging upon a Pin. 

Again, if Larimore ſaw me rob him upon the 18* Day of September, 1658. 
as he ſwears he did, why did not he then ſecure me? He ſwears I ran away, 
why did not he ſend out Hue and Cries to diſcover and apprehend me? But 
the ſaid Larimore was fo far from doing it, that he never declared it to any 
of his Neighbours, nor to the Conſtable when he commanded him to ſearch, 
as may appear as well by the {carch itſelf , in that they ſearched other Houſes 
before they ſearched mince, as by the Conſtable's Oath, who ſwears that La- 
rimore laid not any thing to him that he had ſeen me rob him, nor did the.

L. C. B. How comes it then to paſs, Larimore, that the Warrant bears date 
the 17> Day, and you ſwear that the Priſoner at the Bar did not rob you till 
the 18* Day? This 1s likely to be true. 

Larimore to this replied, That he was robbed at ſeveral other times. 

Hawk. My Lord, may I be heard a Word? 

L. C. B. You may, go on. | | 

Hawk. 1 humbly thank your Honour. And I hope the Jury will take notice 
how Larimore hath enſnared himſelf, by the Date of the Warrant, which my 
Lord firſt diſcovered. And whereas Larimore replyes, that he was robbed at ſeveral 
other times, he may have credit, but by thoſe only that can believe all that he 
hath ſaid and ſworn ; For he faith that he was robbed before he and I differed, 
which muſt be before Ofober, 1667. and he told Sir 7obn Croke likewiſe 
when I was committed, that he was robbed of the foreſaid Goods but a Month 
before, which muſt needs be about the 19 of Auguſt, 1668. but now he 
ſwears in Court, that he ſaw me ſteal theſe Goods on Friday, the 18" of 
Sept. 1668. which muſt needs be impoſſible, that I ſhould rob him at three 
ſeveral times of the ſame Ring and Five-Shilling Piece ; and beſides this, it is 
improbable, that he ſhould be robbed before Ottober, 1667. and again in Aug.

It ſeems you knew upon the 17*> Day 
that you ſhould be robbed on the 18*> Day, and alſo that this Perſon now at 
the Bar ſhould rob you. Surely you can divine. [ Here the People began to cry 
out Shame on Larimore. ] 

L. C. B. ſaid to me, Sir, but if you were innocent of this Robbery, why 
did you refuſe to open your Doors, or to have your Houſe ſearch'd? 

Hawk. My Lord, I had ſeveral Reaſons that moved me fo to do. 

I. In general, Moſt of thoſe Perſons that were preſent were my iriveterate 
Enemies, and ſeveral of them had threatned to ruin ive and my Family, and 
therefore I had Reaſon to ſuſpe& that they caine to injure me, either in my 
Poſſeſſion or Goods: For the firſt, Sir Fohn Croke and Laqrimore had often threat- 
ned to pull down my Houſe, and for that end had hired ſeveral Perſons to 
make a forcible entry upon it; and particularly, they had lately hired Faires 
the ſon of Leonard Styres of Thame, in the County of Oxon, by a Ladder to 
climb uy and come down my Chimney, and open my Doors when we were all 
abroad : And about the ſame time they alſo contracted with one Chriſtopber Ty- 
ler of Chilcon for the ſame Purpoſe. And 2: I feared the ſeizing ot my Goods 
by the ſaid Perſons, becauſe they had then a Writ of Levari or Execution to 
ſeize them, which Larimore's Son had a few Days before in part executed ,

Sir Richard Pigott replied, I am ſure, my Lord, that Larimore, and that Fel- 
low the Conſtable were both at my Houſe upon the 17th of September, as my 
Warrant teſtiheth. 

- L.C. B. At what time was it, Mr. Wilcox, when you came that Day froiti 
Larimore's Houle ? 

Mr. Wilcox. It was about Sun-ſet, my Lord, for it was dark by that time 
I got to my Houſe at Crendon. 

L.C. B. How far is it from your Houſe at Crendon, to Larimore's Houſe ? 

Mr. Wilcox. It is about a Mile and half, my Lord. 

L. C. B. Were not the ways bad at that time? | 

Mr. Wilcox, No my Lord, the ways were very Good. | 

L. C. B. Did not you ſtop, or ſtay, or meet with ſome Body by the way 
that might hinder you ?

My L. C. B. Hale replyed, Larimore, no, in my Conſcience thou ſay'ſt well, 
for it ſeems you were not robbed upon the ſame day, that you have ſworn 
you ſaw the Priſoner at the Bar commit this Robbery.

And here many of the People cryed out, that they believed as much.

Come Mr. Hawkins ſaid my Lord Chief Baron, have you any more to ſay ? 

Hawk. I have one Witneſs more, that I defire may be called, viz. Mr. Sa-

Mr. Browne ſaid, my Lord, I can ſay ſomething, but I dare not ſpeak.

Mr. Brown faid, I dare not ſpeak, for Sir Jobn Croke, arid this Larimore have 
threatned me, that if I cane down td this Aflizes, to teſtify what I heard 
about this Plot, Sir John Croke faid he would fling me in the Gaol, and toad 
me with Aion upon Aion of a 1000 [. and ruire te and my Family. 

When the Judge and the Juſtices heard Mr. Brown relate this, every eye 
began to be fixt upon Sir Fobn Croke , and the People aſked which was that 
Sir Fon Croke £ Then my Lord Chief Baron Ha comtnanded the Clerk of 
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the Aſſizes to give Mr. Browne a Writ of Privilege, to prote& him home again : 
which being immediately done in Court, my L. C. B. ſaid, come Mr. Browne, 
let us now hear what you can ſay to this Buſineſs ?

him to contend with the Parſon. Sir Febn Croke afked him why ? Larimore 
replyed, becauſe this Hawkins will undo me, for he hath entred me into moſt 
Courts of England, and ſummoned me into the Crown Office and Chancery, 
and I cannot maintain ſo many Suits. Sir John, Croke replyed, is that atl > 
Come Brother Larimore, be contented , we will have one Trick more for 
Hawkins yet which ſhall do his work. . Larimore replyed, Sir Fohn you have 
put me upon too, many Tricks already, more than I can manage, and the Parſon 
45 too hard for us ſtill. Sir John replyed, If thou wilt bur AQ, I will Hatch 
enough to hang Hawkins, Larimore replyed, but how ſhall we bring this to 
paſs ? Sir John Croke made anſwer, canſt not thou convey ſome Gold or $il- 
ver into Mr. Hawkins's Houſe, and have a Warrant ready to fearch his Houſe, 
and then our Work is done, Larimore replyed, Sir, if we could but brin 
this to paſs, it might do well, but I know not how. Sir John Croke ſaid to 
Larimpre, do you but go to Sir Richard Pigort, and inform him, that you have 
loſt ſome Money and s, and deſire his Warrant to fearch for them, which 
Sir Richard neither can nor will deny you, and then take Dick Mayne the 
Conſtable, who is one of us, and will do whatever we deſire of him, and.go 
and ſearch Mr. Hawkinss Houſe, and there you will find theſe things ; and 
then charge him with flat Felony, and force him before me and no other Juſtice, 
and I'll ſend him to the Gaol without Bail, and we will hang him at the next 
Adlizes, Come, ſaid Sir Jobn Croke, Brother Larimore, let us go and drink our 
Mornings Draught, and we will conſult more about this Buſineſs. And ſo, 
my Lord, I heard no more for that time, But—— 

L. C. B. That was enough, and too much too ; but however Mr. Browne 
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, Mr. Browne. So upon Saturday next, being the 19*" of Sept. 1568. I having 
been abroad, and towards Night, coming up the Town, I was informed that

And Secondly, To corroborate this his Evidence, he brings in two Wittiefſes 
more, vis, his Son, and Siſter Beamſly, and they ſwear that they did at rhe 
ſame time ſee the Priſoner, that 1s now at the Bar, run out of Larimore's Houle, 
with a great Bunch of Keys in his Hand , and he hid himſelf amongſt Beans 
and Weeds: And note the Keys, to intimate that by the help of thoſe he picked 
Larimore's Locks. 

Thirdly. He brings in his Son, Dodſworth Croke, the Conſtable, and Tything- 
Man, which all {wear that they found this Gold Ring and five Shilling Piece 
of Silver in a Baſket hanging upon a Pin, in the Houſe of the Priſoner at the 
Bar, with a few Eggs, which the Priſoner at the Bar the Day before had ftoPn 
from him. 

And Fourthly and Laſtly, He brings in one of Sir Fobn Croke's Sons, and 
Mr. Good, who {wear that the one pawn'd the Ring, and the other the five 
Shilling Piece to Larimore. | 

Thus Larimore ſwears he ſaw the Priſoner rob him, his Son and Siſter ſwear 
that they ſaw him run out of the Houſe, the: ſame time four more ſwear 
that they found the Ring and five Shilling Piece in his Houſe upon ſearch. 
And Lf; Two {wear that the Ring and five Shilling Piece was pawned to 
him. If all this be true, he muſt needs. be guilty, and if fo, altho* I have a 


great Reſpe& for his Calling, yet that ſhall no ways excuſe him, but rather | 
aggravate his Crime. 


And thus much -touching the IndiAment. | 

And Secondly, He ſeems to charge him with other Ads of the like Nature: 
as, 

1. He brings in one Chilton to ſwear that the Priſoner at the Bar did ſteal 
a pair of Boots from him, and four or five Perſons ſwear that they did hear 
Chilton ſay he did. - 

2. He & ag one Boyce from London, a Perſon, I think, of no great Credit, 
he ſwears that he ſaw the Priſoner at the Bar, about two Years ago, have his 
Hand in the Pocket of one Fames Noble, and that Noble ſaid that he loſt a 
Gold Ring and piece of Gold at the ſame time. This, if true, would render 
the Priſoner now at the Bar obnoxious to any Jury.—Thus far the Evidence 
againſt the Priſoner at the Bar. 

Now we come to the Priſoner's Defence, which, becauſe it is ſo full, I 


axe the briefer in it. The Parts of his Defence were two, as himſelf ob- 
erved. | | | 


1. He ſhews how improbable it is. 

And 2. How impoſſible that he ſhould be guilty of this Charge. 

Firſt, That it is not likely that Larimore was robbed at all, becauſe he 0d 
not declare it to any of his Neighbours as ſoon as he ſaw the Robbery cc »- 
mitted. . Again, he varies as to the time when it was done, for that he toid 
his Brother Beamſly that he had loſt the Ring and five Shilling Piece before there 
was any Difference between him and the Priſoner at the Bar, as appears by 
Mr. Will.ox, and that Difference began in Mzchaelmas Term, 1667. And be- 
fore Sir Fobn Croke he confeſſed that he had loft this a Month before the Pri- 
foner (vis, Mr. Hawkins) was committed, which muſt be about the 19" of 
Auguſt, 1668. and in Court he ſwears that he ſaw the Priſoner at the Bar rob 
him of the fame Gold Ring and five Shilling Piece of Silver upon Friday the 
18" of September, 1668. an Hour and half before Sun-ſet; all this cannot be 
true. And for the Warrant, that bears date a Day before the Robbery was 
committed, [Whereupon the Judge ſaid to Larimore : Come, thou art a cun- 
ning Fellow, for thou went'{t to Sir Richard Pigott for a Warrant upon the 
17*> Day, and was not robb'd until the 18> Day; Larimore thou kneweſt ,

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it ſeems, upon the 17'* Day that thou ſhould'ſt be robbed on the 18th Day. 
and that the Priſoner now at the Bir ſhould rob thee; ſurely thou canſt divine, 
if all this be true.) Again: Is it likely, that when the Priſoner at the Bar was 
charged with flat Felony at his own Doors, the Conſtable likewiſe threatning 
to. break open his Houſe to ſearch, if he had been guilty, his Wife and him- 
ſelf, having the Opportunity of going abroad after they had ſo charged him, 
while they were gone to conſult with Sir Fobn Croke, as the Priſoner at the 
Bar ſufficiently proved, they did by the Teſtimony of ſeveral Witneſſes, (as 
Mr. Reed, Mr. Sanders, and others) that in all that time he would not have 
made his Eſcape, or at leaſt found a more convenient Place to convey a Ring 
and five Shilling Piece, than to let it remain all that time in a little Baſker, 
with a few Eggs, hanging on a Pin? Again: Who came firſt into the Room 
where this Egg-Baſket hung> why Larimore : And who took down the Baſket? 
Larimore: Who turned out the Eggs? Larimore: And who had the dreſling 
of the Eggs? Larimore. He 1s a ſpecial Cook. You Gentlemen of the Jury, 
It is an calie thing for Larimore to juggle a Ring and five Shilling Piece in- 
to a Baſket, he being the firſt that came into the. Room, as he put up his 
Hand to take down the Baſket he might with eaſe enough convey ſuch things 
as thoſe were into it, All this, and many more, are probable Chroyiaſiaiors 
to move you and me to believe, that it is not probable that the Priſoner at the 
Bar 1s EE this Robbery; but that I muſt leave to you to conſider of. 

Again: 'The Priſoner at the Bar proves the whole Buſineſs to be but a mere 
Contrivance of Sir John Croke's and this Larimore's, on purpoſe to ruin him, as 
is fully made manifeſt by the Teſtimony of Mr. Browne, who juſtifies that up- 
on Wedneſday the 16> of September Jaſt paſt, and but two Days before this 
pretended Robbery, he heard Sir Jobn Croke adviſe this Larimore to fetch a War- 
rant to ſearch the Houſe of the Priſoner at the Bar, and then to convey Gold 
and Silver into it ; which having done, charge him with flat Felony, and bring 
him before the ſaid Sir Fobn Croke, and no other Juſtice, he then promiſing to 
the ſaid Larimore to commit him to Goal without Bail, and -hang him at the 
next Aflizes, which is now; and, as I take it, they do aim at it, You of 
this Jury, if you do believe what Mr. Browne ſaith, it 1s as foul a Confpi- 
racy as ever was heard of. And I am apt to think it may be probable, becauſe 
that Sir Jobn Croke and Larimore did threaten to caſt this Mr. Browne into 
Priſon, and ſo ruin him, if he catne down and teftifyed his Knowledge about this 
Buſineſs, which thing is of a very ill Conſequence. Again: It ſeems likely 
that Mr. Browne may be credited, if you re their Adtions with the Times, 
for upon Tweſday Sir Jobn arreſted the Priſoner upon a feign'd Aion of an 
hundred Pound; upon Wedneſday the Plot was concluded upon by Sir John 
Croke and Larimore, as may appear by Mr. Browne's Teſtimony, on Thurſday 
they procured of Sir Richard Pigott the Warrant to ſearch, on Friday Lari- 
more pretends that he was robbed, tho' in truth there appears no ſuch thing ; 
upon Saturday the Priſoner's Houſe was broke open, and he apprehended; and 
upon Sunday he was carryed to the Goal; it was a good Weeks Work. But 
there is an honeſt Man | ſaid my Lord. Chief Baron, pointing at Mr. Willcox) 
he knocks down all, for he juſtifies that he came to Larimore's Houſe upon 
Friday the 18 of September laſt paſt, (it being the ſame Day that he ſwears 
he ſaw the Priſoner at the Bar robbing him, an Hour and an half before Sun- 
ſet) and there continued till it was near Night; and he farther faith, that La- 
rimore was with him all that Afternoon; and he ſaid that Larimore was not 
robbed that Afternoon, nor was Mr. Hawkins there at that time. IF this that 
Mr. Willcox ſaith be true, then all that Larimore, his Son, and Siſter hath 
ſworn, muſt needs be falſe. 
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And as touching the Boots, Chilton {wears that he had legg'd a pair of Boots 
for the Priſoner at the Bar, -and laid them in his Shop-Window, for him to 
take _ with him as he went by ;, which he did, and paid him for his Work 
and yet this Larimore, Sir Jobn Croke, Croxſtone, and others, did uſe their ut- 
moſt Endeavours to ſtir up this Chilton to indid. the Priſoner at the Bar for 
ſtealing of them, Croxſtone promiſing to bear him out in it, This can argue 
nothing elſe but Malice in thoſe Perſons.

Thus I have repeated the Evidence to prove him guilty, and have not, I 
think, omitted any thing in it that is material; which, it you do believe, the 
muſt needs be guilty: And alſo the Priſoners Defence, which, I think, is ſuf- 
fictent. It is a plain Caſe, and I ſuppoſe you need not go fromthe Bar ; but 
that I leave to you. 1

That my Lord Mobun fell into the Ditch-upon his Back, and Duke 
Hamilton fell near him, leaning over him. That the Two Seconds ran in to them ; and 
immediarely after them, this John Reynolds, who demanded the Seconds Swords, which 
hey gave him, without any Reſiſtance. He then wreſted the Duke's Sword out of his 
Hand ; and Nicholſqn took away my Lord Mohur's, and gave it to Reynolds , who car- 
ried the Four Swords ſome Diſtance from the Parties : He return'd and help'd to lift Duke 
Hamilton up, who till lay on his Face. He got him up, and he walk'd about 3o Yards ; 
they deſir'd him to walk farther, and he ſaid he could walk no farther. He was ask'd what 
became of their Swords, and he ſaid, They had not been out of his Poſſeſſion, from the 
time he took them out of the Parties Hands, till the Day they were brought to the Jury,

"HAT Fohn Reynolds, Drawer at Prices Lodge, came out of the Houſe with Two 
'F Sticks, bid him throw by his Wheel-bartow, and take_one of them, for he believed 
there was a Duel : They ran ; and about the Diſtance of One Hundred and Ten Yards 
from the Gentlemen, they ſaw one there throw off his Cloak, and He and another draw 
their Swords ; Two other Gentlemen drew their Swords at the ſame time ; the Duke and 
Lord Mobun (whom he knew afterwards to be ſo) made violent Paſſes at each other, 
and then fell. He was ask'd ifthe other Two fought ; he ſaid, that they ſtood with their 
Swords pointed to each other, and mov'd towards each other, but did nor ſeethem 
Fight. As ſoon 2s the Lords were down, the Two Gentlemen ran to them, and were 
about Four Yards before Fobn Reynolds, he being about Four Yatds behind Fobn 
Reynolds, by reaſon he fell when they firſt began to run.

came near the Houſe, they both-gor out of the Coach, ind bid the Conchman get 
ſome Burnt-Wine at the Honſe, while they took a lictle Walk. He went into the 
Houſe, and told the Drawer he brought Two Gentlemen, who bid hicdi ger ſome Burnt- 
Wine 2gainſt they catne back ; The Drawer fald he won'd nor, for very few came thithec 
ſo ſcoh in the Morning but to fight : The Coachman ſaid he believ'd they were very civil 
Gentlemen, but however he'd dog them. A Groom rode up to him and cold him, there 
wefe two Gentlemen at his Coach who he ſuppos'd wanted him ; he ran back and 
found D. Hemilzes and another Gentleman there ; the Duke ask'd him whom he brought ? 
He anſwerd, My Lord Maus and another Gentleman : He ask'd him which Way they 
were ?

Was ind ited far the Murder of Charles Lord 
Mahun, Baron of Ok:ham>:or, on the 15th of N-vember laſt, 
by comforting, aiding, aberring and aſſiſting the molt 
Noble Fame: Duke of Him:ilon and Braxion, and George 
Mackartzey, Eq; ia givin{ the ſid Lord Mobun a mortal 
Wound, in and vpon the Fight fide of his Body, neat the 
thore Ribs, of the breadth of one Inch, and the depth of 
Fifteen Inches, of which he inſtantly dyed. He was 
ai(o indica upon the Coroner's Inquiſition for the ſame

Another Inditment was bronght againſt kim, for com- 
farting, aiding and eberting the ſaid Cherics Lard Aboun, 
and George Mack artney, at the ſame?

Try'd laft Aſſizes at Dorcheſter, and Acquitted, before 

Mr. Baron Bury, for Hanging a Highway-Man, he 

had taken, upon the Spot, in his own Girdle, without 
carrying him to Juſtice. 


Ages, but never more than in the preſent Caſe, as you will hear by the Sequel. 

At Shaft:bury in Dorſetſhire, (a Town which gave Title to a fam'd Politician 
in his Days) One Nat, Seager, a Malſter, did on Saturday, the 24 of February laſt, 
take Horſe in order to go to Blandford Market about 12 Miles off, defigning to Buy 
Corn as uſual, but was got no farther than the Plain, about 2 Miles from Home, before 
he was attack'd by a Highway-Man, and a Piſtol clap'd to his Breaſt, with the Word of 
Command, God D—— you, you old Dog, alight and deliver : At which, Mr. Seager be- 
ing very much territy'd, got of, and threw the Highway-Maa 3 4. in Silver, with which 
not being contented, he rap'd ont his former Oath with a Volley more, ſaying, That 
that was not all, and drawing his broad Sword, cut Mr. Seager ia the Left Shoylder ; 
upon which fumbling in his Fob, he pall'd out 24 Guineas more, which he threw him, 
with which the Rogie rode off contented,leaving Mr: Seager bleeding upon the Ground. 
ina little time after came up Jo. Reader the Miller, a Horſeback, Whiſtling as he usd 
to do, and ſeeing Mr- Seager 1a that Condition, ask'd what was the Matter,the whole 
whereof the Malſter told him in ſhort; ſays Foſepb, Maſter, lend me your Horſe, as 
being better than mine, and I'1l endeayour to overtake the Rogue; to which Mr. Sea- 
ger readily conſented,and ſaid he would come after as faſt as he could upon the Miller's : 
Says Mr. Seager he's but juſt out of Sight, has on a great Blue Coat, and rides upon a 
Sorrel Hnrſe. Away Joſeph ſcoures, with an Aſſurance to the Malſter, that he would 
take him if the Devil did not.. To be ſhort, it was not long before he came up with 
the Highway-Many, who opoa his approach let fly at him, which miſs'd him narrow- 
Iy, going through the Lappets' of his Coat z however, not diſcourag'd, he till pur- 
ſid, and came up with him a ſecond Time, upon which the Highway-Maa let fly at 
him again, but miſs'd him ; with that Joſeph wiſely concluding the Highway-Man's 
Ammuaition might be ſpent, clap'd ia with him, and knock'd him off his Horſe with 
a good Oaker Cudgel he had his Hand, and ſo handſomely Drefs'd him, that he quick- 
ly brought him to his Bow, the Miller being a much ſtouter Man than the Highway- 
Man. By that time the Fray was in a Manner over, Mr. Seager came up, and found 
the Highway-Man ſprawling upon the Ground, and the Miller ſtanding over him to 
Watch him: To whom the Miller ſaid, Look here, Maſter, is this the Rogue that 
robb'd you,i'faith 1 have him in Zob's Pound ; and wild Mr.Seaper to ſearch his Pockets 
and take his Money again, which he did : But then the grand Queſtion was, What 
they ſhould do with him ? At laſt they reſolv'd, That Mr. Seeger ſhould go and have 
his Wounds dreſs'd, and ſend his Servants, and others, to help the Miller to carry 
the Highway-Man before the next Juſtice. Away goes Mr. Seager, defiring the Miller 
to hold him faſt till ſome Body came to his Aſſiſtance : But as ſoon as he was gone, 
this Crotchet came into the Miller's Noddle, If this Rogne ſhould recover Breath 
by lying, and get up upon me, I ſhould loſe the Forty Pounds due for taking z High- 
way-Man,therefore to make ſure Work on't,''ll een Hang him my ſelf,and fo he did ; 
for taking the Highway-Man's Belt from about his Middle, he put it about his 
Neck, and dragg'd him to a Tree, and fairly hung him up till he was Dead, Dead, Dead. 
By this time came the Malſter's Servants, with the Pofſe of Safrsbury ; and askiag 
where the Highway-Man was, ſays the Miller, I have him as fafe as a Thief ia a 
Mill; look behind that Tree, iays he, which they did, and tound him Stone-Dead. 
But here was the Miller's ExpeQatioa balk'd, for inſtead of Forty Pound, which he 
expected as a Reward, he was carried before Juſtice Coker, and committed to Dor- 
chefter Goal. However, Mr. Seager appearing for him at the Afſizes, he was ac- 
quitted, the Tryal having given a great deal of Diverſioa to the Hearers, who, 
"ris generally beliey'd, there being preſent abundance of Geatry, gave the Miller 
at leaſt Thirty Pounds amongſt 'em by way of Encouragemear.

Mr. NOBLEs SPEECH 


TO MY 
Lord Chief-Juſltice PARKE R, 


At His TRTAL at Kingſton ASSIZES, on Friday, 
March 13, 1712. 


My LORD, 


Am ſoon to appear, and render an Account of my Sins to 
I God Almighty: If your Lordfhip ſhould think me guilcy of 

thoſe Crimes I haye been Accuſed, and Convyitted by my Jury, 
I am ſure, then, your Lordſhip will think that I ſtand in need 
of ſuch a Preparation, ſuch a Humiliation for my great Offences, 
ſuch an Abhorrence of my paſt Life, to give me Hopes of a fu- 
ture One, that I am not without Hopcs that it will be a Motive 
to your Lordſhip's Goodneſs, that, after you have Judg'd and Sen- 
tenc'd my Body to Execution, you will Charitably aſſiſt me with a 
little Time for the Preſeryation of my Soul. 


If I had nothing to anſwer for, but Killing Mr. Sayers with pre- 
cedent Malice, I ſhould haye no need to Addreſs my ſelf ro your 
Lordſhip in this Manner. It is now too late to take Advantage, 
by Denying it to your Lordſhip, and too near my End to diſſem= 
ble it before God: 1 know, my Lord, the Danger, the Hell, that 
I ſhould plunge my ſelf headlong into; I know I ſhall ſoon anſwer 
for the Truth I am now about to ſay, before a Higher Tribunal, 
and a more diſcerning Judge than your Lordſhip, which is only 
in Heaven, Thar] LF: not take that Advantage to Kill Mr, $4- 
ers, by a Thought or Apprehenſion that I could do ic under Um« 
brage of the Law, or with Impunity; and nothing was more diflant 
from my Thoughts, than co remoye him out of the World to enjoy 
his Wite (as was ſuggeſted) without Moleftation: Nor could any 
one baye greater Reluftance, or Remorſe, from the Time of the 
Fa to the Hour of my Tryal, than I have had, tho' the Profſe- 


cutors reported to the contrary; far which I heartily forgive 


them.

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My Counſel oblig'd me to ſay on my Ln That 1 heard 
Mr. Sayers's Voice before he broke open the Door, | told them, 
as I now tell your Lordſhip, That I did not know it was him, 
*till He was breaking in at the Door, and then, and not before, 
was my Sword drawn, and the Wound given, which Wound, as 
Dr. Garth inform'd me, was ſo very ſlight, that it was a thouſand 
ts onc he Died of it. 


When I gave the Wound, I inſenſibly quitted the Sword, by 
which means [ left my ſeif open for him to have done what was 
proved, and was ſo likely for him to have effe&ed, viz. to have 
Stabb'd me, which are Circumſtances that manifeſt the Greatneſs 
of my Surprizc. | 


When T heard the Company rufi up Stairs, I was alarm'd, and 
in Fear, the Landlord telling me, inſtantly thereupon, that the 
Houſe was beſet either for me or himſelf, added to my Confuſion: 
1 then neyer thought or intended to do Miſchief, but firſt bolced 
the Fore-Door, and then bolted and pad-lock'd the Back-Door, 
(which was half Glaſsd,) and began to faſten the Shutters belong 
ing to it, deſigning only to ſcreen my ſelf from the Violence of the 
Tumult. When he broke open the Door, and not 'till then, I 
perceiv'd and knew he was preſent: And his fortter Threats and 
Attempts, which I ſo fully proved on my Tryal, (and could haye 
| proved muck fuller, had not Madam Salisbury's Evidence been ta- 

ken from me) made my Fear fo great, and the Apprehenſion 

of my Danger ſo near, that what I did was the Natural Motion 

of Self-Defence, and was too ſxdden to be the Reſulc of prece- 
. dent Malice; and I Solemnly declare, that I did not hear or know 
* from Twyford the Landlord, or otherwiſe, that any Conſtable was 
attending the Deccas'd, *till after the Misfortune happen'd. 


It was my Misfortune, that what I ſaid, as to hearing the De- 
ccaſed's Voice, was turned to my Diſadvantage by the Counſel 
againſt mez and that | was not intitled to any Aſliſtance of Coun- 
tel to enforce the Evidence given for me, or to remark upon the 
Evidence given againſt me, which I dou't doubt would haye fully 
ſatisfied your Lordſhip and the Jury, thar what happen'd was more 
my Misfortune than my Deſign or Intention, 


If I had been able, under that Concern, to remark upon the 
Evidence againſt me, that Mr. Sayers was but thee Tenth Part of 
a Minute in Breaking open the Door, it could not then be well 
{uppos'd by the Jury, that I was preparing my ſelf, or putting 
my felf in Order to do Miſchief, which are As of F ore-thoughc 
and Conſideration, which require much more. Time rhan is preten- 
ded I could have had from the Time I diſcover d Mr. Sayers; for 
even from his Entry into the Houſe, to the Time of the Accident, 
did not amount; as I'm inform'd, ro more than the Space of three 
Minutes. But 1 did not diſcoyer him before rhe Door gave 
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I wiſh it had been my good Fortune, that the Jury had applyed 
that to me, which your Lordſhip remark'd in Favour of the 
Ladies, that the Matter was fo very ſudden, ſo very acciden- 
tal, and unexpetted, that it was impoſſible to be a Contrivance 
and Confederacy, and unlikely that they could come to a Re- 
ſolution in ſo ſhort a Time: I don't remember your Lordſhip di- 
ſtinguiſh'd my Caſe, as to that Particular, to be different from 
theirs, nor was there Room left for it; for it 1s 1mpoſlible for 
our Lordſhip to belieye, that I dreamt of Mr, $ayers coming there 
at that Time; but on the contrary, I fully proved to your Lord- 
ſhip, that I went there upon another Occaſion, that was lawful 
and beneficial for the Deceas'd; and I had no more Time to think 
or contriye, than the Ladies had to agree, or conlent, 


If any thing could be conſtrued favourably on the Behalf of ſuch 
an Unfortunate Wretch as my Self, I think the Deſign I had ſome 
Time bcfore began, and was about finiſhing that Day, might haye 
taken away all Suſpicion of Malice againſt Mr. Sayers. 


Muſt it be thought, my Lord, that I only am ſuch a Sinner that I 
cannot repent, and make Reparation to the Perſons [ have injured? 
It was not denyed, bur [ ſtrongly ſollicited a Reconciliation berween 
Mr. Sayers and his Lady; and if this had tended to procure me an 
eaſier Acccſs to Mrs. Sayers, it would haye been ſuch a Matter of 
Aggravation againſt me, that it could not haye eſcap'd the Re- 
mark of the Counſel againſt me, nor the Sharpneſs of the Proſecu- 
tors preſent in Court; with both I tranſafted, and to both I ap- 
peal'd, particularly ro- Mr. Notr, to whom but the Day before the 
Accident I manifeſted my Deſire of having them live together 


again: And therefore, my Lord, it ſhould be preſumed I labour'd 


to be reconciled, ' and not to reyenge my ſelf on Mr. Sayers. 


Your Lordſhip, I hope, will obſerve ſo much in my Favour, that 
it was ſo far from being a clear Fa& in the Opinion of the Jury, 
that they ſate up all Night, and, believing there was no Malice at 
that Time, told your Lordſhip, they intended, and were inclinable 
to find it Man-ſlaughter; and doubting the Legality of the Warrant 
to find it Special, 


I hope this will touch your Lordſhip's Heart ſo far, as not to 
think me ſo ill a Man, as to deſerye what the beſt of Chriſtians arc 
taught to pray againſt, a Sudden Death, 


I confeſs I am unprepared; the Hopes of my being able to make 
a Legal Defence, and my Endeayours therein, Lat taken up my 
Time, which I wiſh I had better employ'd, I beg Leaye to aſſure 
your Lord(hip, upon the Words of a Dying Man, that as none of 
the indire& Practices to get or ſupreſs Keikace were proyed upon

His Account, &&c. 


Dward Bird, Gent. condemn'd for the Murder. by him corgmit- 
ted on the Perſon of Samuel! Loxton, a Servant in Vir. Seed- 
wel”s Bagnio in Silver-ſtreet, in the Pariſh of St. Fames We/t- 
minſter, on the 25th of September laſt. 

This Mr. Bird, aged about 27 years, ſaid tro be born of wealthy 
Parents at O/d Winaſor, was well brought up by them, who gave him 
a Chriſtian and Gentleman-like Education. They put him eariy to the 
Care and Inſtruction of the late Reverend Dr. Busby, Maſter of Heſt- 
winſter School ; and thence, when pretty well advanc'd in his Learning, 
remov'd him to Eztox College. After ſome ſtay there, they finding 
his Inclination was to ſee the World abroad, fitted him our tor his 
Travels ; and then he niade a Tour in Fraxce, and went allo into 

» &c. Whea he had {pent ſome time abroad in foreign Countrics, 
and ſeen variety of Things (which, whether. he improv'd aiid made 
g00d uſe of, or no, 1 ſhall leave to the Judgment of others) he return'd 
into England, and not long after had a Licutenant's Commiſlion in the 
Regiment of Horſe- commanded by. the Lord Marques of Wirche/er. 
Beſore this, he had in a great meaſure, given himtelf up to a vicious 
Courſe of Life; and his evil Inclinations growing ſtronger in hin, 
he+at laft abandon'd himſelf ro aY manger of Lewdneis and Debauche- 
TY ; the Conſideration whereof I put cloſe to him, endeavouring to 
bring him to,a due Senſe and true Repentance of his palt Follics. 
And here I put him in mind likewiſe of his ill Uſage to a Virtuous 
Gentlewoman he formerly married, defiling the Marriage Bed, &c. 

While I. was laying theſe things, apd many more of a tiginous nature, 
before him, and telling him, that the World abroad rung of, them, he 
deny'd theth not ; but ſaid, he was not. guilty of Mwdg, the Crime he 
ſtood 'condemn'd tor ; and that, as to other Sins, he had begg'd Pardon 
of 6D for them, avd did not doubt of his Mercy. Many private 
ts Chambe and. DireQions'l gave him, and offer'd ro pray by him in. 


his' Chamber, which I did when he gave me leave ; but very oiten he 
defit*d me to ſpare thax part of my Service, becauſe he was very buly, 
was to writs Letters, cxpeted Company, and ſuchlike frivolous Ex-

_ 4\ the rime he was under Confinement in Newgate, 1 cou!d nat per- 
:wade him to come to Prayer, and hear the Word of GOD in the Cha- 
p<1, which he might have had an Opportunity to do twice every day for 
the moſt part of that time; which was between the 26th of September 
laſt and this Day of his Execution. . And the Reaſon of his ſo long Con- 
finement before he was brought to his Trial, is this. 


When he ſhould have been try'd at the Seſſions held in the 0/d- bailey in 
O#ober laſty he pleaded he was not ready for tys Defence, and ſo his Trial 
was put off ro the next Sefſions, to be held in the Month of December then 
following: But before that time came, he falling ſick,and the Phy ſicians, 
who viſited him, making Afttdavir, that he was not in a fic Condition to 
be remov'd out of his Chamber, the Court did again defer his Trial to 
the Seſſions beginning on Thurſdey the 1 5th, and ending on Moxday the 
19th of Faxuary laſt. Then he was arraign'd, try'd, and convicted of 
Murder, -and accordingly receiv'd Sentence of Death. 


After this I repeated my Viſits to him, and defir'd to have been more 
frequent than before in them; but 1 found him always ſo. buſie, ſometimes 
in Writing, and at other times with Company, that I could hardly have 
any Opportunity 'to ſpeak to him of his Future State. Nevertheleſs 1 
engeavour'd to prepare him for his great  and' for a better Life, 
by perſwading him fincerely to repent of all the Sins he had committed 
in this, and earneftly to pray 'for GOD's Pardon and Mercy, through the 

nfinite Merits of CHRIST : Which if he did not now he had time for 
ir, I defir'd him ſerioufly to conſider what might become of him to all 
Eternity- To this be feem'd rqgive a little Attention; but ſomething 
coming into his Mind which he faid he maſt do preſently, he defir'd me 
to leave him ; ſaying, he would ſend for me another time, when be was 
at leiſure. Accordingly he did, but when I came to him, I found he had 
not ſeat for me to pray by him, or diſcourſe him about Divine Matter 
but only to ſhew me the Draught of a Paper which he faid he bad 
prepar'd by the help of a Friend, and which he intended to publiſh. 
Upon this, after I had (as he defir'd I ſhould) read it, | rold him plainly, 
rhar the Drift of that Paper, being to inſfinuate he had not Juſtice done 
him at his Trial, he muſt not think that the World would believe him 
to be ( as he endeayour'd to appear”) innocent” of the Murder he was 
condemn'd for. 


| Having freely declar'd my Mind to him in this Matter, and that ac- 
cording to. my Judgment (who was art his Tryal, from the beginning to 
the end) I thought him juſtly convifted of rhat Murder; and that 1 
would adviſe him to reflett upon cone but himſelf, who would cergai 
ly (if he did Imparrtially conſider the thing) acknowledge his Guile, 
and repent of it. Ar tfiis he Icem'd to be uneaſiez bur told him, | 
That though I was very unwilling ro offer afiy thing to 4 Gentleman: 
rhat might grate upon his Spirir, or be unacceptable to him ; yet ir was 
my Duty tro make his Sins as odious to himas Tcould, in order ro bring 


him to a- juſt Abhorrence and Deteſtarion of them ; adding, That ad

would pleaſe to confider the vicious Steps that had led him to this barba- 
rous Crime, he would' find abundance of Sins { beſides this) torepent of ; 
which he mu't do before he cy'd, or elſe be eternally undone. To this 
be faid bur little, and fo I left tiim for that time. 


When I came to him after wards, ſometimes (if it was in the Morning) 
he deſir'd me ro come in the Afternoon: And if in the Afternoon, to 
come the next Morning ; ſo he did induſtriouſly endeavour: to trifle a- 
way his Time, and ſet aſide all Thoughts ot his approaching Duſlolution- 


On Saturday laft | exhorted him to come the next day to theChapel,and 
apply himlelt entirely ro holy Meditation, Prayer, and hearing the Word 
of-GOD with due Attention and fincere Devotion; but.} could not 
perſwade him to come, nor indeed art this rime to let me pray by him ; 


he alledging, his Head was fo full of orber Matters, that he could nor. 


mind any thing ele, and thoſe other Matrers (which related ro his Tryal) 
were contain'd in a printed Proof of a Paper (not that before mention'd) 
which be thew'd me, and which he faid he was now correQing, in order 
to be put to the Prels., * 


Yeſterday being the Lord's Day, 1 viſited him in his Chamber, and 
did the like this Morning ; when underſtanding that he had the Night 
before took a Doſe of Poiſon, and after that ſtabb'd himſelf in ſeveral 
places, I rold him, that | was forry to hear he had added Sin to Sin, 
by attempting ro commir a freſh Mgrder, and that too upon himlelt : 
_To which he reply'd, That be did not think it a Sin, becauſe he was to die. 
Whereupon | endeavour'd to make him ſenſible he had no Power over 


his own Life ; and, that by this he put himſelf in danger of carrying his - 


Guilt unrepented of into another World. 


As there was all along great Endeavours us'd.to. fave his Life;. ſo 1 


obſerv'd to him, that nenher the Sollicitations of his Friends, nor his 


own Attempts upon” himlelf, were able to prevent GOD's juſt Judg: 
ments againſt Murder, &c. . 


At the Phace of Execution, whither he was this Day 
carry'd in a Mourning-Coach, I attended him for the latt 
time ; and when he was remov'd out of that Coach, 
( wherein he had ſtay'd about an Hour with his Vother 
after his Arrival there ) I pray'd with him in the' Cart, 
gave him ſome Exhortations, ſung a Penitential Pſalm, 
made him rehearle the Apdſtles Creed ; and then within 


him that Life he had made Profeſhon to believe, I retir'd 
from him,

Humbly Sheweth. 


HAT the Beginning of laſt Summer, being the Year 1736, it was in- 
ſerted in the common News-Papers, that one Thomas White, as he called 


himſelf (fince known to be Caſey) committed a Robbery in London, 

on Mr. Godde, the King's Sadler, and was taken in the Fa, and was, 
upon a Commitment of Thomas De Yeil, Eſq; his Majeſty's Juſtice of the Peace 
for the County of ry ordered to Newpate; hodeve, by the Aſſiſtance 
of ſome of his ſuppoſed Accomplices, was reſcued from the Officers who were 
conveying him thither. 


SOON after this, your Repreſentant (having been educated in Phyſick, juſt 
arrived from Foreign Parts, being on a Journey tranſafting his private 
Afﬀairs (happening to be art Canterbury (by a Paragraph in a common News- 
-Paper) was feizd by a Conſtable at a publick Dinner, on Suppoſition that 
your Repreſentant was therfaid Caſey, the Perſon before-mentioned to have been . 
accuſed .of Felony,, andwas immediately hurried away before the Mayor of 


the Town, and by him forthwith committed to a Goal and Hand cuffed. 


THAT your Repreſentant not being able, as he was then Two hundred anu 
ſixty Miles from the Place of his Nativity, and from any Friend or Acquaintance 
whereby to get Bail, or to give that Satisfa&tion which was inſiſted on, ſo was 
obliged to ſubmit himſelf to the Hardſhips of a Priſon, though no poſitive, or 
even circumſtantial Proofs, was given againſt your Repreſentant, bn merely 
that he was Caſey, becauſe his Dreſs, in ſome Lheatfure, anſwered to the Repre- 
ſentation given of the ſaid Caſey in a common News-Paper. 


ACCORDINGLY Mr. Gray, then Mayor of Canterbury, forthwith gave 
intelligence to Juſtice De Ye/ in London, who had ordered the ſaid Caſey to New- 
gate ; whereupon the ſaid Juſtice ſent down a Meſſenger to Canterbury, who was 
ſo vile and preſumptive to ſwear, that your Regrctentant was the ſaid Caſey 
that was reſcued, as above” related, though your Repreſcntant produced , his 
Pocket-Book, Letters, £c, to prove the contrary, which was all the Teſtimony 
he, under his then Circumſtances, could produce. 


WHEREUPON, by an Order from the Mayor, your Repreſentant was 
remanded back to Goal, upon the falſe Aﬀidavit made by the Meffenger ſent 
by the ſaid Juſtice, and conveyed through the City, both his Hands Ironed be- 
hind him, attended with a very numerous Mob, and treated with much greater 
Hardſhip and Rigour than or” Arg being immediately loaded with Irons, fet- 8 
tered, and hand-cuffed, and denied the Uſe of Pen, Ink, and Paper, and con- 
fined in a dark, diſmal Dungeon, for the Space of fifty-ſix Days; but then ob- 
tained Liberty to diſpatch Letters (firſt communicating the Contents of them to 
the Magiſtrates of the Town) to his Friends, in order to convince the World of 
the fatal Miſtake to him that had been made, and of his real Innocency. Ac- 
cordingly your Repreſentant ſent a Letter to a Gentleman, his Friend, in London, 
who immediately, on Receipt thereof, went to Juſtice De /*i/,. the Magilſtate 


who bad commited the ſaid Caſey, and gave him ſuch convincing Reaſons, that 
your

your Repreſentant was pen, rage confined, as induced the ſaid Magiſtrate to 
write with his own Hand to Mr. Gray, then Mayor of Canterbury, where your 
Repreſentant was impriſoned, with an Account of the ſatisfaftory Relation he 
had receiyed, and adviſed him to ſet your Repreſentant-at Libergy, Acgordingly 
this Gentleman, your Repreſentant's Friend, took Coach and cathe down forth- 
with to Canterbury, with the Letter from the ſaid ag era hoping to Teleaſe 
your Repreſentant ; but the Mayor, &c. paring. ens etter might be a Forgery, 
or Stratagem, to reſcue again this ſuppoſed Felon from the Hands of Juttice, 
detained the Gentleman, the Bearer, likewiſe, for the Space of two Days, until 
an F xpreſs came from London, from Juſtice De Fil, 'to the contrary. | 


THAT in this miſerable and deplorable Condition your Repreſentant was 
confined in a dark, diſmal Dungeon, loaded with Irons, for the Space of fifty- 
ſix Days, as aforeſaid ; and then, by Advice, obliged to remove himſelf (by 
Habeas Corpus) to the King*s-Bench-Bar at Weſtminſter (at his own Expence) 
where he was juſtly and honourably acquitted. | | 


THAT your Repreſentant, by this expenſive, cruel, and barbarous Conkine- 
ment, is totally deprived of Means whereby to obtain Reparation in a judicial 
Manner (being intirely ruined, and reduced to the greateſt Extremity and Want 
ſo that he has no other Means at preſent whereby to ſubſiſt, or to be reinſtated

'A T the Seſſions, which began at the O!d-Bayly, on Friday the 7th 

. of this inſtant September, was condemn'd, (with 17 other Male- 

factors) Matchias Brinſden, of the Pariſh of St. Anne Black- 

fryars ;, for that he, onthe 16th Day of Fuly laſt, did mortally wourd, 

and Murther, Hannah Brinfden, his Wife ; by giving her (with a Knife 

of 7 Inches in Length) a Wound under the Jeft Pap, of the Length 

of one Inch, and about: the. Depth: of :6 Inches; under which mortal 

Stroke, ſh? lay in Agony for one Hour, without Power to ſpeak, ar 

ennn Ping one of bringing her to an_ untimely End, and then 
expired, BCAkAaQc.ccomr- wade. 44 

Fhis MalefaQor being a conſiderable Time under Confinement before 

his Tryal, and the Exclamations of the Town being ſtrong and violent 
againſt him; I was defir'd by a great Number of People, to take a peculiar 
;Regard of hjs Soul,” his Death- being as certain; as his! imprifonment : 
ZAccordingly,- I ſent for him to the Chapel, obſerving he abſented him- 
ſelf, but he made an Excuſe not to be there; - upon my repeat- 
ing and ſending to him, the Meſſenger told me, and ſaid he was 
brought up according to the Way of the Roman Catholicks, and 
had nothing to do with our Chapels, Parſons, or Prayers: But this, I 
believe, was only to prevent his being forced to the Chapel, rhat he 
might indulge himſelf in Sloath- and Idleneſs: The* afterwards, 
he deny'd that ever he declar'd himſelf a Roman Catholick, or 
| & much as ever ſpoke 'to the Meſſengers I ſent. 

However, during; the whole Time that he lay before Condemnation, It 
never once appear'd at Prayers; when he was upon his Tryal, it was 
* thought remarkable, and a Token of a Savageneſs and Barbarity of Na- 

ture, that, inſkead of throwing bimſelf upon the Mercy of the voy F

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inſtead of deſiring Death rather than Life, with Remorſe of Conſcience, 
Inſtead of burſting out into Tears for the Lois of the Partner of his Bed, 
' his Joys, and Griefs ; he inſiſted on trifling Allegations; ſaid his Wife 
lov'd Brandy and Geneva, difobey'd his' Commands, and would not be 
eaſy to live as he livd; making a Remark, that the Surgeon muſt ſwear 
falſely, in aſſerting that the Wound was 6 Inches deep, when the Knife 
produced in Court, was not 6 Inches long. ; 

After his- Condemnation, he being at Chapel, 1 examin'd him, and 
Tax'd him with having fo little reguard for his Soul, which muſt fo af- 
ſuredly make its Appearance in another World, in ſo ſhort a Time: He 
anſwered, That he trembled at the Thoughts of an avenging God, but 
not the more, for having ended bis Wife's Days, which was accidental : 
At the ſame Time, he took hold of my two Shoulders, turn'd me round, 
' twiſting his own Body in a very ſtrange Manner, in order to explain f6]- 
ly to me the Way in which he perform'd the Murder, his Wife (be ſaid) 
being puſhing violently by him, that ſhe might force her Way to the 
Brandy- Shop, near her Houſe, where (he ſaid) ſhe continually went. 

The Sunday, immediately follawing the Condemnation of him, and 
the other 17 MalefaBorr, I preach'd to them, from the enſuing Text 
of Scripture, taken out of the Pſalms. 

Blood-thirfly and deceitful Men, ſball not Jive out half their Days. 

In cofifidering the Words, we apply'd our ſelves particularly, to Mar- 
thias Brinſden, and Anne Morris (dead) who was convidted for the Mur- 
der of her Female Baſtard Child. | 

Firſt, We explain'd the Nature of Murder, 1. According to the Ns- 
tural, 2, The Jewiſh ; 3. The Chriſtian Law, proportionably ſtronger. 
by Nature *tis unlawful, as 'tis injuring Society ; as *tis r--bbing God of 
what is his Right and Property ; as *tis wronging the S/2m of the $atis- 
faQtion of Eating, Drinking, Talking, and the Light of the Sun, .which 
he had a Right given by the Creator to enjoy; Andas it is ſendinga Soul 
naked, and unprepair'd to appear before a wrathful and avenging Deity, 
without Time to ſay (with Cumpoſure) Lord have mercy upon me a Sin- 
ner / bs. 23s | . | . 

Secondly, we conſidered the particular Caſe of Parricide, and all Mur- 
ders of Relatigns\ eſpecially ;. the Mutherer of a Wife; the Parent to a 
Man's own Children; the Perfon he once Lov'd, ard choſe out of the 
World to be the Companion of his'Days, and to live and dye with bim; 
one who had ſo long ſhared his. good Fortune and his Bad; had brought 
lim, with Pain "and *Angvifh of * Travel, ſeveral Tokens and Badges of 
Aﬀe&ion) ; thoſe' Bleſſings that ought ro be Ike Olve Branches round 
about his Table; to embrew the Hands in ſuch Blood, muft be double 
Murder, as it murders not only the Perſun Slain, bur kills the Happi- 
neſs of the Children left. deprives them of Bread, 8nd forces them up- 
on Poverty, and wicked ways of getting - a' Maintenance, which of- 
ten terminates in an 1gnominious Death, ©

During this Sermon, and another Preach'd by another Clergyman af- 
terwards, Matthias Erinſden, behaved himſelf no way Indecently ; yet ap- 
pear'd ſomewhat Serenc and Compos'd, as if he was no ways aſham'd be, 
fore Man what he had perform'd, or afraid before God. He complain'd 
of the prodigious Crowd of SpeQators in the Chapel, who were moſtly 
there, hi feared, to n.ake Remarks and Triumph over his Misfortunes 
and Calarhities, ; 

Soon after this, I took him to Diſcourſe with, into a private Clo- 
ſer, where | ask'd him, how be could bathe his Hands in the Blood of his 


Wife, who was bis own Fl-ſh, and we are told, no Man,ever yet hated his ' 
own Fleſh? What induced him to pierce that Breaſt that had once thought ſo, 
kindly of lim as to wed him? How he could wiſh to ſee that Face Puls in 


Death, in which' he bad once delighted ins To this he an\{wer'd, that he 
was as Innocent of Guilt as the Child unborn ; that his Wife was Jovial 
and Gay, with four or five Wonien at his Houſe that Evening when he 
went home, was Free and Merry with them for a conſiderale time z The 

going away, he took a narrow ſharp Knife, (which he uſed in his Buſs. 
neſs) in order to cut ſome Bread and Cheeſe; his Wite enquiring if ſhe 
muſt feed on Cheeſe and Bread at Noon, and alſo, at Night; he asked her 
if ſe was ſo Nice, fhat ſhe covId not digeſt what he and his Children 
did?

! R. Stevhen Lynch being ſworn, ſaid 
he firft knew the Priſoner at the 
Bar aboat the Month of Fine loft, 
ard became acquainted with him by 
means of ,Dr. Marphey. About the 
Month of April laft, ſaid he, 1 
came into England from Flanders ; 
at my Arrival in £#npland I met 
with Dr. hey, that was my 
Acquaintahtice ſeveral Years before, 
who met me and told me he had 
ſome particular Bofineſs ro tell me, 
and defir'd me ro meet him ar Cooper's Coffee-houſe in Corn ill, 
where | met him ; ahd he told woe that materill Things were 
ating in the Kingdorti in order to a Riſing, and if I wonld 
be of the Party, he would recommend me to a Gentleman 
that hid the Management of it: I ask'd Time to confider of 
It, and in two or three Days time IT told him that T was re- 
ſoly'd to be of the Party. I frequently told him I was impa- 
tient to know who the Gentleman was that I was to be re- 
commended to; abont the Month of Yiine” be toſd te 1 
ſhould go with him to his Lodgings, which were at the ap- 
per End- of Chancery-lane, right over-againſt the White- Hart. 
About the Month of Fune we went to the Lodgings of Mr. 
Layer : Mr. Layer was at home, and defir'd us to go to the 
Griffin Tavern in Holborn and he would meet vs there; we 
went, and in a little while Mr. Lyyer came to ns, and then 
Dr. Murphey told bim that I was the Gentleman he had ſpoke 
to bim of Mr. Layer was glad of my Acquaintance, and 
told we that he had had ſuch a ffrong -Recommendation of 
me, that he was fully fatisfy'd in me ; and then he held a 
Diſcourſe about a Riſing that was to be in the Kingdom in fa- 
your of the Pretender, and that it would be back'd by agreat 
many of rhe _ and the Guards, and ſeveral other Gentle- 
men.

, Aﬀrer this the King's Council proceeded to acquaint the 


- Court, and the Jury, with what —_ in Eſſex, and asked 


Mr. þ when he wept out of Town with Mr. Layer : To 
which Mr. Lynch auſwered ; My Lord, I was at Mr. Layer's 
Houſe the Day when the Biſhop of y 9p 0nd was ſent to the 
Tower ; he ask'd me, if I would ride abroad with him the 
next Day to take the Air ; I conſented to it, and came the 
next Many to his Hoaſe ; and Mr. Leyer asked me if 1 
mounted with Furniture: I told him no; but that I had a 
double Barrel ces gh ages which if his Servant would car- 
ry, woald do as well. then deſired me to go and ſtay for 
him without Aldyate, and get my Gun ready loaden, for he 
had that about him which he would not -loſe for any thing 
in the World. I went and ftaid till about ten or eleven a 
Clock, when Mr. Layer met me, and gave the Gun to his Ser- 
vant to carry. On the Road he told me, we were going to 
my Lord North and Gray's, whom he was very well acquain- 
ted with, and that he would recommend me to him as a Friend 
of his. When we got to the Green Man, be told me, we 
had better go in and dine there, becauſe Dinner-time would 
be over before we could ger to my Lord North and Gray's 
Whilſt Dinner was getting ready, we had ſeveral Diſcourſes 
on the ſame Subject, of the Uneaſineſs of the Nation, and its 
Inclination to a Revolution, and how to bring it about ; upon 
which, he pulled a Paper out of his Pocket, and gave it-me 
to read the latter Part of it. I remember ſome Lines of ix; 
which was, in general, to invite the Nation to an Infurre&ion ; 
and to ſhake off the Calamities and Miſcries they endared 
under the preſent Miuiſtry, And it was mentioned io the 
ſaid Paper, that the Earl of Cadogan was aftually in their Cu- 
ſtody ; thereby encouraging the Army to revolt, with an Of- 
fer of three Guineas to every Horſeman and Serjeant, and t5vo 
Guiner:s to every Corporal and Serjeant, and one Guinea to 
every common Soldier, to be paid immediately on their joir- 
ing the Party, and a Promiſe of farther Preferment. I read this 
our of the Paper in Mr. Layer's Hance, and accocding to cur 
Ducourſe, I t!,»aght it might be his wricicg ; he produced 18. 
Being asked this Queſtion by the Lord Chief Juſtice, 
You ſay you imagine, from ſome Diſcourſe between you, ihat 
it was bis Hand writing, <vbat Reaſon was there, in all 
his Diſcourſe, that induced you to think ſo? He anſwered, 
He talk'd of it as being of his own making ; beſides, there 
were ſeveral Interlineations, Daſhings out, and Interlinea- 
tions afterwards, He was very well ſatisfied and ealy as to 
me, and ſaid, he could wiſh that he could bring Matters about 
ſo, as that I could have the ſole DireCion of ſeizing ſome of 
the Miniſtry, and namely, my Lord Townſbend, my Lord Car- 
terett, and Mr, Walpole. He ſaid, when the Defign was pur in 
Execution, the Army would declare in their Favour, and they 
would ſend a ſtrong Guard to take care of the King's Perſon. 
Being asked this Queſtion by Mr. Att. Gen. How to take care 
of the King's Perſon? What was you to dv? he anſwered, No- 
thing but to ſecure the Kiag's Perſon ; by what he told me, 
it was for the Pablick Good of the Kingdom ; that they did 
not mean, nor had they any Deſign on the King's Perſon, 
but only to keep him in Security from any Inſult. He told 
me there was a Scheme laid on that Foot, of which I told 
you the firſt Step was to ſeize the Earl of Cadogan, and then, 


"according as the Army came over, to take care and ſeize the 


King's Perſon ; and he thought the proper Time to put this 
in Execution, would be at the riſing of the Camp in Hyde- 
Park : To this I made ao Objettion, only ſhew'd my Uneaſi- 
neſs at the long Delay ; upon which he told me, if I could 
think or nine, \ any Thing more proper, that I ſhould do it. 
After chat we rode toward Epping, and went to my Lord North 
and Gray's; and there Mr. Layer introduced me as his Friend. 
We Raid there all Night, and dined there the next Day. In the 
Evening we came away in Company with another Gentleman 
that I did not know ; but we talk'd on the Road abour the $- 
tuation of my Lord's Houſe ; and Mr. Layer told me, he had re- 
commended me to his Lordſhip; as his particular Friend, and 
ask'd me how I lik'd him. I don't remember that he called 
him by any other Name but Afy Lord. When he ask'd my 
Opinion of him, and how I liked him, be only called him 
my Lord North and Gray ; he only ask'd me bow I liked my 
Lord North and Gray. We had ſome Talk about the Perſon 
that was to have the chief Command, but he never named 
the I was to command the Party that was to ſeize 
my Lord Cadogan, Another time I went to my Lord Nersb 
and Gray's, w I found Mr. Layer, and expreſs'd to Mr. 
Layer the Uneaſineſs I was in at the long Delay, and that I 
was afraid our Hopes would vaniſh ; and told him, if Things 
were not ſoon put in Execution, I would withdraw my ig 
Mr. Layer bid me not be uneaſy, Things might _— be

other Time he told me, that the Declaration which he had

——_ There was nothing mentioned of the Pretender in 
it, b-x thathe had thought fit ro put it now in the Preten- 
4 Name. I was to m_—_ particular Orders for the 
<xecuting m wr - from that Nobleman, who was to a& as 
General tm this ir. I don't recolle& he was ever named 
by Mr. Layer ; be told me, that the Declaration was after- 
wards put in the Name of the Pretender. He recommended 
me to my Lord North and Gray as one of his particular 
Friends. We talk'd indifferently ; we diſcours'd nothing of 
the Revolution at that Time: He told me he had given the 
Declaration to a Nonjuring Minifter to get printed, and had 
iven twenty Guineas for taat Purpoſe. I was not acquainted 
ore with my Lord North and (5ray, he introduced me as 
one of his Friends. I know when Mr. Layer was firſt taken 
up, but I can't recolle& how long before that I had been 
with him. I firſt became acquainted with Mr. Layer about 
Fumne. I told you about the Declaration, and aboat my Un- 
eafineſs, and that he told me Things would ſucceed ſooner 
than I thought for. He told me ſeveral times, when I was fo 
irreſolute and uneaſy, faith he, don't you be nneafy ; rather 
than all ſhould fail, I will tir up and be a ſecond Maſſinelle. 
Being ask'd this Queſtion by Mr. Weft. Had you any Con- 
verſation about the taking up of any Perſon? he efived, 
He only told me at that Time, that if the Nobleman at the 
Head of Afﬀairs ſhould be taken up, every thing would be 
quaſh'd. That Nobleman was not taken up at that Time. 
My Recommendation to my Lord North and Gray was only as 
a Friend of Mr. Layer's, to paſs away the Time in Summer. 
This is the Subſtance of what Mr. Lyn:b give in Fvi- 
derce, in Anſwer to the Queſtions which were put to him by 
the Court and by the Council for the King. After this Mr. 
Hungerford and Mr. Kertleby, of Council for the Priſoner, ex- 
amined Mr. Lynch, and this Queſtion was propoſed to be as- 
ked bim by Mr. Kettlebly.

the Blood of many Peeple, Then he was asked the following 
Queſtion by Mr. Kettleby : I think you ſay the firft rime you 
were introduced into this Gentleman's Company, the Priſo- 
ner at the Bar was at the Griffin Tvern in Holborn, and that 
he then told you he had great Defſtgns in hand ; and thar 
there was an Infarre&ion defign'd, and they wanted a Perſon 
of Reſolution to ſeize 2SVtneral : This, -- ſay, was the firft 
Time that ever you ſaw the Priſoner at the Bar. How came 
you to have that Share of Confidence in a Man that, you ne- 
ver ſaw before? To which he anſwered, I rold you I was in 
Diſcourſe with Dr. Murphey a you many Days and Weeks 
before I ſaw Mr. Layer; I told you how every Day I faw 
him, and always diſcoars'd about the Inforreftion, and how 
he told me then that he would recommend me to a Man that 
bad the Management of the greateſt Part in this Aﬀair ; and 1 
ask'd every Day when I ſhould be introduced to him : He 
told me the Time was not come yet ; but when it was a pro- 
time, he woub1 introduce me.

We have been concerned 
w Afﬀairs together, I can't ſay exaQly the Time, how long I 
was at the Green Man with Mr. Layer, whether we were there 
an Hour or two ; we had ſomething dreſs'd for Dinner, 
and the Matter was diſcours'd of by ns re Dinner.

tween the Uſe of a Right, 
WF and the Abuſeot it, ] he 
Former is the Privilege ot 
Every Freeman, in a Free Country : The Latter is the 
Reſult of a Diſpoſition, determin'd to ſerve 1ts own 
ivate» Purpcles by the Help of this Noble Privi- 
K and join'd with a Cipicity of doing ir in the 
mck dextrous Manner. In our own Country, All 
Civil Freedom it felf ſubſiſts in the higheſt Degree, 
by that very Freedom of Speech, which olten, through 
Miſtake or Malice, attacks Thoſe who protect it. 
Liberty of finding Fault, is in a peculiar Scnle the 
Birthright ot Britiſh Freeborn Subjz<Gs. Nor ſhall it 
ever be any Argument with Me, to oppreſs or ſlifle 
this Liberty, that it is abuſed. Nay, It it ſometimes 
becomes Exorbitant Licentionſneſs ; I will no more ad- 
mit This Exorbitance to be a Reaſon for taking it 
away, when it happens not to pleaſe or ſerve&he Per- 
ſons, or the Cauſe, to which I wiſh well ; than I will 
plead for cutting cut Men's Tongues, becauſe They 
talk too freely of what -T'hey underſtand nothing of. 
If any thing be found fault with, let it be detended, 
if it can. If it can't be defended, let ir go on to be 
found fault with. The Cure of what is Evil it, all 
this, (except in Caſes of the higheſt Immediate Ma- 


- _ to the State,) is only to lie in every Man's 


own Breaſt. And it he has Conſcience, or Honour, or 
Innate Probity, He will naturally govern his Liberty 
by that Cgmmen Goed which ought to be his Aim. 
Tf He kas neither Conſcience, nor Probity, nor Un- 
derſtanding ; Yet, let not a Common Right ſuffer, 
through the Ungorernable Iniquity, or Undiſtin- 
guiſhing Weakneſs, of Particular Perſons. Freedom 
of Speech, or the Liberty of the Preſs, (which is only 
a Conveyance of that Speech to Multitudes whom 
the Voice cannot reach) often does Miſchief. This 
1s certain, Bur let Ir be once taken away, under 
what Pretence ſoever ; and how much greater Miſ- 
chiefs muſt follow ? All the Miſchiefs, cf Darkneſs 
in the Intelleftual World, of Baſeneſs in the Moral 
World, and of Slavery in the Political Wor:d. Where- 
ever this Liberty has been w holly oppreſs'd ; in rhye 
Countries, Every Species of 'True Freedom has ben 
oppreſs'd , - and lies buried in, the ſame Grave 
with it. Wherever Ir has becn rouch'd, the Evils I 
have now named have in proportion advanccd carer 
and nearer : and whenever it ſhall again be touch- 
ed, They will again advance; and with Them the 
Hazard of * Every thing valuable in the Ratiozal or 
Civil Lite of Man. And methinks, Thoſe who are 
unwilling this Noble Privilege of finding fault ſhould 
be loſt from the Earth, ſhould, for the ſake of their 
Darling Right it ſelf, keep "Themſelves within ſuch 
Bounds, and under ſuch Reftrictions, as that there 
may be ſome Appearance of Decency, «nd now and then

He ſtands indicted by the Name of Chriſtopher L ayer, 
late of the Variſh of St, Andrew's Holborn, in the County 
of Middleſex, Eiq; For that he, &c.—— Upon this In- 
dictment he hath been lately Arraigned, and thereunto 
bath pleaded Nor Guilty, and for his Trial hath pur himi- 
ſelf upon God ard the Country, which Country you are. 
Your Charge is tro enquire whether he be Guilty of this 
High Trealon, in Manner and Form as he ſtards Indicted, 
or Not Guilty. If you find him Guilty, you ſhall en- 
quire what Goods or Charrels, Lands or Tenements he 
had, at the Time of the ſaid High Treaſon committed, 
or at any Time fince. If you find him Not Gailty, you 
ſhall enquire whether he fied for it. If you find 
that he Cid fly for ir, you ſha!l enquire of his Goods and 
Charcels, as if you had found him Guilty.

The Indictment further (ers forth, Thar the ſaid Chri- 
Nopher Layer, to perfect his (aid Treaſon, on the ſaid 25rh 
Day of Auguſt, at Layton: Stone aforeſaid, maliciouſly and 
traiterouſly did raiſe, levy, and retain ſeveral Men, to the 
Jury unknown, to take up Arms and levy War within 
this Kingdom, againſt our laid Sovereign Lord the King. 

Thar the ſaid Chriſtopher Layer, to perfe& his treaſona- 
ble Purpoſes, on the ſaid 25th Day of Auguit, at Layton-Stone 
aforeſaid, rogerher with divers other falſe Traitors, to the 
Jury unknown, did falſely, maliciouſly and rraiterouſly 
Meer, Confpire and Agrepg, to Take, Seize, Impriſon and 
Derain in Cuſtody the Sacred Perſon of our ſaid Sovereign 
Lord the King, againſt the Duty of his Allegiance, againſt 
the Peace of the King, his Crown and Dignity, and againſt

The Indictment being thus opened, Mr Serjeant Pen- 
gely ſpoke as follows, 


May ir pleaſe your Lordſhip, and Gentlemen of the 
Jury ; the Priſoner at the Bar, Mr. Layer, comes now 
to be Tryed before you, for a wicked and dereſtable Con- 

ſpiracy againſt the Perſon of his Majeſty, and againſt his 
Government; and this, in Favour of an Arrtainted and 
_ Prerender ; a Prerender whom the Priſoner him- 
ſelf has abjured in Words, and ought to have renounced 
in his Hearr. F 

Mr. Serjeant then took Notice of the Charge of High 
Treaſon, contained in the Indictment againſt rhe Priſoner, 
for Compaſſing and Intending the Depoſing the King, and alſo 
his Death and Deſtruttion, and of the five Particular Facts, 
or Overt AAs, laid to prove that eraiterous Imagination and 
Intent, and which the Priſoner put in Execution, in order 
ro bring ro Effect his Treaſonable Purpoles, and proceeded 
as follows, 


Gentlemen, Ir is unneceſſary, when theſe Facts are 
opened ro you, to acquaint you, that an Atrempr of this 
i 5:0 if it had ſucceeded, would have been the Sub- 
verſion of the preſent Happy Eftabliſhment, and the Pro- 
teſtant Succeiſion, ſo often confirm'd by the Conſent of 
the whole Nation, and the only Security of your Reli- 
gious and Civil Rights and Liberties ; they would all 
have been expoſed ro the Arbitrary Power of a Popiſh 
Faction, under the Tyranny of the Pretender. , 

Gendemen, Having ſaid this ro ew the Nature of 
the Offence ; we (who are Counſel for bis Majeſty) 
ſhall proceed ro lay before you the particular Evidence 
againſt the Priſoner at the Bar; Gentlemen, we have 
been fo fortunate as ro diſcover, and ſhall produce before 
you, the very Plan itlelf, upon which theſe Conſpirarors 
proceeded, and which was to be put in Execution, 

We fhall produce the Plan under the Priſoner's own 
Hand Writing, and ſhew his ating correſpondent to thar 
Plan, and in the Execution thereof ; this Plan is a com- 

lear Scheme of a Treaſonable Inſurcection, if that may 
G called Compleat which tends ro utrer Deſtruction ; 
for if rhe ſeveral Parts therein contained had been exe- 
cured, it would have been a total Overturning of the 
Government and Conſtitution, 

Bur you may obſerve a Regularity going thro' the 
whole Scheme. | 

The Place of Action, and the Scene where this Con- 
ſpiracy was firſt to be put in Execution, was in the Ciry 
of London ; and tho' in the Plan ir (elf the Day is nor 
mention'd, yer we iall ſhew to you, by the Prifqner's 


own Declaration and Diſcovery, the Time Wheii it wet 
to be executed ; ir was at the breaking up of the Cam: 
of his Majeſty's Forces in Hyde Park. 

Gentlemen, The Plan contains a Diſpoſition of ſeveta 
Officers, who were appointed ro their particular Station: 
and were to be ſupply d with Men deſigned ro be procured 
for the Execution of this Plan ; and, as the Confpirators 
hoped to debauch part of the Army, theſe Officers were 
ro be diſpoſed at ſeveral Places, to receive the private 
Men, who, to the Number of abour Two Hugdred (to- 
wards the Evening of the Day agreed upon for Execution) 
were to go fingly our of the Camp, without their Arms; 
that they mighe more eaſily paſs without Obſervation, 
and were ro be collected rogether at a Place of Rendez- 
vous appointed them, 

Gentlemen, From the Management of the Conſpiracy; 
and the Method they had raken to carry ir on, and the 
Hopes they had entertained, the Confſpirators concluded, 
they ſhould have that Number of two hundred Men ready 
in one Body, to be commanded: by proper Officers, ro 
make the firſt Atrempr, ard the firſt as i | 

Ar the Place of Rendezvous they were to be ſupply'd 
with Muskets ready loaded, and to receive their Arms, 
which were to be diſtribured -ro them a lirtle before rhe 
Hour of Nine; at which Hour exactly, they were to 
march directly ro the Tower of London, (as the Plan pro- 
poles, and as the Priſoner agreed and declared) where 
rhey might expect ro be admirred, by the Help and Agi- 
ſtance of their Friend, the Officer upon the Guard ; and 
as ſoon as they had enter'd, they were ro ſhuc up the 
Tower Gares, and ſcize the Arms. 

Their General was to make his Stand in Perſon at the 
Royal Exchange ; at the (ame time, it is dire&ed by rhe 
Plan, and was conſulted upon, and agreed by the Prifo- 
ner himſelf, they were to attempr to arreſt the Perſons of 
ſeveral Great Men ; and although the Plan doth not name 
the Perſons, yer the Priſoner hath explain'd ir fully, and 
from his own Mouth we ſhall prove, who the parcicular 
Perſons are, thus intended ro be ſeized. 

A Declaration was to be diſperſed ro excire People to 
come in to the Rebels; The Gates of the Ciry of London 
were to be ſhut up, and Cannon bronghr down againſt 
them : They were then to fer a Guard over the Bank 
bur 4n the firſt Place, they were to take out Money ſaffici- 
ent to pay their Men, ſuch as they hoped would appear in 
their Intereſt : Their ſeveral other Parties wv ere to ſecure 
the Artillery in the Camp, the Guns in the Privy Garden, 
rhe Cannon and Ammunuion near the Horſe Guards in St. 
Fames's Park, 

Theſe were the firſt Operations : Bur to finiſh this Vil- 
lainous and Execrable Defign, atthe Time the Tower was 
ſeized, and the Ciry in Arms, they were to ſend a De- 
rachmenr to Seize the Perſon of his Majeſty ; and this they, 
exprels'd in their Plan to be, For the (ecuring his Perſon 
from the Mob, Bur our King was to be delivered ro 
their General at the Tower, and to be pur under his Cu» 
ſtody. Thus the Life of His Majeſty was to be in their 
Power. 

After this, there are ſeveral other Diſpofirions of Offi- 
cers, and other Perſons, in order ro Excite and Carry on 
the Rebellion : Some were to appear in Tothil{ Fields, 
ſome in Southwark, who were ro give Arms ro the Min- 
ters ; ſome ar Greenwich, to engage the Watermen, and 
ſeize the Magazine and Powder there, and Others ar other 
Places. 

Gentlemen, You will find in this Plan a Preparation to 
make an entire Conqueſt of the Cities of Londen and 
IV/:ſtminſter ; upon which the Conſpirators hop'd the reſb 
of the Kingdom would declare for the Pretender : And 
there is one particular Proviſion in the Plan, Thar as they, 
proceeded here, and found Succeſs, the General ſhoul

ties of England, to give Intelligence of their Progreſs, and 
to i thole, who they look'd upon to bois aka Ine

leave to inlift upon that, as ſong er: 
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n the Inditment, of his Conſulting and Conſpiring ro 
raiſe a Rebellion and Inſarrection in the Nation, and ro 
ſeize the King's Perſon, 

Gentlemen, Upon this Plan, which the Priſoner ar the 
Bar had thus furniſh'd himſelf with, you will find, on the 
Examination of our Witneſſes, that he conſtantly acted ; 
he declared for, and promoted the Execution of the prin- 
Cipal Parts of ir. 

Gentlemen, The Witneſſes we ſhall call, who were en- 
Raged with the Priſoner at the Bar in this Deſign, are 
Stephen Lynch and Matthew Plunkett, (which laſt had 

a Serjeant in the Army) with whom the Priſoner 
- Conſfulred, and whom he engaged in this deſperate Ar- 
rempt ; and we ſhall call ſome other Witneſſes to confirm 
ſeveral Circumſtances in their Evidence, 

Ms. Lynch is a Perſon the Priſoner might have reaſona- 
ble Hopes of engaging in this Service : He had been for- 
merly acquainred with one Dr. Murphey, who (I am in- 
ſtructed) was in the Rebellion that broke our in the Be- 
ginning of His Majeſty's Reign : Mr. Lynch having been 
abroad, and abſent for ſome time, return'd inte England 
in April laſt : Upon his Return, Dr. Murphey, his old 
Acquaintance, meets with him, bids him welcome to 
England, and tells him an Afﬀair was going on by which 
he might make his Forrune, and adviſes him not to go 
out of England : That there was an Intention to riſe in 
favour of the Pretender, whom he call'd his King, and he 
would rake care to recommend Mr. Lynch to a Perſon 
who had a grear Parr in that Afﬀair. 

Mr. Lynch having ſuffer'd before, and run a great Ha- 
zard, wa$tunwilling immediately toenter into any Engage- 
ment, bur propoſed, Thar if he could have ſufficient En- 
couragement, and what he expected as a Reward, he 
ſhould be willing r6 ſtay. Some time after Dr. Murphey 
introduces Lynch *> the Priſoner at the Bar: The firſt 
rime they mer, I think, ir was the Beginning of Fune laſt, 
they went to the Priſoner's Lodgings, which were then ar 
the upper End of Chancery. lane ; and he being abour to re- 
move his Goods, deſired them to go to a Tavern hard by, 
the Griffin Tavern in Holborn. To this Place the Priſoner 
at the came, where Dr. Murphey preſented Lynch to 
Mr, Layer, as the Gentleman Dr. Murphey ha before re- 
commended to him ; Mr. Layer receiv'd Mr. Lynch at 
art that rime with great Civility, and tells him, that the 
Recommendation he had received of Lynch from Dr. Mur- 
pho, made him nor to doubr of his Integriry and Ability. 
Then they entred apon a Conſuiratien as to the Carrying 
on of this Deſign ; Mr, Layer introduced it with repre- 
ſenting an Uneaſineſs in the Naticn in general, and how 
fair an Opportunity there was to bring abour a Revolu- 
tion : Bur Mr. Layer rells him, chat one of the Firft and 
Principal Steps, was to ſeize upon a General, or other 
Great Man, \(which you will obſerve is one part of 
the Scheme); and npon Dr. Murphey's Recommendation 
of bim as a Fir Man for that Service, Layer propoſes ro 
Lynch to undertake it, Ar this rime Lynch acquainted 
Layer with the Difficulties he had been in, and that an 
Afﬀair of this Nature would rake up ſome time before ir 
could be pur in Execution, and he conld nor well engage 
in it withour ſome farther Encouragement, and a Reward 
in Money, in order that he might live eaſy and well while 
he ftaid here, Upon that, the Priſoner at the Bar pro- 
miſed him Supplies of Money for his Subſiftence, and 
Expences, Whar ſhould be neceſſary, beſides furure Re- 
wards ; and in purſuance of that Promiſe, Layer hath ſe- 
veral times ſupplied Lynch with Money, to engage him 
more effectually in this Deſign, and ro ſupport him in ir, 

By theſe Aſſurances Lynch was prevailed upon, and then 
agreed to enter into this Conſpiracy, and to take upon 
him the Parr therein that ſhonld be ſignified to him, 

Gentlemen, The Priſoner did not then make a full 
Diſcovery of the Perſon that was to be ſeized ; bur they 
were to meet again, as they did, abour the latter End of 
| Fune, ar the ſame Tavern : There rhe Priſoner diſcloſed 
ro the Witneſs the parricular Perſon who was deſigned 
ro be firſt ſeized. He acquaintrs the Witneſs, that the 
Perſon he (tbe Prifoner) intended ar rheir former Meer- 
ing, and whom he deſigned the Witneſs ſhould ſeize, is 
the General of the Army, the Earl Cadogan; and Lynch 
was to find our ſuch other Perſons as he could rely upon, 
for the afliting in, and effecting that Enterprize, where- 
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unto Lynch agreed. Layer then acquainted him what 
Steps were alreatly made in the Conſpiracy, and thar 
rhey were to be headed and commanded by a General, 
who had Wir and Courage ard Reſolution, and who was 
ſupporred by a great many Friends, who had full Power 
and Authority from the Pretender (whom he called King) 
ro act, and who was intruſted with a Commiſſion as his 
General, and whoſe Orders Lynch was to obey. 

The Prifoner and Lynch had ſeveral other Meetings, 
ſome art 'the Griffn Tavern, and others at the Priſoner's 
own Houſe in O!d Southampton Building, where the Pri- 
ſoner always encouraged Lynch to perlift in the Under- 
taking, by aſſuring him, that all Things went on well, 
and that the Deſign was ſo well laid, that ir could noc 
probably miſcarry: Thar they ſhould be atlifted by a 
great many Officers, as ſoon as any Motion was made, 
and that the Common Soldiers would declare upon rhe 
firſt Opportunity ; and being ask'd by Lynch, whether 
they had no Foreign Afiftance to depend on ; the Priſo- 
ner anſwer'd, When we begin the Buſineſs, we ſhall nor 
want Relief, if requifite. Ar one of thele Meetings the 
Priſoner revealed to the Witneſs, Thar, upon the Riſing, 
the Tower would be delivered up to them, by means of 
an Officer, who was to be upon the Guard there on 
the Day of Execution ; and that the People in the Mine 
in Southwark would come in to them ; who, and all others 
that ſhould repair ro their Parry, ſhould have Arms de- 
livered to them ; and that the whole Deſign ſhould be 
pur in Execution at the Breaking up of the Camp, which 
would be the moſt proper Time for the ſpeaking with the 
Soldiers in the Army, 

Bur at a Meeting they had, ſome tire in Auguft, ar 
the Queen's Head Tavern in Great Queenſtrezt near Lincolus. 
Im Fields, Lynch complaining ot the Delay in purting 
rheir Deſign in Execution} and repreſenting the Danger _ 
of ir, and withal prefling ro know his intended General and 
Commander, the Priſoner gave him great Encouragement” 
from the good Proſpect of their Afairs, and the Vigilance 
of the Nobleman at the Helm, who would loſe no Op- 
porruniry, when a convenient Time flrould offer ; and 
promiſed the Witneſs, thar he ſhould be preſenzed to this - 
noble Perſon in due time ; from whom Lynch ſhould 
receive his Orders, or Commiſlion for executing his Parr, * 
and entring upon his Enterprize, 

And accordingly, upon the Twenty fourth Day of 
Auguſt, Mr. Layer invites Lynch to' ride our of Town 
with him the next Day to rake the Air, which Lynch 
comply'd with ; and on the Twenty fifth of Auguſt in the 
Morning, Lynch went to the Prifoner's Houle, who ap- 
pointed Lynch to go before, and to ſtay without A/dgare, 

Ar tharTime the Priſoner asked theWirnets, wherher he 
mounted with Furniture or Piſtols? who an{wering, that 
he did nor, but that he had a Double: Barrel Fowling- 
Piece, which the Priſoner's Servant might carry ; the 
Prifoner directed him to ger his Piece ready *loaden, be- 
cauſe he (Layer) ſhould carry ſomerhing with him, which 
be would nor loſe for all the World. Ernch and the Pri- 
ſoner met without Aldgate ar eleven before Noon, and 
the Priſoner's Servant carried the Gun, and they rode ro» 
gether rowards Epping in Eſſex, which was the Place they 
were going 19, 

Upon the Way as they proceeded, Mr. Layer told the 
Witneſs, thar they were going to the Houſe of the Lord 
North and Grey, where he wonld preſent Lynch to hig 
Lordſhip, as a particular Friend of his (the I_— 
When they came ro the Green Man at Layton-S!oney at r 
Entrance upon Ep:ing Fore#t, the Priloner fan, ir mighr 
be beſt ro ear ſomerhing there, becauſe rhey ſh9uld be roo 
lare for the Lord North and Grey's Dinner ; and accordingly 
they ftopr ar rhis Houſe ro dine. | 

Gentlemen, you will hear from the Wirne(s, that at 
this Place, the Prifoner and Lynch had another Conſulra- 
tion, wherein xhete was a Repetition and Confirmation of 
the whole Deſign and Conſpiracy. Ar this Green Man, in 
your County, Gentlemen, you will find every principal 
Part of the Conſpiracy, winch was ro be execuied, Con- 
ſalred upon, and Agreed unto by them Both : The Time 
and Manner of the Infurrection, the Preparations making 


for ir, the Aſſiftance to be provided and expected from 


the Army, from many in the City of Lon4on, and from the ' 
Generality of the Nation, as was rhen {uggeſted 3 The 
Seizing 
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Seizing the Earl Cadogan as the firſt Step, and the Sur- 

rizing the Tower in the Manner mentioned in the Plan, 
bh che Help of the Officer upon the Guard ; and then 
they proceeded ro Confider and Approve the moſt daring 
and execrable Parr of the Plan, which was then expreſly 
repeated by the Priſoner, The making a ftrong Detach- 
ment to ſeize on His Majeſty's Perſon. 

The Priſoner then declared his great Satisfaction, in 
baving engag'd a Perſon of ſuch Courage and Conduct as 
Mr. Lynch, in the Arremprt of ſeizing the Earl Cadegan ; 
and hkewiſe named the ſeveral other Great Men, hinted 
at in the Sceme, whoſe Perſons were to be ſeized, and of 
whom he had made up his ColleQtion in purſuance of the 
Plan; and then expreſs'd his Wiſhes ſo ro bring Matters 
to bear, that Mr. Lynch might likewiſe bave- the fole Dt- 
retion of Apprehending the Perſons of ſome of His Maje- 
ſty's Miniſters, the Lords Townſhend and Carteret, His Ma- 
jeſty's Principal Secretaries of Stare, and Mr. J#/a{pole, Firſt 
Lord Commiſſioner of rhe Trealury. : 

Theſe Perſons, moſt immediately intruſted in His Ma- 
yy Service, were in the firſt Place ro be ſcized, in order 
to facilirare rhe Defign, ard ro make it ſuccelsful, By 
this Means the Conſpirators were tro weaken His Majeſty's 
Power of Defending Himlielt, wben they bad deprived Him 
of his General, who was to Command and Conduct His 
Army; of His two Secretaries, who were to Maintain 
and Carry on His Intelligence ; and of the Firſt Commil- 
ſioner of His Treaſury, who was to take care for. His 
Supply. 

| 4 Nis Place rheſe Things were debated and confidered 
herween them : Mr. Lynch then again complained of rhe 
long Delay, and wiſhed that the Aﬀair might be carried 
on with more Expedition ; The Priſoner thought no Time 
ſo proper as the Breaking up of the Camp, when they 
might be ſupplied with Soldiers; yer he was willing 10 
hear any Propoſal from Mr. Lynch, and defir'd Mr. Lynch, 
that if he could think of any ſpeedier Method, or better 
Scheme, to ler him know it : Burt the Witneſs was nor. 
c#able to le any way more proper, than what had 
heen agreed upon the Foor of the Plan, as it had been ex- 
plained by - 10 pg himſelf, and therefore Mr. Lynch 

in 


tlemen, Ar that Time, and art the ſame Place, the 
Overr-AC laid in the Indictment, of publiſhing the trea- 
ſonable Writing, was committed ; which was a Declara- 
tion framed in the Hand-writing of the Priſoner, to be, 
publiſhed immediately on the firft Breaking our of the 
Conſpiracy, to excice the King's Subjects to take up Arms, 
and ro enter into a Rebellion againit Him ; and that ir 
might have an Influence on the Army, where rheir Hopes 
were placed, it took Notice, that the King's General was 
Seized, and in their Cuſtody. 

In this Declaration particular Rewards are promiſed ro 
the Horſe and Foot in the Army ; different Allowances are 
made, To every Horſe-man and Serjeant Three Guineas 
Two Guincas ro every Corporal, and One Guinea to eve- 
ry Common Soldier : All had Promiſes of Encouragement, 
Favour, and future Reward, 

Gentlemen, after this was read, the Priſoner put his De- 
claration up into bis Pocket again ; and afterwards (as he 
acquainted the Wineſs) he himſelf made an Alteration 
therein ; ir containing at firſt a General Invitation ro Re- 
volr, but was not directed in the Name of any particular 
Perſon; therefore the Priſoner thougbr fix afterwards ro 
alrer it, (as he inform'd Lynch) and to make it in the Name 
of rhe Pretcnder, as King. 

Gentlemen, Though their Hopes and Expectations were 
founded on Corrupring and Debauching the Army ; 1 men- 
tion It only as it was their Expectation and Defivo, with- 
our any Impuration on the Honour or Fidelizy .of the Gen- 
rlemen of the Army : Bur Perſons who undertake an Af- 
fair of this Narure, arc always forward to expt& that their 
Deſigns will be ſucceſsful. 

This, Gentlemen, which I have mentioned to you, which 
will be more fully and particularly given in Evidence to 
you, againſt rhe Priſoner at the Bar, was Tranſacted ard 
Commairted in the County of K/&x. 

My Lord, This will be Evidence of moſt of the: Overt- 
Acts alledged in the Indictment in the County of Eſſex ; 
but we ſhall confiem this Evidence by the Contefion of the

Priſoner, prov'd by rwo Witneſſes, in whoſe Preſenay he 
acknowledged the ſeveral Facts, which wil be cz 
upon him in -the Cornty of Eſſex, by the Teſtimony, of 
of Mr. Lynch; and Thall make Proot ot otbes OvernARts 
in the County of Middleſex z for it was impottible a De- 
ſign ſo exrenfave ſhould be confined to one or wo particu» 
lar Places within the ſame County : _ Their Conſuirauons 
mult be transferr'd from Place ro Place, as Opporturuty of- 
fered, and as they thought moſt conducave io the Puzpote 
rhey were engagcd in. 

But the Facts 1 have laſt mentioned, were rranfatted, 
Gentlemen, in your County. Atter rhe Pritoner and Mr. 
Lynch had (ertled theſe Affairs art the Green Men, they weat 
ro the Houſe of my Lord Nerth ard Grey at Epping : They 
ſaid there all Night, and dined there the next Day z the 
Witneſs was introduced and preicated to his Lordthip by 
Layer, and was civilly received and entertain d ; and the 
Priſoner at the Bar, as he and Lynch returned home, ask«d 
the Witneſs how he lik'd bis Lordihip; and affar'd Mr. 
Lynch for Encouragement, that he had greatly recom- 
mended him (rhe Witneſs) to his Lordſaip. 

The Priſoner and Lynch met a ſecond nme at the Lord 
North and Grey's Houſe, where Lynch declared he would 
withdraw himſelf, if Things were not. put in Execution 5 
To which Layer reply'd, That they would be ioones pur 
in Execution than Lynch imagined. 

Gentlemen, You may perceive, by thts Evidence, the 
Priſoner's Explanation of the whole Scheme, ard his Ex+ 
ecution of ir, ſo far as was in his Power; tho, bleſſed be 
God, theſe, or any farther Atremprts of this kind, have 
not hitherto prevailed. » 

The Priſoner proceeds farther ; and the next Wuneſ* 
who will be produced againſt him, is one who had bee 
a Serjeant in the Army, Matthew Plunkerr, Plunkets ba* 
been formerly acquainted with the Priluner, and done 
him a piece of Service ; he was made uſc of to reſcue 
ſome Goods, when they were taken in Executicn, at the 
Houſe where Layer lodged, which was the beginning ok; 
their Acquaintance 2 This, wich ſome orher Recommen- 
dations from Perlons engaged in this Defign, iuduced the 
Priſoner at the Bar to make Offers to him, as you will hear 
from the Witnels. es 

In June 1722, another. Perſon of the ſame Name, one 
Fames Plunkett, was directed by Mr. L:yer to go ro To 
Serjeant Plunkett, and defire him ro meer Lazer at the 
L:alian Coffee-Houle in Ryfſel-Courre, The Wirneſs. could 
not at that Time, ar leaſt did nor think it proper to 
to- the Place appointed; but a Day or two after, Mr. 
Layer meets him in Lizcolns-Inn Fields, and takes him 
aſide under a Gate-way near Turn-ſt:le: Layer then told 
P/unkett, he would inforgy him of a Matter that would 
be of great Advantage and Benefit co him ; there Layer lex 
him into this Conſpiracy, and engaged the Winels-in ity 
not only by affurance and promile of. Reward, bur. by 
actual Reward and Money giver him and. ta induce and 
ro encourage Plunkett the more, Lazer acquaimed.,hims 
thar+ there were feveral Perſons of great Eftazes, who 
were relolved to reſcue themſelves and the Nation from 
rhe Calamities and Slavery that they then endured ; and 
that they intended ro bring about a Revolution, and reftore 
their King the Precender ; Pluxkert objected, that the Pre 
render was a Papiſt; bur the Prifoner reply'd, There-was 
no Diflerence berweem a Papitt and a Lutberan King, anc 
therefore, that ought to make no Impreifion upon Plan 
kett, to hinder him in joining to bring in a Papiſt. 

The Pritoner enquired of Plunkett, whether he had nc 
an Acquaintance in the Army, with ſome Officers, an 
with the common Sol.liers z and then engaged P/uwnhets t 
levy what Perlons he could in their Service ; and whe: 
the: Witneſs told Layer be knew twenry: or thirty Serje 
ant9 in the Army, proper Perſons to be apy!y'd-ro ; the 


Priſoner gave Plunker DireRions ro make Application xe | 
them, and to have them enroll'd ; and at that Meecing the 


Priſoner gave the. Witneſs Money for his Encouragement - 
and as they had ſevecal other Meetings after this, ro pro 
vide and levy Men, che DircQtion and Employment give 

by Layer to the Wirnets, was, 1 take care ww fied or 

their Lodgirgs, and to make Lifts of the Men, of. the. 
Names, and Placcy' &t Abode, that they might be; reads 
upon Norice. | v2's 
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The Priſoner not only em 
and jnroll as many as he could ger ; bur gave bim Money 
for*one particular Perſon, one Child, who had ſerv'd in 
the Army, and who was recommended to Layer by Plun- 
kere, "as a Perſon that had been diſoblig'd, by having been 

rurnd out of the Service; Layer himſelf gave Plunkert 
half a Guinea, for to give to this Perſon, to engage him 
in this Conſpiracy, which Plunkert accordingly paid Child ; 
Layer likewiſe ordered Money at other times to be given 
to Plunkett ; and at one time particularly acquainted him, 
© tbe had lefr a Guinea with one Fefferies, a 
on-juring on, to give him, who had given Plunkere 
bot half a Guinea, F , " 
The Priſoner at * the Bar, to encourage Plunkett, ac- 
quainted him with the Perſons whom Lajer expected to 
Join in this Conſpiracy ; and ask'd rhe Witneſs his Opinion 
of ſeveral ; the Witneſs will tell you the Names of the 
, and whar Anſwers he gave ; particularly, that 
Layer ask'd him, What he thought of the Lord Nerth and 
Grey, for an Officer to be at their Head? The Witneſs 
anſwer'd, Though he had never ſerv'd under him, he 
look'd upon his Lordſhip as a great Man. 

They bad Meetings at ſeveral times, when Layer in- 
 form'd him, thar things were in a great Forwardneſs, rho' 

was not yet a time to pur their Deſign in Execution ; 
bur it went on ſo well, that it could not miſcarry ; that 
the Duke of Ormond was to come with a fingle Ship, with 
fome Otfhcers ; and that the Deſign had been diſcovered 
ro the French Ambaſſador, who had given lntelligence 
thereof to his Majeſty, or elſe the Afair had been done 
before that rime. 

This Plunkeee was employ'd, from time to time, 
to prepare Liſts of, and to colle& and inrol fit Per- 
fons ro go on with this Deſign; and particularly a 
Number of Serjzants, about Twenty Five, being diſmils'd 
from the Army ; the Prifoner engaged Plunkett to go im- 
mediately ro rhoſe Perſons, and..take care to ſecure 


Theſe traiterous Conſuls and Tranſactions 
were in July and Augnſt ; and the Witneſs will acquaint 
you more fully with rhe ſeveral Particulars, There was 
one Encouragement, w hich the Priſoner gave to this Wir- 
neſs, which be did not mention to the other; he rold 
Plunkgtr, there would be an Army of Dutch to come

Gentlemen, Under theſe Encouragements and Promiſes, 
and-with rheſe Rewards, both theſe Perſons, rhe rwo Wir- 
neſles, were engaged by the Priſoner ro enter into, and 
© oh with this Confpiracy. The Priſoner met them ”_=_ 
m-rime to time ; they concerred, and carried on ſuch 
Meaſures as they thought proper to execute this Defign, 


þ npon the Foor of the Plan which hath been mentioned, 
* and will be produced ro you. 


After we have produced the Scheme, and likewiſe exa- 


© mined theſe rwo Wirnefſes, who will give you an Account 
' of the Progreſs which the Priſoner made in rhis Treaſon ; 


we ſhall give you other plain and evident Proof, which 
will demonſtrate the treaſonable Intent of the Priſoner ar 
the Bar, and bis Hopes of Succeſs. 

We ſhall prove that the Priſoner hath been at Rome, and 
by bis own Confefſion that he had ſeen the Pretender, 
and had Conferences with him. 

We ſhall prove, rhat the Priſoner had Blank Promiſſory 
Nores, or Receipts for Money, with the Pretender's 
of Fames Rex, found 
rs; which were remirted to him from 


it an Excuſe, why he had not Money to ſupply ſome De: 
mands, becanſe he had disburs'd fo much. 

This therefore was to be his full Power to raiſe Money, 
rowards bringing the Pretender ro the Throne. 

Befides theſe Receipts, he bad furmſhed himſelf with 
Lifts of the Offcers of the Army, in order ro know rhe 
Situation and Condition of the Army, and to confider 
what Advantage he could make by any of thoſe in the 
Liſts: He had provided himſelf with Lifts of the Officers 
of the Tower, which, we apprehend, was to render the 
Deſign of ſeizing the Tower, when their Friend the Offti- 
cer was on the Guard, more probable and hopeful. 

Beſides this, we have Letters which will be produced, 
that paſs'd berween Sir Wiliam Ellis, an Adberenrt of the 
Pretender's at Rome, and Mr. Layer, by the Namie of 
Fruntaine, (a Name he went by) encouraging him ro go 
on with this Defign : We have the Cypher, and the Ex- 
planation of the Cant Words uſed in thoſe Letters. In 
one Letter El: ſays, the beſt Merhod of carrying on the 
Manufactory, (which is the Inſarrection) is to get good 
Workmen, (by which is meant Soldiers) and particularly 
to gain ſome of the ableſt of Mrs. Barbara Smith's, (by 
Mrs. Barbara Smith is fignified the Army) and this would 
be very agreeable to all concern'd, particularly ro Mr, At- 
bins, (which by their Cypher or Key is a Name for the 
Pretender.) 

And in another Letrer rhere is particular mention of 
Mr. Layer's intended General ; you will find in the Lerter 
an Explanation of him, rbus; that he, who the Priſoner 
in his Letter called Simons, and deſcribed as a Tenant, 
though his Name was not then found in the Renrtall, this 
Writer believed he ſhould be called Simmes, and ſays, be 
is of the North, a grey haird ancient Man, for whom his 
Friend has a particular Efteem and Value, as a very good 
Tenant. This is the Deſcription, and rhis is the Cant thar

” the Cyphers that were found amongſt the Priſoner's 

apers. 

Mr. Layer was not wanting in other P tions for 
this Actempr ; forhe had provided Arms in his own Houle, 
more than he could have Occafion for, as a private Sub- 
jet ; he had ſeveral Muſquers, and other Fire Arms ; he 
had forty or fifty Cartridges loaded with Ballers, ready 
made up for ſo many Diſcharges, which might be deli- 
vered out to the People who ſhould come in to them : 
If he had any uſe for ſuch a Quantity, he will ſhew upon 
w bar Occafion, 

The Diſcovery of the Facts made by the Witneſſes, oc- 
cafioned the apprehending Mr. Layer, in whoſe Houſe 
theſe Arms were likewiſe ſeized. 

Mr. Layer was ſo conſcious of his own Guilt, thar after 
he was apprehended, he made his Eſcape our of the Cu- 
ſtody of the Meſſenger, in whoſe Houſe he was placed ; 
offered a great Reward ro Warermen to carry him off : 
This is a Demonſtration of his Guilt, from the Conviction 
of his own Conſcience. 

Gentlemen, The:e are ſome other Matters and Papers, 
which ir will be proper to offer ro your Conſideration ; 
and moſt of bY particular Fats, which I bave men- 
tioned, or the moſt material of them, bave been confirm'd 
by Mr. Layer's own Confeflion, which he made, upon his 
Examination before the Lords of the Privy Council, And 
when we have laid before you rhis Evidence, as accord- 
ing to my Inftractions we ſhall very fully, I don't doubr, 
bur that you will do your Dury as honeſt Men, 

We don't apply ro your Zeal, as you are Proteſtants 
and Engliſhmen ; bur, upon the Weighr of the Evidence, 
we ſhall appeal ro your Juftice, ro your Oaths, and ro 
your Conſciences ; whether, upon the whole Proof to be 
| aid before you, youwill not remain fully ſatisfied, rhat 
the Priſoner at the Bar is Guilty of rhe High Treaſon 
whereof he ſtands Indicted, and then that you do find him 
ſo. 


Afﬀer this Mr. Attorney-General ſpoke as follows : 


May it pleaſe your Lordſhip, and you Gentlemen of 
the Jury, I am Counſel on the ſame Side for his

by. Overt Adts, are an O of the higheſt Nature 
which the Law takes notice of ;/ but as Imaginations and 
Intentions of Men are ſecret, and can't be diſcovered but 
by their Actions, there muſt be Proot of ſome Fact done 
in order to carry ſuch Intentions into Executign, ro make 
the Offenders Guilry of Treaſon : Therefore in this In- 
ditment five ſeveral Overt Acts are laid; the firſt is, 
that the-Priſoner at the Bar propoſed, conſulted and a- 
greed with divers Perſons unknowu to the Grand Jury, to 
raiſe an InſurreQion and Rebuilion within this Kingdom 
againſt his Majefty ; the {econd, that he publiſhed a trai- 
terous Writing, purporting an Exhortation, Encourage- 
ment and Promiſe ot Rewards, to perſwade bis Majeſty's 
Faithful Subjects ro take up Arms againſt him ; the third, 
that he propoſed, conſulted and agreed to ſer the Preten- 
der on the Throne by armed Force ; rhe fourth, that he 
liſted Men to'levy War againſt the King ; and the fifth, 
that he ropoled, conſulred and agreed to ſeize and impri- 
fon his Mateſty's ſacred Perſon. 

Gentlemen of the Jury, you will readily agree with 
me, that nothing can be more dreadful ro a true Briton, 
who hath any regard to himſelf or his Poſterity, or Love 
to his Country, than the fatal Conſequences that muſt 
have inevitably attended ſach wicked Defigns, had rhey 
been carried into Execution with Succeſs. Suppole a 
Rebellion had been only raisd, what could any Man have 
expected from a Rebellion in the Heart of the Kingdom ; 
bur Plunder, and Rapine, and Murder, a total Suſpenſion 
of all Civil Right; and as long as the Storm had continued, 
a juſt bur terrible Apprehenfion of ſomething yer worſe to 
come 2 This would certainly have been rhe Caſe, rho' 
the Attempt ſhould have been diſappointed at laſt. Bur 
had ir been atcended with Succeſs, had his Majeſty's 
ſacred Perſon been ſeized and impriſon'd, and had the 
Pterender been placed on the Throne, what a Scene of 
Miſery had open'd | A mild Adminiſtration govern'd by 
the Law of the Land under an excellent Prince, arid as 
juſt and merciful as ever wore the Crown, muſt bave 

iven way to Arbi Power all your Eftates and 

| muſt hare bee at the Will of a provoked and 
aborted Uſurper ; Liberty muſt have ow Way to 
Slavery, and the beſt of Religions ro Popiſh Idolatry and 
Superfinion, and this bumanely ſpeaking wichout any 
Proſpett or Hopes of Relief. Nor would theſe dreadfal 
Calamities bave been confined within rhe Bounds of the 
King's Dominiong, for ſhould the preſent happy Eftabliſh- 
ment in his Majeſty and his Royal Family (the chief Bul- 
wark and Support of the Proteſtant Intereſt) be deftroy'd, 
the Proteſtant Religion in general muſt be reduced ro the 
loweſt Ebb, if nor rorally extinguiſhed, 

This is the Nature of the Crime, and theſe ſome of the 
faral Conſequences that muſt have enſued, if rhe Defigns 
charged upon ' the Priſoner by the Indictment had rook 
Edect. Bur whether he is guilty of this great Offence, 
is what you Gentlemen of the Jury are now to try. 

My Lord, *tis my part to open the Nature of the Evi- 
dence thar we ſhall uce, to prove the ſeyeral Overrt 
Adts laid in the Inditment ; and in ftating it to your 
Lordſhip and the Jury, I ſhall follow the courſe of Time 
in which the Facts were done, that the Caſe may be more 


eafily apprehended, and ſhall opery nothing bur whar I 
ieve will be clearly verify'd by Proof. 


his Priſoner. at the Bar, rho' brought up to the Pro- 
fefſion of the Law, and a Practiſer in it, went þeyond 
Sea.in the Year 1720, and ar' the Cloſe of that Year ac- 
cording ro our Srile, or the Beginoing of the Year 1721.

ters are in obſcure and cant Terms and fictirious Names, 
yer by the Help of the Cypher, and from the Natare of 
the Letters themſelyes, it will eafily appear to a-common 
Underſtanding for what ſe they were wrir + This 
Cypher and Lerrers we prove to have been found 
among the Priſoner's Papers, which were ſeiz'd foon after 
his Commitment, and your Lordſhip and the Jury will 
ſee when they come to be read, that notwithſtanding 
the obſcure Terms, and the 'myfterions Expreſſiobs in- 
ſerted ro dazzle the Eye of the Reader, when: .compar'd 
with the Cypher they will be ſo intelligible, that they 
will be a plain Evidence that a Defign was carrying on 
of railing a general Rebellion in fayour of the Pretender ; 
for which purpoſe a Scheme in Writing was prepared, 
which. we ſhall lay before your Lordſhip and the Gendle- 
men of the Jury, that was likewiſe found among rhe Pri- 
ſonet's Papers ; and we ſhall prove ir to be writ with his 
own Hand. 

Nr. Serjeant;Pengely opened the Nature of this Scheme 
very fully, I ſhall nor trouble your Lordſhip with a Re- 
pericion of whar be ſaid 3 when ir comes to be read ir 
will appear to be calculared for a general Riſing, it will 
prove a form'd Defign to ſeize the Tower, ro ſeize Perſons 
in great Stations, to ſeize the Bank, and thet at laſt to 
ſeize the Perſon of the King himſelf, and-0 ſeize bis 
Royal Highneſs the Pribce of Males. This we-/appre- 
hend will be a ftrong Evidence of the Overr Ads laid in 
the Indictment, and will confirm the Teſtimonies of the- 
Wirnefles which we ſhall produce. 

There are rwo Witneſſes we ſhall call to prove the Ov 
Acts laid in the Indictment, they have already been mens 
tioned to your Lordſhip, Mr. Stephen Lynch and I” 
Matthew Plunkett, Mr. Lynch will prove the ſeveral Overt 
Acts laid in the Indictment to have been committed by 
the Priſoner in the County of Eſſex, where this Inditment 
was found ; as alſo Overt Adts of the ſame Nature com- 
mirred by him in the County of "Middleſex; Bur as 'ris 
improper to fall direfly upon the Proof of - thoſe Facts, 
without firſt proving ſome other Fats. by way of Intro- 
duction, as how the Acquaihtance between 'Mr. Lynth 
and the Priſoner at the Bar began, and how they: came 
ro be ſo intimate as to enter- into a Defign' of  rhis Na+ 
rure ; Mr, Lynch will give your Lordſhip and the Jary 
an Account, that there had an Acquaintance 'be= 
rween Mr. Lynch and one © ſurphey eight or fine 
bon ago ; _ they had agrt co cars Rebellion 
which was in the beginning of t.,., Maj ign ; afrer 
that was over Mr. 2nd wing Rr oor - 
there ſome time, and arrived in England: in 4jiril laſt 5 
that their Acquaintance continued, and:1liem Prindi 
were not altered ; Mr. Lynch meeting Dr,'Marphey, 
Murphey (who hath been mentioned ro your Lordſhip on 
a lare Occafion in this Cont, and is not now tobe found; 
bur had a great Acquaintance with the Prifoner-at the. 
Bar) rold him he had ſomething ad zeouk ro commu- 
nicare to him, and appointed a Meeting nexr Moming at 
a Coffechouſe in Cornhit, where i they accordingly. mer ; 
and he og tag then adviſed him nor ro go 'out of England; 
becauſe he had an Opportunity of making bis ne, 
relling him there would be-a general Rifing in Favour of 
the Prerender_ (whom be called King)-and - thar- ir. 
carry'd on by Gentlemen of- Nore and Credit ;; and iff/he 
would accept of tbe Seryice, he would recommend him 
ro one greatly concerned in that Aﬀair j Mr. Eyvch afret 
Confideration agreed ro ſtay —— Afrer ſeverah orber Meer- 
ings berween rbis Dr. Murphey and Mr. Lynch, ar which 
their Diſcourſe generally - rormed upon his ifittended Ric 
fing ; abourche Beginning:of Fune Dr. Murphey.imtodvtced 
Mr. Lynch ro the Priſoner as a Perſon fit ro be: 
in the intended Ergerprize 3 they went ro the G 
Tavern it Holborn ; Mr. Layer | 
Opinion he bad of Mr.-Lynch, 
received of him from ' ſo: good a> Friend as Dr. Murphey: 
They ſoon enter'd upon Bafineſs,, avd che Priſoder, afr6r 
having made a Repreſentation of the Uneaſfinefs of the Nd 
tion in general, ang of rhe fair ranjry- there: was.rÞ 
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bring about a Revolution, ooes to Mr. Lynch to ſeize 
ſome General, ro which rneſs agreed. After this 
they had ſeveral other Meetings, at which their Diſcourſe 
rarn'd upon the ſame SubjeQ of a general Riſing, in order 
to ſet the Pretender on the Throne ; and at one of them 
the Priſoner declared he intended Lynch ſhonld ſeize the 
Earl of Cadogan ; and thatthe Scheme was laid on a ſound 
Foundation, having a great Man at the Head ot Afairs, 
who wanted neither Wir, Courage nor Reſolution, and 
who would be back'd by his Friends. Several other Pro- 
pn were made by the Priſoner tending to the ſame 
z ro all which Mr. Lynch agreed, and they conſulted 
how they might pur thoſe things in Execution. In Fuly 
laſt Mr. Layer went into, the Country for fourteen or fitf- 
teen Days ; and after his Return in the Beginning of Au- 
guſt, in purſuance of what they had concerted, Mr. Lynch 
and he went to view the Earl of Cadegan's Houle, to ſee 
how practicable that Defign of ſeizing him ar his Houſe 
was. Mr, Lynch thought it feafible, but he grew uneaſy 
at Delays, and frequently told the Priſoner that his Cir- 
cumſtarces would nor permit him ro continue here ar his 
own Expence ; therefore ro encourage him ro ſtay, and 
perſevere in the Deſign, Mr. Lazer gave him ſeveral Sums 
of Money, 

My Lord, Upon the 24th of Auguſt laſt, the Priſoner 
and Mr. Lynch agreed to ride our the next Day to take 
the Air ; on the 25th according to Appointment (which 
brings us now to the Overt Acts in the County of Eſſex) 
they rid out together ; the Priſoner thought it proper to 
ride with Arms, alledging that he had things about him he 
would nor loſe for any thing in the World. Upon the 
Road he told Mr Lynch they would go ro Lord North and 
Grey's, with whom the Priſoner had rhe Honour to be well 
acquainred, and he would preſent Mr. Lynch ro my Lord 
as his particular Acquaintance, Ir happened to be roo 
late to ger to Lord North and Grey's by Dinner, whereupon 
they pur in at the Green Man near Epping- Foreſt, which, 
Gentlemen, is at Layton-Stone in your County. Dinner 
not being ready ar their coming thither, they entred into 
Converſation on the former Topicks; and Mr, Lynch de- 
firing to give him ſome Inſight into rhe Scheme that was 
formed, the whole Subje&t marrer of their former Conſul. 
tarions and Diſcourſes were repeated about ſeizing Lord 
Cadogan, ſeizing the Miniſters of State, of gerring part of 
tht Army to declare for them, and for ſeizing the King's 
Perſon ; and theſe rhings were then agreed ro by them. 
Ar this Place ir was, that the Priſoner pulled our of his 
Pocker, and ſhew'd ro Mr. Lynch the traiterous Writing 
laid in the Indictment, which was a Declaration to en- 
courage a general Riſing, writ as the Witneſs believes in 
the Priſoner's own Hand + 'and thar Parr which contained 
the Promiſes of Rewar + be given to the Soldiers and 
other Perſons, to encourage them ro come into their De- 
Ggns, was read by rhe Witneſs; after which Mr, Layer 
rook his Paper away, and pur ir up in his Pocker again. 
My Lord, when they had dined, they went on to Lord 
North and Grey's Houſe, (whom your Lordſhip will hear 
mentioned by the Evidence as the Perſon thoughr on to be 
General in this Undertaking ;) they ſtaid there that Nighr, 
and dined there next Day, and afterwards had a ſecond 
Meeting at Lord North and Grey's, Your Lordſhip and 
rhe Jury will be pleaſed to obſerve, that this Evidence will 
be a full and poſitive Proof by this Witneſs, that the O- 
verr Adts of publiſhing rhis crairerous Writing, encoura- 

ing Perſons to rake up Arms againſt bis Majeſty, of the 
Doobalations and Agreement-to levy War, to fer the Pre- 
render. on the Throne, and to ſeize his Majeſty's Perſon, 
were done at the Green Man in the County of Efſex : 
And _y_ —_—_— mm * ilſh all _ 
Ads laid in the Indi, r (except iſhing the trai- 
terous Writing) were done in the County of Middleſex. 

My Lord, The next Witneſs we ſhall produce, is 
Matthew Plunkett, formerly a Serjeant in ſome Regiment ; 
he had been formerly i with, and had been ſer- 
viceable to.the Priſoner, and was very well acquainted 
with one Fames Plunkett, which Fames Plunkett was a great 
Acquaintance of the Priſoner's: This Fames Plunkett de- 

fired the Witmelſs Matthew Plunkett ro meet the Priſoner in 
. July laſt, at the Falian ſe in Ruſſel-Court, 
which the Witneſs could not comply with ; bur the 
Witneſs met rhe Priſoner the Sunday following in Lincoln's- 
Inn Fields z they were together near an Hour; the Pri: 
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ſoner gave him an Acconnt of rhe intended General Ri- 
fing, and ask'd the Wirneſs if he knew any old Serjeants or 

Idiers who could diſcipline a Mob, agreed with him to 
procure ſuch, mentioned to him ſeveral Perſons fir to be 
at the Head of this Enterprize ; and in order ro make him 
diligent, he gave him at that time half a Crown: And 

oney was not only given him at that time, bur a Pro- 
miſe was made to him of further Rewards. The Priſoner 
having Occaſion to go into the Country, one Jeffreys a Non- 
juring Clergyman, was ſent ro Matthew Plunkett by Layer 
(and this Fact thar 1 am going ro open muſt not be barely 
conſidered as an Act berween Jeffreys and Plunkett, bur it 
will be brought direftly home to the At of Layer himlelf.) 
Feffreys told Plunkett he came from the Priſoner, and that 
he was employ'd by him to go to ſuch as the Witneſs was, 
who were old Serjeants, ro get a Number of them toge- 
ther to diſcipline the Mob, in order to rhe general Riſing : 
The next Day they mer again, and had the like Diſcourſe, 
and Jeffreys gave Matthew Plunkett half a Guinea ; and 
what brings this home to the Priſoner is, that he told 
Plunkett he had left a Guinea with the Non- juring Parſon 
to give him, and ral with him on the ſame Sabje& thar 
Feffreys had diſcours'd the Witneſs before, Bur in ſat 
Jeffreys did not give Plunkett the Guinea, he gave him 
bur half a Guinea. 

My Lord, After Mr. Layer went out of Town, Plunkett 
gave him an Account what Progreſs he had made in the 
Aﬀair, Plunkete told him that he had got ſeveral old 
Soldiers that would bear a part in this Buſineſs : The Pri- 
ſoner ſaid he muſt rake care to keep a Liſt of their Names, 
and the Places where they lived, that they might be in 
Readineſs when rthty ſhould have Occaſion for them, 
And on Sunday before the Priſoner was taken up, he rold 
this Plunkett, that a great many of his Countrymen were 
rurn'd our of the Guards, and ask'd him if he knew where 
they lodg'd; and upon the Witneſs's Anſwer that he did 
not, the Priſoner directed bim to rake a Lift of their 
Names and Places where they lodg'd, that he mighr 
have them when Occaſion required. So that here is Mr. 
Lynch, a poſitive Witneſs as to the Overt Acts in Eſſex, 
Mr. Lynch and Mr. Plunkett poſitive as to the Overt At 
in Middleſex, and their Teftimony confirm'd by the Scheme 
under the Priſoner's own Hand, and other Papers which we 
ſhall produce found among his Papers, which will leave no 
room to doubr of the Truth of their Evidence. Beſides, 
my Lord, the Priſoner being ſeized in September laſt, we 
ſhall give an Account when'he was in Cuſtody of a Meſ-' 
ſenger, lock'd up in a Room two pair of Stairs higb, he 
made a ſhift ro make his Eſcape, gor ro the Water-fide, 
and gor a Sculler to carry him over the River; be aQtually 
gor over the River, bur he was reraken again in St. George's 
Fieldi, and brought back to the Meſſenger, and offer'd 
very confiderable Sums ro the Perſons who rerook him 10 
ler him go. I believe iris hardly ro be imagin'd, a Perſon 
perfectly Innocent would venture to ger out of a Room 
rwo Story high, and in the manner he did, and offer'd ro 
give ſuch a Reward to the Perſons who retook him, to ler 
bim ger off; be muſt be conſcious ro himſelf that he was 
in very great Danger. There were likewiſe found in his 
Houſe Arms more than neceſſary for his Uſe, and whick 
he confeſsd were to be nfſed if there had been a Ri- 


fing. 

Ky Lord, To corroborate the Teftimony of the Wir 
neſſes, we ſhall lay before your Lordſnip and the Gentle» 
men of the Jury, the ſeveral Papers which were found, I 
may ſay, in Mr, Layer's Cuſtody ; I don't fay they were 
actually raken in his Cuſtody, but ir will come ro the 
ſame thing, for he had delivered'them in two Parcels ro 
Mrs. Maſon the Witneſs, whom we ſhall produce, with 
DireQions that ſhe ſhould rake particular of them, 
and they were ſeized in her Cuſtody not long after the 
Priſoner was committed ro the Cuſtody of a Meſſenger ; 
ſhe ſaw every one of them mark'd by the Perfons who 
ſeiz'd them, and mark'd them herſelf : There are not only 
the Scheme and the Cy and Letrers mentioned be- 
fore, bur alſo ten promi Nores: ſubſcribed by the Pre- 
tender ; theſe promiſſory Notes run,

Sollicitations of this Perſon in Town, 
Mr. Coke was: viſited by ſeveral Clergymen in the Country, who endea- 
vour'd to bring him to a due Senſe of his ſad Condition ; publick 
Prayers were put up for him in Bury, as well as in two or three 
Churches in Lo»don ;, but he continued to entertain ſtrong Hopes of a 
Reprieve, till his Agent, who depended upon the Intereſt of a certain 
great Dutcheſs, had wrote him an Account, that his Offence appeard 
ſo deteſtable in the Eyes of the People above, that he was altogether 
unable to prevail for a Reſpite of ten Days only. 

He was npw altogetber confuſed and;dejetted, but as Death began

From the Preſident of Calais 10 Two Gentle- 
men in London, ©. 


Ae&2 Have the honour to ſend you herewith the Preceed- 
ings of the Court of Judicature of Paris, with the 
Sentence given againſt Two of the Fellows who 
aſlafſinated the Engliſh Gentlemen between Calais 
and Boulogne, the 21ſt of September laſt. The Di- 
ligence that has been made ule of in the purſuit and 
diſcovery of them has ſucceeded, neither could they receive a Pu- 
niſhment more ſevere than that which has been inflicted upon them. 


SINCE the Sentence the two condemned Criminals being put to 
- the Queſtion, confeſs'd not only their Guilt of the Robbery and Mur- 
ther of the Engliſh Gentlemen, bur alſo of the Robbery of the Stage 
Coach belonging to Liſle, as well as of the Aſſaſſination of their Land- 
lady and her Nephew at Bernaville, the 17th of September laſt, being 
four Days before they robb'd and butcher'd the Engliſh Gentlemen : 
they have likewiſe declared themſelves guilty of ſeveral other Crimes, 
amongſt which, Peter le Febyre confels'd that he was concern'd in the 
Robbery and Murther of the Meſſenger named Dangers, committed up- 
on the High Road to Charrres the yoth of April 1721. and allo in two 
Robberies of the Diligence or Stage Coach of Lyons, the 28th of April, 
1721, and the 2qth of November 1722, Theſe two Villains have dif. 


covered

covered likewiſe ſeveral of their Accomplices, and have given an exact 
Diſcription of them, which is fince printed and ſent to all the Officers 
of the Marcchayſſees or Sheriffs Officers of the Kingdom, that they may 


be diſcovered cither in their ſeveral Priſons, where 'tis likely they may 
' be detained, or in any other Part where they may be found. 


THESE Two Criminals had their Sentence executed upon them 
the 14th N.S.. of this Month. I am perſuaded, Gentlemen, you will 
be pleaſed to make theſe Proceedings publick, that all Engliſh Travel- 
lers may be informed what Care is taken for their Safety on the High- 
ways of France, by the Rigourus Puniſhment that has been inflicted on 


thoſe Villains who have infeſted and render'd them perilous, I have

Procurator General, againſt Joſeph Bizeau, who had taken upon 


himſelt the Name of Gratien Davanelle, Jeweller of the City of Liege, 
and Peter le Febvre alſo Jeweller, Elizabeth Gotteguin Wife of the 
ſaid le Febyre, Mary Merance Wife of Francis Nicholas Joſette, a ſeller 
of India Goods, John Baptiſt Bizeau Toyman, Adrian Beauſſe Vinter, 
Catherine Moffet Wife of the ſaid Adrian Beauſſe, and Mary Beauſſe their 


Daughter, Anne Turry, Wife of Francis Puget, alias Farcinet, Mary Ca- 
therine Francois alias Catherine Cantas, and Mary Frances Beauſſe Widow 


of Francis Caron Vinter at Beauval, Defendents and Accuſed, 


T HE Court declared that the aforeſaid Joſeph Bizeau alias Gratien 
Devanelle, and Peter le Febyre, were duly attainted, and convicted of 
the Rgbberies and Aſſaſſinations, committed upon the Perſons of the 
Engliſh Genrlemen, and their Servants, named Lock, Seabright, Mont. 
peſſon, Davis, Fitzgerald, and Richard Spindelow, and alſo one named Aer, 
and Lewis Poilet, upon the high Road to Beulogne, between Brighen 
and St. Ingleverd, the 21ſt of September laſt ; And alſo of the Robbery of 
the Stage Coach belonging to Liſle, with armed Force upon the high 
Road, near the Village of Mazincourt, two Leagues and a half from 
Peronne the 19th of November laſt; and of the Aſſaſſination committed 
at the ſame time, upon the Perſons of John Pouillard and Lawrence 
Hennelet, who accompanied the {aid Coach. In Attonement therefore 
for the Crimes mentioned as aforeſaid, and in regard to Juſtice, 
the ſaid Joſeph Bizeau alias Gratien Devanelle, and Peter le Febyre, are 
Condemned to have their Arms, Legs, Thighs, &c. broken upon 
a Scaffold, which ſhall be erefted for that purpoſe, at the com- 
mon place of Execution in the City of Paris: Afﬀer which ſaid 
Execution their Bodies ſhall be put upon Wheels, with their Faces to- 
wards the Sky, there to remain for ſo much time, and as long as it ſhall 
pleaſe God to continue them alive. The Goods acquired by them 
are conhicated to the King, or to whom they ſhall be found to apper- 


B tain,

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tain, ſave to00 Livres which ſhall be taken out of what belongs to each 
of them, to cauſe Prayers to be offer'd upto implore God for he Repoſle 
of the Souls of the ſeveral Perſons aforementioned whom they have 
aſſaſſinated, ana the ſame Sum of 1000 Livres out of each of their 
Effects as Fines to the King, in Caſe the Profit ariſing by Confication 
do not accrue to His Majeſty. And further, that before Execution the ſaid 
Joſeph Bizeau alias Gratien Devanelle, and Peter le Febvre ſhall be put to the 
Queſtion ordinary and extraordinary, to the end that the Truth of the 
Facts reſulting from their Tryal, as well as the Names of their Accom- 
plices may be known from their own Mouths. The dead Bodies, viz. 

that of Joſeph Bizzau alias Gratien Devanelle to be carried and remain ex- 
poſed on a Wheel, upon the High. Road to Calais, and that of Peter le 
Febyre to be expoſed after the ſame manner upon the High Road to 
Perenne. 


THE Court was further pleaſed to order that Sentence againſc 
Jobn Baptiſt Bizeau, Elizabeth Gottequim, Mary Merance, Adrien Beauſſe, Ca- 
therine Moffet, Mary Beanſſe, 4nne Turry, Mary Cath. Francois alias Cath. Cantas, 
and Mary Jean Beauſſe, ſhould be ſuſſpended till afterthe Execution of the 
preſent Sentence; and the Court further direfted that the Warrant iſſued 
out for the eaking John Baptiſt le Febvre, Lamant, Dupuis, 7ojette, Lewis le 
Febvre, and three Women, who palled for the Wives of the ſaid Bamant, 
John Baptiſt t© Febvre, and Lewis le Febvie, Quwnld be put in Execution, 
according to the Indications the Court hath received; and that an 
Accuſation be drawn up againſt them, that they may be proceeded 
againſt, according to the utmoſt Rigour of the Law, Given Thurſday

1n his Shop belonging to his Dwelling-' 
houſe aforeſaid, privately convey a Piece of Silk Handkerchiefs, 
containing the Quantity of two Handkerchiefs, into the Gown of 
Frances the reputed Wife of Fobn Stone, Apothecary in Bowſtreet, 
Covent-Garden, pinned up round the Waſte of the Body of the faid 
Frances, with an Intent to extort Money from the faid Frances, un- 
der the pretence of a felonious taking of the ſaid Goods, (the ſaid 
Frances then coming into the ſaid Shop as a Cuſtomer for buying of 
Goods; ) which ſaid Report (tho? abſolutely falſe) has proved very 
detrimental to the Trade and Reputation of the {aid Walker : That 
the ſaid Walker, in order to juſtify himſelf and Servants, and 'to 
clear his and their Innocency from the ſard fcandalons Report, thinks 
himſelf obliged to publiſh the whole Truth of the Fa, by inſert- 
me the followins Afﬀidavits, ſworn before the Right Honourable 
the Lord Chief Juſtice Raymond; and for a Diſcovery of the Au- 
thor of the ſaid Report, the ſaid Walker doth hereby promiſe a 
Reward of Ten Guineas to any Perſon, who ſhall diſcover to him 
the Author of the ſaid Report, payable by the ſaid Walker to ſuch 
Diſcoverer, upon the Convidtion of the ſaid Author,

Divi! Bridges and Henry Grew, Apprentices to Edward Walker 
at the Queen's-Head and Crown, the Bottom of Holborn-Hill, 
London, Linnen-Draper; Edward Green, the ſaid Walker's Jovrney- 
man; and Flizabeth Walker, Mother to the ſaid Edward Walker, 
do jointly and ſeverally make Oath. And firſt, the ſaid Daniel 
Bridges ſays, That on Saturday the 27th Day of May, 1727. Fran- 
ces Stone, the reputed Wife of Fobn Stone, Apothecary 1n Bowſtreer, 
Covent-Garden, came into the Shop of this Deponent's {aid Maſter, 
ſituate as aforeſaid, and applied herſelf unto this Deponent, (who 
was then behind the Compter of the faid Shop) to match the ſaid 
Frances a Piece of Printed Linnen, as ſaid Frances then deſcribed 
unto this Deponent; and ask'd this Deponent at the ſame time, 
Whether this Deponent had got any South-Sea Handkerchiefs? And

And the ſaid Henry Grew 
and Edward Green jointly make Oath, and ſay, That they, theſe 
Deponents, on Saturday the 27th Day of May, 1727. aforeſaid, 
were preſent in the Shop aforeſaid of their ſaid Maſter at the Time 
of the Felony committed by the aforeſaid Frances, and of her being 
charged with the aforeſaid Felony for the taking of the ſaid Hand- 
kerchiefs by the aforeſaid Daniel Bridges, and his ſearching of the 
faid Frances for the ſaid Goods, which the ſaid Daniel Bridges found 
upon her, and took the ſaid Handkerchiefs out of the Gown of-the 
faid Frances then pinned up round her Waſte, in the Preſence of 
theſe Deponents. And theſe Deponents verily believe, that the ſaid 
Frances did take the ſaid Handkerchiefs privately and feloniouſly, 
and convey them herſelf into her Gown aforeſaid, with an Intent 
to carry off the ſaid Handkerchiefs to defraud theſe Deponents ſaid 
Maſter of the ſame. And theſe Deponents, Daniel Bridges, Henry 
Grew, Edward Green, and Elizabeth Walker, do upon their ſeveral 
Oaths ſay, That after the aforeſaid Felony committed, and the ſaid 
Goods found and taken upon her, and from her, ſhe the ſaid Fran- 
ces had nothing to ſay for herſelf 1n Juſtification of the ſaid Felony, 
but often requeſted to be diſcharged, ſaying, You have your Goods 
again ; crying out, For God's ſake not to expoſe her, ſhe never did 
the like in all her Life, or Words to that Effet. And theſe Depo- 
nents do all further upon their ſeveral Oaths ſay, That the aforeſaid 
Edward Walker was not at home at the time of the ſaid Felony 
committed, but on his Journey to Watford in the County of Hert- 
ford, as theſe Deponents were informed and believe, and that he 
did not return to his Habitation aforeſaid, until Monday the 29th 
Day of May, 1727. before which Day theſe Deponents verily be- 
lieve the ſaid [Walker never heard of, or was acquainted with the ſaid

T is ſhocking to behold the Cruelty ar.d Impudence of ſome People, who, cven 

in a ſtrange Country, by the Natives thereof they get their Living ; yet theſe un- 
grateful Wretches are cver ,belching out their moſt dreadfnal Oaths, Curſes, and Llmpre- 
cations againſt thoſe very People by whom they have Subſiſtance. The Truth of what 
is here ſaid will plainly and evidently appear, by a genuine Relation of the Fights which 
have happened ber ween the Engliſh and [riſh in Shoreditch and Spitr!cfields, which will 
ſet forth in a true Light the Infolence of the Iriſh, who were Agereſſors in this hitherto 
unheard off Ation.: It is hoped that proper Means will be taken by the Majeftrites, 
to quel thoſe audacious Riotcrs, and to put a Stop to their wicked, cruel, and inhuman 
Purpoſes. 6 


Reader with the Occaſion of it, the Beginning of which was as follows, viz. The 

urch at Shoreditch being pulling down, ſeveral Perſons were employed as Labourers, 
to aſliſt the Bricklayers in taking away their Rubbiſh, among which were ſome Iriſh Wea- 
vers, who offered to work at half the Price of the Engliſh, this bred the firſt Dilzuſt 
the Iriſh went at Dinner-time to one Goulding's, an Iriſh Cook's in Shorcditch, where 
they told their Story, at which the Woman of the Houſe wrapt out a great Oarh, and 
ſaid, That ſhe ſhould mind it no more to cut up an Engliſh Man's Heart, than to cut 
up the Butrock of Beef that was before her; ſhe likewiſe encouraged them to proceed 
in the Quarrel, and her Husband told them, he would give them ten Guineas for a Pint 
of an Engliſh Man's Blood. Accordingly on Monday the 26th of this Inſtant about 9g 
or 10 at Night, a ſharp and bloody Battle cnſued, in. which ſeveral were moſt cruelly 
wounded on both Sides, but none were quite killed this Time, The next Day one Fran- 
cis Martin, going through Shoreditch, was met by $ or 10 Iriſhmen, who asked him what 
Countryman he was, he ſaid an Engliſhmen ; upon which they drew out Knives, and 
ſtabbd'd him dangerouſly in three Placcs. 

On Tueſday the 27th of this Inſtant, about the ſame Time, another Battle wa* foughr, 
far more ſharp and dreadful than the other, both Partics being enraged to the higheſt 
Degree, and it would certainly have been by far more fatal, had nor the Traia'd Bands 
of the Tower Hamlets, Conſtables, Watch, exc. put. an End ro this bloody Envagement, 
in which, beſides the Numbers wounded. one Thomas Larkin, a Boy, was hor dcad on 
the Spot. The Engliſh have torn Goulding's Kovle aimoſt to Picccs, and he is tone 
way, as they likewite to the Houſes of ſeveral others. ; 

The tollowing is an Account of the Names of thoſe whoſe Wounds are the moſt de(-

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A ſhort View of the remarkable Difference in the 
State of the Defence made uſe of at the Co- 
roner's Inqueſt, from that which was afterward 
brought and made uſe of at the Old Bailey, in 
Relation to the ſuppoſed Murder of Miſs Be LL 
at Haddock's Bagmo, 


HE point endeavoured to be proved at the Coroner's Inqueſt was, «that 

Miſs Bell did not die of her wounds, but of a violent fever. To 

prove which point, Dr. Smith the phyfician, Mr. Blits the apothe- 
cary, and Mr. Chapman the ſurgeon, who attended her, reſpectively ove 
their evidence ; wherein they all fcem to allow the reality of the w ounds : 
nor does it appear from that evidence that either Dr. Smith, or Mr. Blits, or 
Mr. Chapman, had the leaſt doubt or ſuſpicion of their reality ; but they were 
unanimouſly of opinion that theſe wounds, although tollowed by a gargr one and 
a mortification, were not the cauſe of her death ; upon which the Jary tound, 
that the died of a fever occationed by hard drinking. At this Inqueſt the 
Coroner diſappointed both the Jury and the w itneſles, by not meet ng them 
according to his firſt ſuramons, which he excuſes by faving he did not know 
the day of the month : a circumſtance which probably never Þ- Perc ed * 
any Coroner before fince William the Conqueror's time. And at tis Inquet 
Mr. Holland, although preſent upon the tpot, and earneſtly Citing 11 38 
not admitted to give "his evidence ; and Mit Knig ght, at who#- ti ant &'s hou 
Miſs Bell lodged and died, at Marybone, although fammo. - 0 to. give her 


evidence before the Coroner, was never called in tor that pur” *. - by which 
A means

means the teſtimony of the two moſt material witneſſes to Miſs Bell's repeated 
declarations upon her death-bed was wholly ſuppreſſed, or, at leaſt, was 
never laid before that Jury. 

At the Old Bailey, the ſtate of the defence was, doubtleſs, for good 
reaſons, intirely changed, and four points or fats were endeavoured to be 
proved ; the firſt of which was a moſt aſtoniſhing one, viz. that Miſs Bell 
did not receive any wounds at all. Dr. Smith is here very clearly of opinion, 
that the two ſuppoſed wounds were not really ſuch, but only erruptions or 
ſores, and makes a kind of apology for calling them wounds. Mr. Bliſs is 
now likewiſe of opinion, that neither of them were wounds ; and even aſſerts, 
that only one of them ever had the appearance of a wound. Mr. Chapman 
was not called upon to give his evidence at the Old Bailey ; although a ſur- 
geon who had examined and dreſſed the ſuppoſed wounds, was ſurely a much 
better judge of the reality or non-reality of thoſe wounds, than two Gentle- 
men from an hoſpital, who had never ſeen the deceaſed's body living or dead. 

The three other fats endeavoured to be proved at the Old Bailey were, 
that Miſs Bell was not wounded at Haddock's bagnio and that ſhe was in 
perfect health after the fatal night of her being there, (which however does 
not tally well with her being ſuppoſed, as in the trial ſhe ſometimes ſeems to 
be, to have got her death at that very time, by pouring down Ratafia like 
ſmall-beer ;) and that the was in ſuch good health as to be at Bartholomew- 
fair on the fifth or ſixth of September. 

N. B. The twenty-ninth of Auguſt was the night, or rather the laſt night, 
of the grand debauch at Haddock's. 

Thele three fats are ſupported by the ſeveral teſtimonies of Alexander 
Sexton, Daniel Haviland, Elizabeth Jones, and Mary Aſhmead, all ſervants 
at that Bagnio, whoſe whole evidence is quite natural and in charaCter, ex- 
tremely well put together, moſt ſatisfactory and convincing. There is 
one part, however, of Mary Aſhmead's evidence which I do not underſtand, . 
viz. that women are never let into Haddock's bagnio. The ſingle circum- 
ſtance, indeed, of the four laſt mentioned witneſſes, being all ſervants at that 
Bagnio will, if duly attended to and conſidered, very naturally account for 
Miſs Bell's cries not being heard at the time of her receiving the wounds, in 
caſe ſhe did receive them, and for no marks of that blood being found which 
muſt have been ſuppoſed to iſſue from two ſuch wounds, if they had been 
aQually given. He or ſhe would make a very improper ſervant for one of 
theſe infernal houſes, who could not ſay, with Mr. Speaker Lenthall, © I have 
« neither eyes to ſee, nor ears to hear, nor a tongue to ſpeak, but as this 
<« houſe is pleaſed to dire&t me ;” and the preſumption is very ſtrong againſt 
the probability of an unfortunate girl's meeting with the leaſt aſſiſtance, either 
within doors or without, from the inhabitants of ſuch a houſe, when her re- 
ceiving this aſſiſtance will obſtruct the pleaſures, or may endanger the lives 
or fortunes, of both, of any perſons who have been, and who may be, likely 
to continue to be very valuable cuſtomers to that houſe. 

Mrs. Parker, at whoſe houſe Miſs Bell lodged before ſhe was removed to 
Macybone, and who is ſaid to have accompanied her to Bartholomew-fair, 
was not called upon to give her teſtimony to the truth of this fact; at leaſt it 
does not :ppear that ſhe was ſo called upon. 

The above cited extracts from the evidence given at the Coroner's Inqueſt 
are taken from the pamphlet ſaid to be wrote by one of that Jury ; the truth 
of which pamphlet, fo far as relates to that evidence, has never been pub- 
lickly cont--?iCed. _—_

One probable reaſon for the total change in the ſtate of the defence at the 
Old Bailey from what it was at the Coroner's Inqueſt, very readily occurs 3 
it might not have been thought ſo eaſy to convince a court of Juſtice, as it 
was to convince the Coroner and his Jury, that wounds followed by a gangrene 
and a mortification were not, and even could not, be the cauſe of the poor 
creature's death, who was ſuppoſed to have received them. 

I fix the concluſive night of the debauch at Haddock's to the evening of 
Friday the twenty-ninth of Auguſt, becauſe that date is conformable to the 
evidence of Elizabeth Honeybail, whoſe teſtimony ſeems much more credible 
than the wicked Journal, or Day-Book, of an avowed * infamous Brothel, 
which may at any time be fo eafily adapted to ſerve the preſent purpoſe, be 
that purpoſe what it will. 

God forbid that vice ſhould ever riſe to ſo audacious -a height in this 
kingdom, that an honeſt mind may not with ſafety and freedom expreſs, in 


the ſtrongeſt terms, its contempt, deteſtation, and abhorrence of ſuch houſes 
and their horrid inmates,

nothing in the World ought to be held ſp Sacred 
and Inviojable among Kings and. Soveraigns, as the 
true and exa& obſervation of their Word. He 
thought he ſhould do too great an Injury to his Im- 
perial Majeſty , by believ?ng him capable of viola« 
ring, by ſo horrid an AQ, a Faith he had fo ſolemn» 
ly given, not only to the whole Empire at the Diet 
of Ratisborme , but even to all Europe, for the fe- 
cure Neutrality of a Town, from whence all Chrt- 
ſtendome did expetta happy Calm. 
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It was in that Proſpect, and for ro other con- 
fideratzon”, thac his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty did ful- 
pend his juſt Reſentment of ſuch an Atrewpr ; be- 
og (till willing co give the Emperor time to De- 
clare , thatic was done without his Order, glad- 
ly expecting to fee the Chaltilement he ſhould in- 
fit on the Offeadors, to waſh away the Blur they 
had made on his Reputation , by doing which, the 
Emperor would have made it appear to the 
| World, that his Intention was not to infraft the 

Publick Faith, nar hinder the preſent Negocia- 
tion for Peace. For theſe Reaſons, lis Majelty 
torbore commanding his Ambaſladors away from 
Gologne, though the Neutrality of that Town, fo 
lately violated , afforded him ground lawful enough, 
to fear they could not remain there any longer with 
Safety. And indeed, that which his Majeſty fo 
zuſtly feared, hath ſince prov'd but too true in the 
ſequel, the ſame Security which was violated bcture 
on the Perſon of a Publick Miniſter belonging to a 
Prince Allied to his Majeſty, was ſoon broken afre(h 
on that of his own Ambaſſadors, in the ſame Place, 
their Liveries and other Equippages having been pub- 
lickly Arrcſted , and a great and conſiderable Sum 
of Moneys belonging to his Majeſty , feaz'd on, and 
detain'd forcibly , by Order from the Chief Com- 
mander of the {aid Regiment of Grans , the (aid 
Moneys being Loaded on one of their own Wag- 
gons. Andall this done in a City, in which Free- 
dom and Liberty is allow'd, common to all the 
World: having beſides, caus'd an Expreſs, ſentby 
the Count de Chamilly to the ſaid Ambaſſadors, to be 
both Arreſted and Searcht. In a word, Cologne 
which till then , had been Conſecrated for the Pub- 
tick Security of all Europe, is by a monſtrous Change, 
become on a ſuddain, a moſt Bloody Theater , 
where on thoſe very Troops deſigned for the preſer-
